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Talking racing with Charlsie Cantey 


T 'he National Turf Writers and Broadcasters Association 
honored former broadcaster and trainer Charlsie Cantey 
with its annual Jim McKay Award in November. Cantey 
follows former colleague Jack Whitaker as a recipient of the 
award. Born in North Carolina, Cantey galloped horses for 
Hall of Fame trainer Frank Whiteley before embarking on her 
broadcasting career. Cantey trained horses in Maryland, winning 
46 of 324 starts from 1996 to 1999. She and her husband 
Douglas Davidson live in AnnapoHs, Md. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred^^ Sean Clancy caught up with Cantey 
in October. 

MAT: What was your reaction to being honored with the 
McKay Award? 

Cantey: Fm so floored, IVe been out of sight for almost 
10 years, even if I hadn't been, it's still such a stunner to me. I'm 
surprised and obviously flattered. I'm humbled, to be mentioned 
in the same breath with these other guys. My mentors. All my 
mentors. 

Jim McKay was the master, a wordsmith and to join Jack, he 
would do those wrap-ups after the race was over, he'd go stand 
over in the corner, think for a second, then reel around to the 
camera and spool these things out over a race that just happened 
a minute ago. 

MAT: Describe how you became a broadcaster. 

Cantey: It was never something I set out to do, it came and 
got me. It wasn't anything I was trained to do or was particularly 
good at, but I loved the subject, I loved racing so much. I wasn't 
comfortable behind the microphone, I had the worst stage fright, 
if a curve ball came I'd fall apart, I couldn't do it. I loved what I 
was watching and I loved what I was talking about. 

MAT: Do you remember how you got started? 

Cantey: I had been working at Belmont for six or seven 
years. We had Ruffian in the barn and Frank Tours from NYRA 
was coming around every day for press releases, he kept saying, 
Wou know they want to put a woman on that racing show, you 
would be perfect at it, you would be perfect at it.' I finally said. 
Took if you'll leave me alone. I'll go talk to this guy.' So I go 
up there in my dirty boots and smelly jeans and Bill Creasy says. 
What makes you think you're qualified for this job?' I said, d'm 
not. I'm just here to get Frank Tours off my back.' We laughed, 
talked and the next thing I knew two weeks later I was on TV 

MAT: How did you start training horses? 

Cantey: I was down in Camden getting yearlings ready, I 
was coming up for the Preakness, Frank Whiteley had given me 
a horse he had who bowed and one of the owners had some 
2-year-olds so I wound up going to Pimlico, thinking maybe Pd 
run them and then they'd go to somebody else. I hung my httle 
shingle. I was in Maryland for about three years, this is what I'm 
equally if not more proud of in my career, I won some stakes 
and trained some fillies who were graded stakes-placed. I was 
pretty proud of that.

MAT: Why did you stop training? 

Cantey: I met my husband, we've been married for about 
15 years and that's when I stopped. It was a hard decision to 
make, but you can't train horses and have a life. I was ready for a 
happy ending aU my Hfe and I wasn't going to let horses mess it 
up. I have a batch of grandchildren I chase after and we sail a lot. 
I'm content, hfe is good, hfe is reaUy good. 

MAT: What is your legacy? 

Cantey: When I first started gaUoping horses I used to 
wake up at 2 o'clock in the morning and say, ‘Oh damn, it's not 
time to go to work yet.' I loved it so much. Somehow the way 
you are supposed to measure your value in hfe is, ‘did you leave 
anything a httle better behind you?' It was a time when women 
were first transitioning, there were very few of us galloping 
horses when I first came around, we couldn't come in the stable 
area after dark. Women were outhers. If I paved the way...I used 
to get letters from girls who said their mother wouldn't let them 
work with racehorses until she saw me on TV I hope that's a 
legacy."

Big race days make 
for special memories

S ure, there’s a lot more money flying around on Breeders’ Cup day. 

But if you think the emotions are greater, more genuine or more heartfelt on 
the big stage than they were on Maryland Million day at Laurel Park-or later that 
evening, on West Virginia Breeders Classics night at Charles Town Races-well, then 
you weren’t really paying attention. 

There was veterinarian Michael Harrison, surrounded by perhaps the day’s most 
boisterous crowd chatting animatedly after his Talk Show Man ran down Ben’s Cat in 
the late stages to win the Maryland Million Turf. 

And there, a race later, was trainer Tim Keefe, hugging everyone whose arms were 
open and fighting back the tears after old-timer Eighttofasttocatch had won his third 
Maryland Million Classic. 

And there, after the $500,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic, was Russell Road’s 
owner, Mark Russell, who said simply, “Fm speechless.” 

Three different horses, three different races, three different reactions-yet what aU 
spoke to was not only how much local connections value the opportunity to compete 
successfully before the local fans but also how deeply entwined racing success becomes 
with what could be called real hfe. 

“It’s been special for us,” Harrison said of Talk Show Man’s win over Ben’s Cat, 
a horse he described as “a legend,” before pointing out, “This is a homebred. We’ve 
had a bit of a rough year personally, we went through some hard times. But we’ve got 
some good horses, and we got a great trainer there [in Hamilton Smith].” 

For Keefe, the win, by the best horse he’s trained, called to mind thoughts of two 
men who weren’t present, having passed away earlier in the year. 

‘Vou know, obviously, Arnold [Heft], the biggest owner I had, him not being here, 
my father not being here this year, too,” Keefe said. “That got me a httie bit choked 
up.” 

Russell Road and Eighttofasttocatch are old-timers, both much closer to the ends 
of their stellar careers than to the beginnings. 

Talk Show Man is just 4 and his Maryland Million triumph was the first stakes win 
of his career. His best days most likely are stiU to come. 

And those horses’ wins hold different meanings for the owners and trainers. 

Yet it’s safe to say they aU agree on one thing. As Russell put it, “He’s just been so 
special to us.” 
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MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


Fair Hill-based Main Sequence charges 
into Horse of the Year picture with Breeders’ Cup score 


B efore the Breeders’ Cup Turf, 

Graham Motion was asked about the 
prospects of Main Sequence being 
named Horse of the Year for 2014. And 
nearly spit his tea on the floor. 

^‘Oh geez,” the trainer said quickly. 
‘‘That’s something I don’t want to talk 
about. I think he lacks the attention a 
little bit, a lot. He hasn’t caught people’s 
attention or caught people’s whatever, for 
whatever reason. He hasn’t really caught 
the public’s eye.” 

That’s no longer the case. 

Main Sequence put together his fourth 
consecutive Grade 1 win in the $3 million 
Turf at Santa Anita Nov. 1 — then watched 
Bayern win a controversial Classic-and 
is squarely in the discussion for Horse 
of the Year. The Echpse Award vote will 
decide it, and be announced in January, 
but—win or lose—Motion will be proud of 
his horse. 


“We all want to train a champion,” 
Motion said while watching horses train at 
Maryland’s Fair Hill Training Center three 
days after the win. “It’s a great honor for 
the horse. You want it for yourself, but 
you also want it for the horse. He had a 
great year and came a long way.” 

Main Sequence is all but assured an 
Echpse Award as champion male turf 
horse and will also get plenty of support 
for older male honors. Horse of the Year 
would be dessert, a bonus for a horse who 
started the year in a veterinary chnic on a 
course of high-strength antibiotics. 

Like most Flaxman Holdings 
homebreds. Main Sequence was foaled 
in Kentucky but sent to race in Europe. 

He won his first four with trainer David 
Lanigan, then lost 10 in a row. Sent back 
to the United States to join Motion’s barn, 
the son of Aldebaran got sick enough to 
spend a month in the hospital and another 


month in recovery at Motion’s Fair Hill 
barn. 

Starting at zero, he didn’t get to the 
races until July—winning Monmouth 
Park’s United Nations Stakes-Gl to earn 
a spot in the Breeders’ Cup Turf He 
added Grade 1 scores in Saratoga’s Sword 
Dancer Invitational and Belmont Park’s 
Joe Hirsch Turf Classic. 

Then came the Breeders’ Cup, and a 
date with the world’s best. The field of 12 
included European stars Telescope (Ire), 
Flintshire (GB), Brown Panther (GB) 
and Chicquita (Ire) plus American turf 
standouts Twihght Echpse, Imagining and 
Hardest Core. 

Main Sequence, for a change, broke 
with the field from post 11 and settled. 

He was ninth and three wide early, 
through a first quarter-mile in 25 seconds. 
As the field came down the hill and

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crossed the dirt course, Pennsylvania- 
based Hardest Core tugged Eriluis Va 2 
toward the lead and the pace quickened. 
The half-mile split was :47.76 as Hardest 
Core surged to the front with Imagining 
and Starspangled Heat. Hardest Core led 
through 6 furlongs in 1:11.15, then kicked 
away to a 2-length advantage up the 
backside. Main Sequence was stiU eighth, 
just outside Fhntshire, but ready to start 
an advance. Four wide off the turn. Main 
Sequence followed Flintshire toward the 
front as Telescope rallied up the rail. They 
were together, briefly, but the winner 
had more push and surged past to win 
by a half-length in 2:24.91 for FAmiles. 
Fhntshire stayed for second with Twihght 
Echpse a late-running third. 

Motion loved the way the race 
unfolded. 

“Once he broke with the pack, that 
put him on a level playing field with 
everybody else,’’ said Motion, whose 
horse scrambled out of the gate-late-in 
his earher American starts. “All his other 
races, he’s had to spot them a few lengths 
and you had to hope he was good enough 
to make up the ground. This time, he 
broke with the field. He was already right 
in contention.” 


Velazquez, aboard for the first time 
because of an injury to Rajiv Maragh, 
never used his whip until the final strides 
and then did so without turning it over. 

In mid-stretch, while drawing alongside 
Flintshire, the jockey even snuck a peek 
under his right arm for competition. 

There was none. 

“At the top of the stretch, I felt really 
good about where he was and that he 
was going to have a good shot to win 
it,” said Motion. “Johnny shook him up 
a little bit, and he was right there. For all 
his idiosyncrasies, he’s not really a difficult 
horse to ride. He doesn’t get rank, he’s 
kind of pushbutton. I told Johnny to have 
confidence in him, that he can do it and 
that’s how he rode him.” 

With the win. Main Sequence 
completed a perfect 2014 with four 
wins (all Grade 1) and $2,610,000 in 
earnings. The gelding has won eight of 18 
hfetime-two four-race winning streaks 
bookending 10 losses. 

other Regional News 

Arlington Mi11ion-G1 winner Hardest 
Core wound up eighth in the Turf, but 
emerged in good shape and would be 
pointed for a 2015 campaign. 


Pennsylvania-based trainer Eddie 
Graham wishes his horse had a chance to 
get covered up early in the race, but was 
also proud of the effort. 

“Just bad racing luck,” he said. “Things 
like that keep you humble. The way I look 
at it is I have a nice horse for next year. 
Chin up and keep going. He came back 
great and he’s happy to be home.” 

Hardest Core will get turned out 
daily for the rest of 2014 and start back 
to work in January with the Arhngton 
Million as the goal once again.

■ Virginia-bred Thank You Marylou 
finished third in the Filly and Mare Sprint.

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PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 
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S erelee Hefler was excited to talk 
about Here’s the Plan. ^‘This has 
been my Bucket List item for the 
past year,” she said, leading the strap¬ 
ping son of Smarten and the Horatius 
mare Video Sister out of his paddock at 
Worthmore Farm in Chestertown, Md. 

Hefler-fit and athletic at 65-has had 
the 17-year-old gelding for 11 years. In 
2003, she heard owner/breeder Cynthia 
McGinnes was looking for a home for an 
ex-racehorse. Hefler’s husband Norman 
Fraley went to nearby Thornmar Farm to 
have a look. 

Hefler and Fraley, a former amateur 
steeplechase jockey, had been given the 
heads-up about the horse by their friend 
Binnie Houghton. Houghton and her 
longtime friend and neighbor McGinnes 
network together when trying to place 
retired runners. 


‘‘My husband came home afterward 
and reported the horse to be a big, strong¬ 
looking bay gelding that seemed very 
kind,” Hefler said. “So we picked him up 
and brought him home.” 

Bred and foaled at Thornmar, Here’s 
the Plan was the first foal of Video Sister. 

“She was a wonderful mare by Horatius 
out of a dit 2 y mare named Wicked 
Stepmother,” McGinnes said. “She 
combined her father’s sweet disposition 
with her mother’s hysteria. When Plan 
was born she loved him instantly. But 
when he touched her bag with his nose to 
nurse, she flew up in the air and knocked 
everyone around her down-herself, me. 
Plan and the night watch person.” 

No one was hurt, but it took an 
hour and some acepromazine for Video 
Sister to stand stiU long enough for her 
newborn colt to nurse. 


Here’s the Plan was bound for the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling Sale in 1998, but an accident on 
the farm derailed the trip. While getting 
vacuumed, he kicked out at a horsefly 
and cut a hind tendon sheath. A bar shoe 
with trailers was employed to support the 
heahng tendon, but that ended up creating 
another troublesome issue. 

“When we tried to break him, he would 
buck badly whenever anyone sat in the 
saddle,” said McGinnes. “Finally Christy 
Clagett [of Larking Hill Farm] had a 
chiropractor go over him and discovered 
that one hip was out of place due to 
having the bar shoe with trailers on only 
one foot. She adjusted him and he was 
instantly fine.” 

Here’s the Plan made it to the races as 
a 4-year-old in 2001 and made 29 starts 
in his two-season career. Both wins came 
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in 7-furlong claiming races on the dirt at Laurel Park, inking his 
Lifetime record at two wins, 10 seconds, four thirds and $65,075 
earned with trainer Greg Wilson. 

^dn his last start in October 2002, he was hit in his bad leg 
at the start. He still finished second but the tendon was gone,’’ 
McGinnes said. ‘We brought him home; his hind ankle was on 
the ground. So we put the trailer shoes back on both hind feet 
this time so his hips would be even. After a year he was sound 
and he’s been with Norman and Serelee ever since.” 

Fraley hunted Here’s the Plan for two years, then moved him 
over to Hefler. They hve on Kent Island, Md., and board Here’s 
the Plan at Pam Kusher’s Worthmore Farm, a scenic 35-acre 
facility that is also the training base of advanced three-day event 
rider Tracey Bienemann. Hefler usually makes the one-hour 
commute to the farm twice each week. 

“There’s really no place on Kent Island for me to ride, but 
here we’ve got the acreage and we can trailer to different farms 
and ride,” she said. “We also go up to Fair HiU every now and 
then.” 

A weekly highlight is riding out with Bobby Reber’s private 
pack of Penn-Marydel hounds. Reber, who hves just over the 
Pennsylvania line not far from Fair Hill, ferries his pack to the 
upper Eastern Shore with the permission of the Wicomico Hunt. 

“Those Penn-Marydels don’t go a long distance, but they can 
go pretty fast,” Hefler said. “We hunt from a 1,000-acre farm 
about five miles up the road called Starkey’s. It borders the river 
and it’s beautiful. We have one fixture with some jumps. It’s 
farmland, all crops, and that’s why it’s so nice. We have a couple 
gals that are in their 40s but most of us are around my age. I’d 
be surprised if we found a jump out there. There are logs on the 
trails but that’s it. But we’ve aU done all that kamika 2 e stuff . . 
and this is leisurely and enjoyable. We get to see aU the hounds 
work. What’s really nice about it is we don’t have to dress up; 
there’s maybe on average five to eight people who go out with 
the hounds and we wear whatever want. Let’s just say it’s a nice, 
informal, relaxed atmosphere.” 

And it’s that informality which Hefler most appreciates. 
Growing up near Clarksville, Md., she began foxhunting with 
the Howard County Hounds while attending the University of 
Maryland. 

Recently, she has taken Here’s the Plan to a few horse trials. 
The competition barn environment at Worthmore has, she 
admitted, “revved up the competitive juices. I just thought he’s 
such a good horse, why don’t I try and see how he does.” 

He does just fine, as relaxed at shows as he is in the hunt field. 
Hefler sticks with the smaller trials where she is able to obtain 
permission to ride Here’s the Plan in the hackamore she has 
used on him for years. 

“He kept messing with the bit all the time when we first got 
him,” she said. “He was never happy. So I thought you know 
what, rU try a hackamore. And I’ll tell you what—there isn’t 
any place I wouldn’t take him. He’s so good in it. He’s kind and 
seems to honestly enjoy everything we do together. We have a 
great partnership that I hope will continue for a long time!” 

This makes Binnie Houghton happy. 

“He honestly is the most lovely foxhunter,” she said. “I have 
followed him for years in my trusty car, often thinking that if I 
ever started hunting again I would love to have a Plan. But you 
know, they are hard to come by.” ^

Editorial

Remembering 
Speedy, and all 
those like him 


S peedy Kiniel died. And do 2 ens 
of people connected to Maryland 
racing and steeplechasing and 
racehorses in general thought about the 
old days. Maybe they also remembered 
Lonnie, Shorty, Shaky, Spoon, Cra 2 y Sam, 
Chubby, Bubba, Monroe, Hume, Jerome, 
Cornbread and aU the other grooms of 
various eras and locations. 

You know the guys. They worked in 
the barns for what seemed like decades. 
All day. They rubbed, walked, ran, talked 
and breathed racehorses. They hved in the 
bunkhouses, ate in the track kitchens, rode 
in horse vans. Some, like Kiniel (whose 
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real name was James) wound up work¬ 
ing on farms and stepping into a more 
mainstream life-a htde-but they still got 
up every day and went to bed every night 
thinking about horses. 

When he died, KinieTs name wound up 
on a list of obituaries for this magazine. 
Of course, we didn’t get much further than 
his name. He didn’t leave much in the way 
of details. He was from North Carohna, 
came to Maryland with his brother and 
by the sounds of things never left. He 
gravitated toward Mikey Smithwick’s farm 
in Hydes, found a home, stayed, became 
a fixture. 

Kiniel was 75 when he died and some 
pegged his tenure with Smithwick at 50 
years. When he wasn’t in the barn, he was 
part of a band. Fat Boy and the Comets 
(later dubbed The Soulations) that record¬ 
ed two singles and played for 20 years in 
the region. In 2011, he sang in a Senior 
Idol competition. Kiniel had style—wheth¬ 
er he was wearing shades in the winner’s 
circle or a suit on stage. 

In his time with Smithwick, he touched 
some horses. Champions, legends, heroes. 
His boss went to the Hall of Fame. Kiniel 
kept taking care of horses. Nobody did it 
better than he did. 

And the work rubbed off on more than 
horses. 

Kiniel was a groom, a trainer, a family 
member, a mentor to the people at the 
Smithwick farm. Lessons learned went a 
long way toward keeping people in rac¬ 
ing, and that’s the true impact of men like 
Kiniel and other grooms of that era. 

They worked hard for other people, at a 
difficult job, for not much money. In mrn, 
they brought an honor to the task and 
made it something people wanted to do. 

Home from college for the summer? 
Stuck between ‘Teal” jobs? ReaUy want to 
be a trainer, but don’t now where to start? 


Tag along with Speedy or Lonnie or Bubba 
at the track or around the farm, get a 
couple of horses to rub, hook those safety 
pins in your jeans just so, stick a rub rag in 
your pocket, get to work early, ride the van 
to Atlantic City at night and do it aU over 
again the next day. It was hard work, but it 
mattered more than cutting lawns or wash¬ 
ing cars or flipping burgers. 

And, who knows? You just might make 
something of yourself 

Kiniel’s influence spread out to future 
trainers Holly Robinson, Alex White, 
Michele Sanger, Speedy Smithwick (who 
shared the man’s nickname and more) 
plus racing secretary Georganne Hale and 
plenty of others. 

And I guess that’s the point. These men 
provided a service, without really knowing 
it. They were working. Everyone else learn¬ 
ing. Only some of the lessons had anything 
to do with horses. 

“Beheve it or not, right up to the pres¬ 
ent day, whenever I see a horse walking 
aU over his handler or spinning round 
and round stepping on himself, I think of 
Speedy,” said Maryland horseman Turney 
McKnight, who spent plenty of time in 
the Smithwick barn, via an email. “He 
wrote the book on what to do to keep that 
from happening. Awesome horseman with 
a good measure of namral dignity and 
charm thrown in.” 

Like McKnight, everybody who knew 
Kiniel has a story. It might involve Lady of 
Leys, a Pennsylvania-bred stakes winner, or 
steeplechase champion Straight and True, 
or three-time Iroquois Steeplechase win¬ 
ner Uncle Edwin, or gritty mare Fight Talk 
(who seemed to always get close, without 
winning). Regardless of who they were, 
the horses and the people were a huge part 
of Kiniel’s fife — and he theirs. 

He’ll be missed, but the lessons five 
on. ^

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Maryland Million win to legacy

G igi the goat darted from one stall to the other, 
mooching hay off the horses and mints off the 
people in the fading light of a fall day at the barn. 
Tim Keefe’s phone kept pinging. People stopped in to say con- 
gramlations and relive the moment. Monkey’s Medal, in a stall 
next to the track room, just wanted the commotion to die down. 

And Eighttofasttocatch walked the shedrow, an hour after 
making Maryland Milli on history at Laurel Park Oct. 18. 


The 8-year-old chestnut won his third 
Maryland Million Classic, a race first run 
in 1986 and counting Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred heroes Little Bold John, Timely 
Warning, Forry Cow How, Taking Risks 
and Algar on its roster of winners. 

Make room for one more. 

“I remember Algar, I remember all 
those horses,” said Keefe, taking a breath in 
the post-race hoopla. “To think that some¬ 
body might remember Eighttofasttocatch 
that way is humbling.” 


Eighttofasttocatch made sure, winning 
the $150,000 Classic in a front-running 
clinic. As usual, SyHva Heffs Maryland- 
bred broke sharply but was quickly matched 
by Love’s Not Fair to the inside and Turbin 
to the outside heading into the first mrn. 
Instead of pressing, jockey Forest Boyce 
sat still and let Eighttofasttocatch assume 
his spot up front naturally The others 
backed off After a quarter-mile in :24.31, 
he was clear. The son of Not For Love 
opened 2 y 2 lengths after a half-mile in 


:47.57. Motionless and maintaining a long, 
light hold while balanced tall in the stir¬ 
rups, Boyce gave the others a little hope 
when Seventeenohsix got within a length 
briefly on the far mrn after 6 furlongs in 
1:11.57. Just as quickly, Boyce lowered, 
Eighttofasttocatch quickened again and 
the others were under pressure. From 
there, it was a formahty-and a coronation. 
Eighttofasttocatch cut the corner into the 
stretch in command and won by 4^2 lengths 
over a late-arriving Concealed Identity with 
Turbin third. The winner, bred by Dark 
Hollow Farm and Herringswell Stable, 
covered IVs miles in 1:50.54. 

Opened to Maryland-breds for the 
first time, when just five Maryland Million 
nominees entered, the Classic feamred a 
field of eight. Eighttofasttocatch went off 
at 3-5 and the others were aU higher than 
5-1, but Keefe and Boyce felt pressure this 
year. For starters, co-owner Arnie Heft 
passed away in March. Second, 2014 was 
scheduled to be the horse’s last season 
on the racetrack. And after a stellar 2013, 
Eighttofasttocatch was late getting started 
this year and came into the Classic with 
just one prior start-a dull try on the mrf 
in the Japan Racing Association Stakes at 
Laurel Sept. 6.

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Trainer and jockey loved the way their 
horse was coming into the race, but they 
still worried By the time Maryland Million 
Day came around, it all felt a litde heavy 
‘d never get nervous, but Tve never felt 
that pressure before,” said Boyce, ‘d felt 
like if he got beat, I would have failed him 
for some reason.” 

Keefe, who ran the Chicago Marathon 
a week earlier, felt like a rookie at Mile 20. 

‘‘He was going for his third win, nobody 
had ever done that, Arnie is not here, wede 
carrying on without him, how powerful 
would it be if he could win?” he said. “If 
the horse finished second or third as the 
favorite, what would that have been like? 
That aU kind of got to me. 

“And in the past he’s trained phenom¬ 
enally well, like he did this year, and once in 
a blue moon he’d throw in these races that 
make you say, ‘Aiihh, why did he do that?’ ” 
Keefe and Boyce needn’t have worried. 
Eighth after leading early in the Japan 
Racing Association, Eighttofasttocatch 
went aU vintage on Maryland Million Day 
and made it look easy. 

He won for the 16th time (all but two 
at Laurel) in 48 starts and eased to within 
$2,030 of becoming a millionaire. He’ll 
have one more race. Laurel’s Jennings 
Handicap for Maryland-breds Dec. 6 and 


then be retired to Keefe’s farm and a pos¬ 
sible second career as an eventer. 

It’s been quite a ride. Keefe and Arnie 
Heft spent $47,000 on the yearhng from 
the Nice Catch mare Too Fast to Catch 
at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic in 2007. A 
Washington, DC., sports icon. Heft named 
his new horse for Washington Capitals 
speedster Alex Ovechkin (who wears uni¬ 
form No. 8). After three losses as a 2-year- 
old, Eighttofasttocatch won at least a race 
a year for the next six seasons —capped 
by the Classic triumphs, a second in the 
2013 Pimlico Special-G3 and a fourth 
behind budding superstar Wise Dan in 
Keeneland’s Fayette Stakes-G2 in 2011. 

“I’ve mostly just kept him here and 
that’s part of his longevity-spaced races, 
never over-doing it, pointing for specific 
races,” said Keefe. “When I felt like he’d 
had enough, Arnie gave me the leeway 
to give him time off. That’s what kept 
him going for so long. He’s been a very 
sound horse and he doesn’t do anything 
wrong. He doesn’t wheel, he doesn’t bite, 
he doesn’t kick. He eats, he hkes to go out 
and train, he Hkes this Htde goat. . .” 

At that, Gigi goat-skipped across 
the shedrow and looked at Keefe with a 
crooked goat-smile. Her horse, the one 
she’s attached to (it’s a two-way relation¬ 


ship, but. . .) was headed outside to have 
his feet washed and the people were in 
the way. 

“Hey Geeg,” Keefe said to her. “You 
see what your man did today?” 

She did. Everybody did. 

Denying History in the Turf 

Eighttofasttocatch wasn’t the only 
horse trying to make history on MiUion 
Day as Roadhog sought his third consecu¬ 
tive win in the Turf and in the same race 
Ben’s Cat tried to become the first four¬ 
time Maryland Million winner. 

Both came up short, but not for a lack 
of try, in the l-mile race worth $125,000 as 
Talk Show Man ran past the two favorites 
in the stretch for owner/breeder Mike 
Harrison and trainer Ham Smith. The 
4-year-old Great Notion gelding overcame 
some bumping on the first turn and a wide 
route around the second to get up late and 
win by a half-length over Ben’s Cat with 
Roadhog third after 1:39.20. 

Longshot Capital Fellow made the early 
running, stalked by Ben’s Cat through the 
first half-mile in :48.76. Ben’s Cat took over 
there, and was matched by Roadhog. They 
were a half-length apart in mid-stretch. 
Roadhog threw a big punch, Ben’s Cat 
countered and then Talk Show Man won 
the final round-sweeping past late. 

“I was a Httle concerned because Road¬ 
hog won the race last year and Ben’s Cat 
finished second,” said jockey Xavier Perez. 
“But my horse had been working good 
in the morning. Hammy had been doing 
a great job with him and we got the job 
done.” 

The winner came in with three wins 
in 15 Hfetime starts-a variety includ¬ 
ing a $30,000 maiden claiming debut, a 
Timonium maiden win, a fifth in last year’s 
Maryland MiUion Classic and a second to 
future Grade 1 winner Hardest Core going 
Wi miles on the mrf at Delaware Park. 

Smith loves his horse’s adaptabiUty. 

“He’s a very easy horse to ride-when 
you nudge him, he goes-and he’s not just 
turf, he can run on dirt too,” said Smith. 
“Roadhog and Ben’s Cat worried me more 
than distance, I can teU you that. He trained 
well coming into the race and I told Dr. 
Harrison that and I really expected him to 
run good. He ran his race.” 

As for denying Ben’s Cat a record 
fourth win. Smith was philosophical. 

“It’s an honor to beat him,” he said. 
“He’s been a legend around here. I watch 
him train almost every day. He walks 
around here, does pretty much what he 
wants to do. He’s unbeUevable, an unbe- 
Hevable horse.”

Longshot in the Ladies 

Trainer Larry Murray mapped out a 
path to the Maryland Million for Bear 
Access way back in July when the 4-year- 
old filly finished second in a Penn National 
turf allowance—then watched it all nearly 
unravel when she flubbed her return at 
Laurel Sept. 10. 

‘‘She’d had a pretty good layoff, she 
rapped herself and missed some time and 
I might have rushed her back to try to get 
a race into her for this,” Murray said. “That 
last race was an aberration, she just didn’t 
finish. She always fights and she didn’t that 
time. I was thinking it was probably trainer 
[error]. My fault.” 

None of it mattered as Bear Access 
and Horacio Karamanos led every step 
to upset the $125,000 Ladies going IVs 
miles on the turf Sent off at 66-1, Howard 
Bender’s homebred daughter of Gators 
N Bears set an easy pace and had plenty 
left to mrn back favorite Devihsh Love by 
three-quarters of a length with 2012 Ladies 
winner Pagan Priestess third after 1:54.83. 


Tracing to Foufa, a foundation mare 
for Bender and his late wife Sondra, Bear 
Access didn’t surprise her trainer with the 
big effort. 

“She trained so well between races,” the 
trainer said. “Karamanos was breeAng her 
and everything I worked her with, she just 
ran away from them.” 

When the entries came out, Murray’s 
hopes received another boost. He wasn’t 
so sure about his filly’s distance capabilities, 
but had even more questions about some 
of the others in the field of 10. He also 
thought Bear Access might get an easy 
lead, and talked it over with his jockey. 

“Horacio, you’re going to be such a 
long price, they’re going to forget about 
you when you make the lead,” Murray said. 
“You can slow it down, get her squared 
away and hold them off” 

That’s exactly what happened as Bear 
Access put up fractions of :24.70, :50.17 
and 1:15.29. 

She was way too tough to catch from 
there, and paid a healthy $134.20 to win. 
Karamanos thanked Murray afterward 
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and added to a long partnership with the 
trainer. 

“Fm so happy because when I first 
came to Laurel in 2002, I rode a lot of 
horses for Larry Murray,” said the jockey, 
who rode the Murray-trained La Reine’s 
Terms to victory in the 2002 Maryland 
Million Turf ‘‘So, that’s why he’s special for 
me. I win a lot of stakes for him and I real¬ 
ly appreciate it because he helps me a lot, 
always. He was the first trainer who gave 
me an opportunity to ride good horses.” 

Retired on Bender’s Glade Valley Farm 
near Frederick, Md., 31-year-old Foufa 
will be proud of the latest success from 
her family which includes stakes horses 
Foufa’s Warrior, Maryland Moon, Full 
Brush, London Lane and Bear Access’ 
dam Media Access. 

Bear Access fits right into the mix. 

“She’s a pretty Httle thing with a big 
heart,” Murray said of Bear Access. “I 
know all of her relatives, every one of 
them. She’s the third or fourth generation 
and most of them have heart and they love 
the grass.” 


Two-Year-Old Phenom 

When a horse trainer uses it, OK can 
mean OK or it can mean OK. 

And it was pretty clear which one 
Rodney Jenkins meant when he talked 
about 2-year-old colt Golden Years, who 
dominated the $100,000 Nursery for 
HiUwood Stable in his second start. 

“He’s OK, but he’s been OK from the 
start,” Jenkins said after the Not For Love 
colt opened the day with a 1 y 2 -length score 
at 2-5. Golden Years and Victor Carrasco 
got bumped out of the gate, backed off as 
Awol and Markakis battled up front for a 
half mile, then took over while racing wide 
on the turn. The West Virginia-bred cov¬ 
ered 6 furlongs in 1:10.54 and improved 
to 2-for-2 after breaking his maiden in 
September. 

Jenkins bought Golden Years at Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic’s fall yearhng sale for 
$120,000. A year later, the horse has earned 
more than half of that back and rides a 
wave of a bright future. 

“I sent him to Niall Brennan [in Florida] 
to be broken and he thought he was one of

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the top of the group there with all those 
nicely bred horses he has ” said Jenkins. “I 
got him up here and he hasn’t taken a step 
wrong. I thought about running him again, 
I thought he needed a race for this but then 
I thought ‘Nooo, Rodney, he’s fine.’ He 
took care of me.” 

Bred by O’Sullivan Farms, Golden 
Years could have run at Charles Town in 
the West Virginia Breeders Classics, but 
opted to stay at Laurel where he trains. 
Long term. Golden Years could take to 
the road however as Jenkins was thinking 
about a 3-year-old campaign. 

“I’d Hke to give him a month off, keep 
him in light training and head him for that 
New York circuit next spring,” he said. “I’ll 
run him here seven-eighths first, see if I 


can stretch him out. He doesn’t look hke 
a sprinter. That’s what I’m planning, but 
we’U let him tell me.” 

Carrasco, who won his first Maryland 
Million race, can’t wait. 

“I think he’s going to be a monster,” said 
the jockey. “When he’s going to go a httle bit 
longer, he’s going to be much better because 
he can relax, you can put him behind horses, 
he can get dirty and it’s hke nothing hap¬ 
pened. He’s a reaUy good horse.” 

Like Magic in Lassie 

Early in 2014, owner/breeder Larry 
Johnson joked about the number of 
offspring from his freshman sire Street 
Magician that would be running in the 


Maryland Mihion 2-year-old races. He was 
either going to look smart, or well. . . not 
so smart. 

For the record, there were three and 
Johnson looked pretty sharp as his My 
Magician won the $100,000 Lassie at near¬ 
ly 29-1 for trainer Mike Trombetta and 
jockey Juhan Pimentel. The bay filly, bred 
by Johnson and Tom, Chris and Brooke 
Bowman, took the lead with a wide move 
around the turn, led by 3 lengths in the 
stretch and hung on late to score by 
a neck over Rocky Policy, who had a 
neck on Rockin Jo jo, another daughter of 
Street Magician and the race favorite. My 
Magician covered the 6 furlongs in 1:12.22. 

Co-owned by R.D.M. Racing Stable, 
the winner (who paid $59.40) came into 











the race as a maiden, but was always well 
thought of in the Trombetta barn, 

‘We took her to Saratoga and I was 
going to run her up there ” said the trainer. 
“She got sick, and I never got to run her, 
sick enough that I just kept her there, 
treated her, worked her through it. I just 
got her to bree 2 ing again before it was time 
to leave.” 

Trombetta sent the Maryland-bred to 
Timonium for her debut and she finished 
third going 4 furlongs Aug, 31. Sharpened 
by the race, she broke running and faded 
late when third at Laurel going 7 furlongs 
Sept. 25. 

“It was sloppy and she just kind of 
broke really sharp off that half-mile race 
and she went that first quarter too fast and 


she fell apart,” said Trombetta. “It wasn’t 
her fault. She’s a gorgeous filly, a good girl,” 

Persistence Rewarded 

Tom Oliff couldn’t resist. He and his 
wife, Debra Breeback, were two of the last 
people standing in the Laurel Park winner’s 
circle and they’d waited long enough for 
this moment. 

Tom kissed his wife once. Then, realiz¬ 
ing photographers had missed the smooch, 
he leaned in and kissed her again. And 
again. 

“We met on Maryland Million Day, so 
this is very special for us,” Ohff said. 

The special moment for the couple 
from Baltimore came on the heels of an 


extra-special, if not improbable, win by 
D C Dancer in the $100,000 Maryland 
MiUion Sprint. The 4-year-old gelding by 
Not For Love out of the French Deputy 
mare Parlez had missed more than six 
months of racing after getting hit in the 
face with dirt and suffering a right eye 
injury in a race in July 2013 at Parx. 

“We sent him to the vet and they sewed 
his whole eye shut and the stitches ripped 
out; we sent him back and they sewed it 
shut again,” said D C Dancer’s trainer Mike 
Trombetta, “It came out again and on the 
third visit Dr. [Gary] Spurlock said ‘I’m 
sorry, I can’t save this eye.’ It’s just one of 
those little things, it went bad.” 

When the horse returned at Laurel this 
year, he was no worse for wear, winning a 
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first-level allowance in his first race back 
in January. He came into the Maryland 
Million off an allowance win in September 
but was sent off at more than 6-1 in a 
field that featured 2013 General George 
Handicap-G3 winner Javerre. 

Under Angel Serpa, D C Dancer was 
able to settle behind a brisk :22.54 opening 
quarter set by Always Smiling. Around the 
turn, D C Dancer dragged his rider along, 
as he inched up on the leaders. Despite 
going a little wide, D C Dancer didn’t lose 
momentum as he cleared the field and 
held off a game Always Smiling to win in 
1:09.93 for 6 furlongs. 

^WeVe come a long way to get him 
where he is and have him win,” Ohff said. 
^‘He’s a different horse from what he was a 
few months ago.” 

D C Dancer was bred in Maryland 
by Katy Voss and Bob Manfuso. He was 
purchased for $67,000 by TomRus LLC-a 
combination of OUff’s first name and his 
longtime racing parmer Russ Ahon-at 


the 2012 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
2-year-olds in training sale at Timonium. 
Breeback and friend Heidi King are also 
members of TomRus. 

Ohff and Ahon’s friendship, and their 
dream of a winning a Maryland Million 
race, go back decades. The two have been 
friends for more than 40 years and ran a 
horse on the first Maryland Milhon Day in 
1986—Vandy’s Friend finished fifth. 

‘We always wanted to hopefully get a 
Maryland Million contender,” Ohff said. 
“We went to the auctions, as Fd recom¬ 
mend to anybody to do, to get in the game. 
That said, we finally win one.” 

D C Dancer broke his maiden as a 
2-year-old at Laurel in his second start. In 
his next race, he finished fourth in the 2012 
Maryland Million Nursery. His win in the 
Sprint was his first stakes and bumped his 
hfetime earnings to $199,407. In the win¬ 
ner’s circle celebration, capped by the cam¬ 
era-flashing kiss, D C Dancer’s owners 
explained that the horse held extra signifi¬ 


cance for them. He was named after the 
D. C. Hand Dance Club, of which they’re 
aU members. - Dan Tordjman 

‘Finicky’ but Classy 

The pressure was on Trevor McCarthy. 
Not only did he land several quahty 
Maryland Million mounts but his grand¬ 
mother, Carolyn Alexander, had trekked a 
good eight hours from Tupper Lake, N.Y., 
for the day. 

“She loves coming down here,” 
McCarthy said. “My grandfather’s here, 
too. She’s very proud of me. She watches 
all the races I ride and, you know, she’s 
always betting, too.” 

Alexander was far from the only one 
betting on McCarthy, who rode Classy 
Coco in the $100,000 Distaff Handicap. 
The late-running 4-year-old daughter of 
Not For Love, owned by Michael Cox and 
trained by Bernie Houghton, was sent off 
as the 3-2 favorite in the 7-furlong Distaff

Classy Coco figured to get a nice pace 
setup if she could settle early As expected, 
she was taken back while Dress Up clicked 
off a quarter in :22.15 and a half in :45.17, 
with several competitors in tow 

“I didn’t want her too, too far out of it 
but once I let her break she kind of said to 
me, ‘let’s sit back here and settle a little bit,’ 
so that’s what I did with her,” McCarthy 
said. “I kind of just let them go. I knew 
they were going to come back to me and 
we were going to catch up. So, I had no 
worries.” 

With 3 furlongs to go, McCarthy start¬ 
ed to send Classy Coco and she quickly 
looped four horses. Once they got past 
eventual third-place finisher and 2013 
Maryland Million Lassie winner Jonesin 
for Jerry, the race looked put away—and it 
was. Classy Coco finished 6 lengths ahead 
of runner-up Steady N Love in 1:23.93. 

It was McCarthy’s first Maryland MilMon 
win, but the second for Classy Coco, who 


won the 2012 Maryland Million Lassie. 
The Pennsylvania-bred added another 
stakes win at Parx in 2013 but had only 
won once in her last eight starts coming 
into the Distaff 

“We’ve had an offer for her as a brood¬ 
mare already so the plan was to seU her, 
but plans change. We’ll see,” said the 
Pennsylvania-based Houghton, who used 
to work as a racing official at the Maryland 
Jockey Club tracks. 

As for McCarthy’s grandmother, every¬ 
thing seemed to go according to plan. 
When McCarthy headed into the winner’s 
circle, he shouted “that’s my grandmoth¬ 
er,” as she hurried in for the win photo. 
The memory would seem to have made the 
long trip well worth it. 

“She just bets me,” McCarthy cracked. 
“She told me a couple of weeks ago that 
she’s going to stop betting me because I get 
too short of prices.” 

He might not have made his grand¬ 
mother rich with his first Maryland Million 


win but he again made her proud and it felt 
great, all the same. 

“It’s awesome,” he said. “It’s a cool 
experience.” - Dan Tordjman

Two starter handicaps worth $50,000 
provided opportunities for horses who had 
started for claiming prices of $12,500 or 
less in the past year. 

Owner/trainer Larry Reed won the 
Starter Handicap with favorite Outbacker, 
who got up in the final jumps to defeat The 
Camden Comet by a head for jockey Alex 
Cintron in the day’s sixth of 11 races.

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Unsung Hero Hall receives Kelly Award 


T he Joe Kelly Maryland MUion Unsung Hero Award 
went to Maryland racing fixture Howard G. ‘‘Gelo” 
Hall Jr. 

This award honors the memory of racing writer Joe Kelly, 
a friend of Maryland Million founder Jim McKay and a 
mentor to writers, horsemen and fans. First presented in 2013 
by the Board of Directors of Maryland Million Ltd., the 
award celebrates important characteristics that are valuable 
but often unrewarded. 

With this award, Maryland Million recognizes honesty, 
hard work and humility—qualities which serve as inspiration 
to others. HaU, nominated by several individuals, fits the 
description. 

Gelo HaU has worn many hats in the Thoroughbred 
industry. Born in Baltimore in 1927, he attended his first 
horse race at Timonium when he was 4 years old. Throughout 
his youth he spent time at many racetracks with his father, 
who worked as a jockey’s valet, on the Maryland circuit. 

“It was the Sport of Kings,” recalled this soft-spoken 
man. “Pimhco was sort of a city attraction for all parts of 
Baltimore. Racing was sort of an everyday part of our hves in 
Baltimore City at that time.” 

At 14, Hall was employed by H.L. Straus to break 
yearUngs at Cherry HiU Farm in Reisterstown. From there he 
foUowed the horses to Pimhco, and went to work for Frank 
“Downey” Bonsai. Over time HaU’s career has included jobs 
as an exercise rider, a trainer and a jockey’s agent, and he is a 
graduate of the Jockey Club School for Racing Officials. His 
first official’s job was at Arlington Park, where he worked as a 
patrol judge. 

HaU’s former jockey Joe Brocklebank, now a bloodstock 
agent, made the trip to Laurel Park for the presentation. 

“What a person,” said Brocklebank, who rode his first 
race in 1964. “He was such a part of my hfe. He taught 
me everything, how to ride, how to handle people, what a 
gentleman. There’s nobody in the entire world that has a bad 
word to say about him.” 

HaU has seen a remarkable amount of Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred history. He was at PimUco in 1938 to witness 
the match race between Seabiscuit and War Admiral. 

“He was eye to eye with a champion,” HaU said of 
underdog Seabiscuit. “The legend of the ages was his heart 
and his mind. The legend was being written then.” Seabiscuit 
won in perhaps the most famous race of aU-time. 

HaU’s faith in God has guided him throughout his Ufe. He 
is a Ufe-long member of St. Catherine’s Episcopal Church and 
worked with the Race Track Chaplaincy from its infancy and 
watched it grow into a strong presence on American tracks. 
HaU has influenced and guided many people to a better path. 
After a conversation his parting words are often, “May the 
peace of the Lord be always with you.” 

HaU was honored at the Maryland MiUion Gala and in a 
winner’s circle ceremony on Jim McKay Maryland Million 
Day.

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Local Heroes 

Russell Road rallies past Lucy’s Bob Boy 
for third Breeders Classic victory

M ark Russell’s most anxious moment during the 
$500,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic at Charles 
Town Races came as he watched his venerable 
8-year-old Russell Road fade farther behind leader Lucy’s Bob 
Boy. 

It wasn’t that Russell was worried about losing to Lucy’s Bob 
Boy again in the Oct. 18 headlining event. That seemed inevi¬ 
table. 


Russell’s main concern was the rest of 
the field. He didn’t want to see a repeat 
of 2013, when Russell Road won a bitter 
speed duel with Lucy’s Bob Boy only to be 
run down by surprise winner Fred High 
in the Classic. Maybe, probably, Russell 
was worried that a runner-up spot was in 
jeopardy as he nervously looked back at 
all those rivals trying to come up on the 
leaders. 

Russell needn’t have wasted a passing 
glance at the also-rans since Russell Road 
wasn’t settling for third, or second either 
for that matter. With a huge closing effort, 
the Charles Town legend added another 
chapter to his legacy as arguably the track’s 
greatest horse as he rallied under Jose 
Montano to chase down his younger rival 
Lucy’s Bob Boy and win the Classic by a 
half-length. 

‘When [Lucy’s Bob Boy] started getting 
away from us a little bit there I thought, 
‘Uh oh,’ and now I’m looking back to see 
who’s coming,” Russell said. “And they’ve 
got a pretty big lead on the rest of them 


and I’m just hoping that nobody comes up 
to get us for second because it’s looking 
like maybe that’s where we’re going to be. 

“But turning for home, Jose got after 
him a couple times, and away he come 
again. He just kept digging and digging. I 
knew it was getting closer and closer, but 
I’m stiU thinking at the sixteenth pole I’m 
probably going to be second. But about 40 
yards out, he made a helluva tremendous 
last-ditch effort and just did get up to win 
it, so it was awesome. What a night it’s 
been-what a night.” 

What a night, indeed. The chilly tem¬ 
peratures seemed to have an equally chill¬ 
ing effect on most of the race favorites, as 
Classics night featured a bevy of upsets 
great and small capped by Russell Road’s 
improbable Classic. This one, his third, 
meant the most of all to his owner. 

“When you’re 8 years old and you 
jump up and run a race that he just ran 
and knocked off Lucy, who is in a 2 one 
right now, I don’t know-I’m speechless,” 
Russell said. “Just watching this horse do 


what he did out there tonight was just 
truly inspirational to me. He’s just been so 
special to us.” 

Russell Road, a son of Wheaton out 
of Bobby Lloyd’s noted Verification mare 
Roberta Grump, won the Classic in 2009 
and 2011 and finished second to Lucy’s 
Bob Boy in 2012 and Fred High in 2013. 
Installed as the second choice behind 
Lucy’s Bob Boy, Russell Road seemed 
destined for at best another runner-up 
showing after having been beaten handily 
by Lucy’s Bob Boy in three previous meet¬ 
ings at Charles Town this year. 

Trainer James Casey, who had to watch 
the race from home as he recovered from 
knee surgery, had formulated a plan with 
Russell Road to avoid another fruitless 
effort. 

“You’ve got to be careful with Russell— 
he’s got an iron jaw, but when you reach 
up and take ahold of him like that, Russell 
win put his head up in the clouds and 
his legs go up,” Russell said. “I wanted 
to make sure that that did not happen 
tonight, so we gave specific instructions. 
And [Montano] let Russell relax and do 
his own thing, let him go right up to 
him. And I told him, just let the chips 
fall where they may. If those two are out 
there ding-donging it, then so be it. This 
horse, you don’t want to fight and argue 
with him. You’re far better off just letting 
him do his own thing and trying to coax 
him into it, and normally he’ll come back 
to you.” 

Lucy’s Bob Boy and jockey Arnaldo 
Bocachica broke for the front with Russell 
Road, who uncharacteristically balked at 
the starting gate from post 10, stalk¬ 
ing. Rounding the far turn, Russell Road 
began to falter as Lucy’s Bob Boy briefly 
drew clear and started pushing his lead 
to 2 lengths. But Russell Road wasn’t 
finished, and his rousing rally down the 
stretch set the Charles Town crowd abuzz. 
Russell Road covered the 9 furlongs in 
1:53.85. 

“I thought my horse was done, but he’s 
got a big, big heart, you know,” Montano 
said. 

Lucy’s Bob Boy was second, and Fred 
High rallied for third. 

“You get to hve the dream every day, 
being with this horse and experienc-

ing everything that comes along with it/’ 
Russell said. 

Russell Road won for the 28th time in 
a 53-start career which began in 2008, and 
boosted his career earnings to $1,903,234. 
AH but three of those starts-two at Laurel 
Park and one at Aqueduct—have come in 
West Virginia. 

Rare Favorite 

John Casey’s homebred mare Down 
Town Allen bucked what had become a 
trend of the favorites coming up short 
as the 7-year-old daughter of Windsor 
Castle simply outclassed her rivals in the 
$200,000 West Virginia Jefferson Security 
Bank ‘‘Cavada” Breeders Classic. 

A winner of 12 straight at Charles 
Town and the Cavada champ of 2012, 
Down Town Allen was reunited with regu¬ 
lar jockey Mathew McGowan for the big 


race. He missed Down Town Allen’s previ¬ 
ous start when he suffered a leg injury in a 
paddock mishap two nights before she ran 
in the Aug. 16 Sadie Hawkins Stakes. 
McGowan wasn’t about to miss another. 

“That was the main goal,” McGowan 
said. “I broke it Aug. 14 and it’s a six to 
10 -week injury, and that was the big push 
to be back. 

“I broke my leg and she won, and quite 
literally I’m on crutches coming down to 
the winner’s circle and John just looked at 
me and said, ‘Just get back for the Cavada. 
Just get back for the Cavada.’ So never at 
any point in time did I think that I’d lost 
my mare and I really appreciate what John 
and Kristy [Petty] have done for me.” 

McGowan knows his horse, and let 
Down Town Allen go straight to the front 
for a gate-to-wire victory. She covered 7 
furlongs in 1:26.55 and easily turned back 
runner-up Dora Dora to win by three- 
quarters of a length. 

“I asked her because she had her ears 
up and within three strides she had her ears 
pinned and was gone again,” McGowan 
said. “To me it felt hke she was playing 
with them. She relaxed underneath me, and 
when I saw the shadow come up I asked 
her and she just spurted on.” 

Down Town AUen missed out on what 
could have been an interesting challenge 
from Red Hot Diva, who scratched the 
morning of the race with a fever. 

Upsets and Paybacks 

Scratching Red Hot Diva was a blow 
for trainer OUie Figgins III, but it was 
mitigated early in the night when his home¬ 
bred 3-year-old Windsor Castle gelding 
Prince of Windsor upset the $85,000 West 


Virginia Lottery. Sent off at nearly 13-1, 
Prince of Windsor responded to a move 
to the outside under Travis Dunkelberger 
for a blistering stretch run that ended with 
a neck victory over Comeonletsplay. 

“It’s kind of been a bittersweet day,” 
Figgins said. “At lunchtime Red Hot Diva 
had a fever and we had to scratch her, so 
that was kind of a bummer. I was looking 
forward to a big race from her.” 

Prince of Windsor was Figgins’ first 
homebred to run in-let alone win-a 
Breeders Classic race. 

“My wife and I have six acres,” Figgins 
said. “We have one httle paddock. We’ve 
got one paddock and one run-in shed, and 
he grew up right in our front yard. I deliv¬ 
ered him and I’ve seen him since the day he 
was born. It’s a little different feeling when 
you breed them.” 

Where Figgins’ disappointment over 
Red Hot Diva turned into elation thanks to 
Prince of Windsor, John Casey had his own 
swings of fortune to digest starting with 
that runner-up finish by Comeonletsplay. 

“I teU you, that was just. . . I don’t want 
to talk about that one right now,” Casey 
said. “I hate getting beat by a couple inches. 
If you got beat a mile, that’d be better. But 
that’s part of the racing game. I’ve won 
some that way, too, so you take the good 
with the bad.” 

Casey could afford to be philosophical 
about that race, considering his own horses 
simply dominated when finishing first, 
second and fourth in the $80,000 Vincent 
MoscarelH Memorial. The 6 y 2 -furlong test 
for 2-year-olds allowed Casey to stack the 
deck with a trio of talented horses and they 
didn’t disappoint.

thought the other one ran fast, too," 
Casey said of One More Time. “He kind 
of flattened out down the lane on me." 

McKee Doubles Up 

Longtime Charles Town trainer/ 
owner/breeder John McKee got quite a 
workout on Breeders Classics night, which 
wasn't easy considering he was still recov¬ 
ering from hip replacement surgery less 
than six weeks before. His horses forced 
him to make back-to-back trips from the 
owners' box down to the winner's circle 
to accept trophies and pose for photos-a 
small price to pay, perhaps, but stiU a price. 

“It's had enough for tonight," McKee 
said as he hmped back toward the owners' 
box after his second straight victory. “I'm 
going to sit down and watch the other two 
and have a nice night." 

McKee's first painful descent to track- 
side came courtesy of his 4-year-old home¬ 
bred fiUy Fhrting Song in the $85,000 
Distaff going 9 furlongs. Christian Hiraldo 
rode the winner, a daughter of McKee's 
breakout stalMon Fiber Sonde. 

‘We wanted to try her going the dis¬ 
tance," McKee said. “She ran third last 
month and then we trained a Httle harder, 
and that's the result. But we almost didn't 
train her hard enough, the way they were 
coming after us at the end." 

McKee and Hiraldo reunited 25 min¬ 
utes later+ when another daughter of 
Fiber Sonde, 3-year-old Cat Thats Grey, 


upset the formidable Chrome Mine in the 
7-furlong, $85,000 West Virginia Division 
of Tourism. Few expected Cat Thats Grey 
to win a duel with Chrome Mine, including 
McKee. 

“She's got a lot of speed, and I've run 
her short all of her Hfe, really," McKee said. 
“She improved off her last race. I didn't 
think we could beat Chrome Mine. That's 
a tough chore. Thank God she got up for 
it. I knew we'd be tough, but Chrome Mine 
is, too." 

Hiraldo sensed that on this night, any¬ 
thing was possible. 

“She's strong and she Ukes the competi¬ 
tion," he said. “Then she started fighting, 
fighting, fighting and we did it." 

McKee had his own explanation after¬ 
ward. 

“She just tries, that's aU," he said. 

Off to Help 

Effort is something Bus anda Armstrong 
has always counted on from her stable star, 
4-year-old gelding Halter Off. His win in 
the $80,000 “Dash for Cash" was perhaps 
the final indication that Armstrong's stable 
has fully recovered from a 2010 barn fire 
that killed five of her horses. 

“I started over from scratch, practi¬ 
cally," she said. “I'm real proud. It's a big, 
emotional moment for me. Within the last 
year I have picked up a lot of horses and 
I'm getting back in the roll of things here." 

Halter Off entered as the third choice 
behind 1-2 favorite Greenway Court and 
Mr. Ripken. Halter Off lost to Greenway 
Court before, but Armstrong was confi¬ 
dent this night belonged to her horse. He 
didn't disappoint, scoring by a neck over 
Greenway Court with Mr. Ripken third. 


Kristy Petty’s Hear the Chatter won the Vincent 
Moscareiii Memorial as John Casey-trained 
horses finished first, second and fourth. 


“This race was for him," Armstrong 
said. “And I've been teUing the horse all 
week, ‘you win this for you, big daddy.' He 
deserved this. He deserved to win this race 
because I've looked down the shedrow 
many a time and I said, ‘Man, I need some 
help here.' And who sticks his head out? 
It's him, and he's responded every time I've 
called on him." 

NOTES: Bowie-based trainer Cariyne Tap¬ 
scott went home with more than most 
expected in the $85,000 “Onion Juice" 
when her 4-year-old bay gelding Perfect 
Cross pulled off a late surge to win at 
nearly 40-1.

J ohn McKee and Cyndy O’Bannon 
were like many others in the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry back in the early 
2000 s. 

The longtime proprietors of Beau Ridge 
Farm in Kearneysville, W.Va., marveled at 
the raw speed flashed by Speightstown 
during his career that was capped by win¬ 
ning the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl and the 
2004 Echpse Award as champion sprinter. 
McKee knew they’d never get a chance to 
buy a horse hke Speightstown, but that 
didn’t stop the dreaming. 

^We’d been crazy about Speightstown, 
really hked him,” McKee said. ‘Tn fact, 
we went down to visit him right after they 
stopped running him, just to see what he 
looked Hke and aU. That’s when he got 
coHc real bad and he really looked rough. 
We went back again to see him after he got 
over that, and he was a stout, really nice 
looking horse. When he was running, of 
course, who didn’t Hke him? But we just 
thought if we got something close to him, 
it might work at Charles Town because it’s 
a speed track.” 

McKee and O’Bannon got their chance 
a few years later when Speightstown’s half- 
brother, an unraced 2-year-old colt named 
Fiber Sonde, came up for sale at the 2007 
Keeneland November breeding stock sale. 
Out of the Storm Cat mare Silken Cat and 
by 1995 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-G1 winner 
Unbridled’s Song, the striking dappled gray 
colt got McKee to dreaming once again. 

^We saw him in the catalog and we got 
excited but we thought, ‘Oh, we’ll never 
get him,”’ McKee said of the colt bred by 
the late Aaron Jones and his wife Marie. 
“I don’t know, he just feU through the 
cracks. After that time, before we even 
started breeding him, we had people caU 
us about buying him. When you go down 
to Keeneland, they can run along this level 
and aU of a sudden faU through the cracks. 


We’re very good friends with [Taylor Made 
Vice President of Marketing and PubHc 
Sales Operations] Mark Taylor and he 
couldn’t beheve it—he said, Vou’ve got to 
buy him.’ He thought he was just the right 
horse for us.” 

O’Bannon and McKee bought Fiber 
Sonde for $8,000. He sold as a stalHon 
prospect, a stipulation dictated by a leg 
injury the colt suffered as a young horse. 

“He got hurt over there as a late wean- 
Hng or early yearhng,” McKee said. “That’s 
some of the best fence in the world and he 
stiU got hurt. He got a leg hung up in it. It 
kind of messed him up bad. You can stiU 
see white on his ankle where he got it in 
that fence.” 


Without any options on the racetrack, 
McKee determined that Fiber Sonde’s 
future on the farm caUed for a spot in 
the breeding shed. Convincing broodmare 
owners to breed to an unraced, unproven 
StalHon-even a half-brother to Speights¬ 
town—would take some doing. 

Fiber Sonde’s modest first crop laid 
the groundwork for what has become 
routinely productive, as the gray stalHon 
has become one of West Virginia’s most 
popular choices for pairings. 

That first crop produced soHd mares 
Candle of Gold (10 wins in 25 Hfetime 
starts), Dakota’s Diamond (seven wins) 
and Sheza Crafty Cat (five wins), plus the 
stakes-placed gelding Just Fuhr Real. 
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Flirting Song charged up the rail to win the West Virginia Breeders Classic Distaff.

That was promising, but Fiber Sonde's 
second crop cemented his place as one 
of West Virginia's most influential active 
stallions. Of his 14 foals born in 2010, 

13 have started, 10 have won, and six are 
stakes performers. Plis daughter Flirting 
Song capped her juvenile season with a vic¬ 
tory in the 2012 Tri-State Futurity against 
colts — topping an exacta with another 
Fiber Sonde filly. Dixieland Silk. Bred, 
owned and trained by McKee, Flirting 
Song is now her sire's leading earner with 
$179,868 after taking this year's West 
Virginia Breeders Classic Distaff 

The 2010 crop has also yielded a trio of 
stakes-placed geldings: Mr. Ripken, Grey 
Tiger and Roy's Song. Hidden Canyon, 
another juvenile stakes performer that year, 
has gone on to even greater glory. Bred 
by McKee and owned by PhyUis Susini, 
Hidden Canyon is now a multiple stakes 
winner of $166,655. While in the midst 
of a six-race win streak, he scored in last 
year's Robert G. Leavitt Memorial Stakes 
and West Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic 
Stakes and boasts a record of 8-for-lO 
lifetime. 

And the winners keep coming for Fiber 
Sonde. Of his 35 offspring to race, 29-an 
impressive 83 percent-are winners, and 
26 percent of his starters are stakes per¬ 
formers. His third-crop runners include 
Cat Thats Grey, winner of the 2014 West 
Virginia Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic. Counted among the stallion's cur¬ 
rent batch of 2-year-olds — five winners 
from seven starters -is West Virginia Triple 
Crown Nutrition Breeders Classic-placed 
filly Just a Real Cat. 

‘‘He came through the sale and he was 
what we were looking for," McKee said. 
“We bought him as a 2-year-old, bred him 
as a 3-year-old. About everything he gets, 
unless they had an ailment before they ran, 
it seems hke they all run." 

Beau Ridge Farm has kept Fiber Sonde's 
stud fee at the same $1,000 he commanded I 
that first season in 2008. That's an attrac- § 
tive price for many owners, who have 
snapped up dates in the stallion's book 
with predictable regularity. His first year at 
stud he covered 28 mares, resulting in 18 
registered foals. This past breeding season 
he was bred to 69 mares, tops among West 
Virginia staUions. 

“There's no doubt Fiber Sonde takes 
away from any horse we've got in here," 


said McKee, whose farm also stands Foot¬ 
notes, Master Rick and On Eagles Wings. 

No plans are in the works to change 
Fiber Sonde's stud fee that looks more and 
more hke a bargain with each additional 
winner. 


“We haven't changed it yet," O'Bannon 
said. “I don't know, if the market asks for it, 
we might. But we've been kind of blessed 
to have him. He's a beautiful horse. We've 
just been very lucky to have him." ^

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Seventy-five years in^ Funkhouserfamily 
pushes success at OFullivan

F rom the east, O’Sullivan Farms waits beyond the inter¬ 
section of then and now Past Harpers Ferry, where 
Lewis and Clark launched their epic western hunt and 
John Brown his bloody siege for the good of all, you meet a 
place made awkward by its growth spurt. Big-brand stores and 
fast-food haunts frame the main road on treeless tracts and, to 
the right, the genetically modified Charles Town betting house 
stands as a shrine to Thoroughbred salvation and cloudy post¬ 


scripts. 

Ahead, through a suddenly genteel 
stretch past grand colonial homes, wood- 
carved signs touting Civil War trails and 
a snug downtown oo 2 ing Americana, the 
way divides. To get to O’Sullivan, you take 
the right fork toward yesterday 

This bend into striking, open West 
Virginia countryside, green even into 
fall, gains more color by the words of 
O’Sullivan owner Randy Funkhouser. 

‘What the farmers here want to do is 
have the farms remain an integrated part 
of the landscape of the county and of the 
business community,” he says. ‘And the 
way to preserve that is to preserve horse 
racing.” 

What in the name of video lottery 
terminals prompts this warning shot? For 
75 years, the Funkhousers have fed the 


rural essence of Jefferson County in a 
way enduring farmers must—investing, 
adapting, evolving. Beyond the 200 acres 
groomed for seven Thoroughbred stal- 
Hons, 32 broodmares, close to 100 yearly 
newborns and 40 Black Angus cattle, they 
lease another 130 nearby acres dedicated to 
farm-sustaining cash crops: alfalfa, timo¬ 
thy, round-bale hay. 

In a sprawling interview, Randy and sons 
John and Joe depict a family saga Michener 
or Doctorow might have authored. The 
farm’s history begins in 1939 at the golden 
hand of R.J. Funkhouser, Randy’s self- 
made granddad who buHt a multi-miUion- 
doUar empire on big visions, bold actions 
and a cancer diagnosis. Through R.J., the 
story hnks back to George Washington and 
his kin; tracks forward to Randy’s mother. 


Ruth, a West Virginia racing pioneer born 
of Hawaiian nobility, and his footloose 
father, Justin; moves to Randy, a Stanford 
University grad who scrubbed hard-gotten 
aims of teaching or ad writing or practic¬ 
ing law to help rescue the tottering planta¬ 
tion; reaches John, the farm manager, and 
Joe, the lawyer and horsemen’s director, 
who flank their 63-year-old dad in matters 
agrarian and legislative and now ably, zeal¬ 
ously wield his tools. 

Randy’s dedication spans far beyond 
O’Sulhvan’s brown-fence fields, and 
explains his insights. A self-considered 
farmer above aU, he became a director of 
the West Virginia Breeders Association 
in the mid-1970s, has served as president 
or board member of the Charles Town 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association, with two interruptions, since 
1984, and represents the national HBPA’s 
Eastern region. His recollections of leg¬ 
islative and intra-track rhubarbs emerge 
as flowing rhapsodies, born of a knowing 
voice, lilting delivery, friendly bearing and, 
yes, sober cautions. 

Some years back, he’d said the fumre of 
West Virginia Thoroughbred racing would 
hinge on West Virginia Thoroughbred 
breeding. Reminded of the Hne, Randy 
pauses. 

“Actually, I’d have to change that now,” 
he says. “It’ll depend on the whims and 
caprices of the West Virginia legislature.” 

That O’Sullivan remains West Virginia’s 
oldest fuU-service horse farm, and plen¬ 
ty vital, hails its diversity and commit¬ 
ment, and the sage 1996 notion that 
racetrack video lottery terminals — slot 
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Randy Funkhouser (center) is surrounded by sons Joe (left) and John, wife Ciissy and of course the family dogs. 
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The new staHion complex, with stalls and expansive breeding shed, also houses offices for the entire family. 


machines—would sustain the county’s lush 
agricultural heritage. But in even tones, 
Randy and his boys, Joe especially, portray 
a slots-to-racing pipeline made leaky by the 
keen spike of state lawmakers. 

‘WeVe got horses that can compete 
with most anybody now, and it’s basically 
been due to the legislature giving us the 
money to improve this program,” Randy 
says of Charles Town’s casino-driven purse 
and breeding enhancements. ^^Now they’re 
gonna cut our program when it’s reaching 
its apex.” 

The chill winds gusting from the 
Charleston statehouse have traveled far 
beyond West Virginia, forcing racing inter¬ 
ests nationwide to raise a wary collar. 
Facing budgetary shortfalls. West Virginia 
lawmakers last spring passed a bill reduc¬ 
ing by about 10 percent the casino-gen¬ 
erated funding allocated to purses and 
breeder bonuses at the state’s four race¬ 
tracks: Charles Town and Mountaineer 
Park, and the Wheeling Island and Tri State 
Greyhound Park dog tracks. 

Given other legislative levies and grow¬ 
ing casino competition across state hnes, 
principally Maryland, Charles Town’s purse 
and breeders’ supplements that totaled a 


record $41.4 million in fiscal year 2012 
sank to $31.2 miUion in 2014, a near 
25-percent hack. 

‘‘Death by a thousand cuts,” says Joe, 32. 

Ominous trends aside, growing con¬ 
ditions for state Thoroughbreds remain 
historically fertile. Which explains why, on 
the question of O’Sullivan’s consequent 
business approach, Randy turns succinct: 
“We’re expanding.” 

The growth story began to build, vis¬ 
ibly, in 2004, soon after John had graduated 
from Hobart College. Randy had long fan¬ 
cied a new stallion barn; durable homebred 
gelding Confucius Say had earned half 
of his miUion-dollar racing haul, fusing 
dreams with means. 

Randy designed the cream-and-green 
structure to include offices, which finally 
got him out of his home basement. (Wife 
CHssy, a CPA, manages the farm’s finances 
in a room across the hall.) John, with a 
background in carpentry, says he built the 
barn “from the footers to the cupolas” in 
about a year. 

“It was kind of hke that Field of Dreams 
thing, where, if you build it, they will 
come,” says John, 34. “We built it, and 
Pri 2 ed and Black Tie Affair (Ire) and Bop 


appeared. Housebuster. That first year, we 
landed three of the biggest stallions from 
Virginia, and—boom—we didn’t look back 
after that.” 

When a bowed tendon brought Con¬ 
fucius Say a three-year racing break (he’d 
return to win stakes at 10 and race at 11), 
Juke B took over as the farm’s purse- 
snatching specialist. By Eastover Court out 
of the Feel the Power mare Ashby Inn, 
Juke B won 15 of 33 starts and $890,030 in 
a six-year career starting in 2005, restock¬ 
ing the farm’s working capital. 

With that, the Funkhousers fash¬ 
ioned a 36-staU broodmare barn and a 
stalk on-roster overhaul to replace the 
known but aging smds. The 2014 kneup: 
Our Entourage, Hunt Crossing, During, 
Yarrow Brae, Xchanger, Gattopardo and 
headkner limehouse, a Kentucky trans¬ 
fer. A miUion-dollar winner whose graded 
scores included the Bashford Manor at 2, 
Hutcheson at 3 and Brooklyn Handicap at 
4, Limehouse stood for $3,500 last season, 
his second at O’SuUivan, and covered 58 of 
the 162 mares sent to farm staUions. 

The family plans to cull, maybe halve, 
its 32 broodmares to boost quakty. Most 
of the producers stiU go to house studs, but 
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Up the hill from the stallion barn Is the new 35-stall barn which cycles between weanlings, yearlings, layups from the track 
and mares/foals depending on the time of year Paddocks and fields on the farm bear the names of racetracks throughout the world. 


not like they used to. In 2014, O’Sullivan 
mares romanced Yes It’s True, Jump Start, 
Successful Appeal, Algorithms. 

“The last four years, we’ve been breed¬ 
ing more to horses out of state,” John says. 
“Before, we bred most everything to our 
stallions just because we couldn’t afford to 
go anywhere else. It’s a huge investment, 
but, like we learned last year, it can pay off 
greatly.” 

He referenced O’Sullivan’s emphatic 
return to the commercial sales market fol¬ 
lowing a 60-year dodge. (The previous 
foray, assembled by family friend and 
bloodstock eminence Humphrey S. Finney, 
had dispersed some of the farm’s prized 
Thoroughbreds for the divorce of Randy’s 
parents. That sale included Prompt 
Impulse, a stakes-placed stakes-producing 
daughter of Noble Impulse, third in the 
’49 Preakness.) 

“I know what I’m raising are nice, beau¬ 
tiful horses with great pedigrees,” John 
says. ‘Why not let the public take a look 
and see if we can’t get rewarded for that?” 

The 2013 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Fall 
Yearhng sale at Timonium supphed a 
potent answer. An O’SuUivan-bred Not 
For Love colt out of multiple stakes win¬ 


ner Sweet Annuity (by Oh Say) entered the 
sales ring, reared as if to announce himself 
and sold for $120,000, the lone purchase 
of Ellen Charles. 

“I’ve had a few agents come knockin’ 
on my door ever since I sold that horse,” 
John says. 

The 2-year-old colt. Golden Years, in a 
sense carries dual citizenship for Charles’ 
HiUwood Stable—sired by a Marylander, 
bred in West Virginia—and quickly earned 
favored status. He made his debut Sept. 10 
at Laurel Park for trainer Rodney Jenkins 
and won a 6-furlong race in a zesty 1:10.47. 
Five weeks later, he sped to the fore 
in the Maryland Million Nursery, enter¬ 
tained a challenge in early stretch and 
soon adjourned the meeting, hammering a 
PA-length score in 1:10.54. The bay made 
$80,760 in two starts. 

The Funkhousers’ 2013 auction year¬ 
lings also featured Juhe B’s half-brother, 
by Flatter, for $45,000, and a filly by Bop 
from the Feel the Power mare Rite of 
Spring. That $14,000 seller. My Sister Caro, 
won her first start, at Delaware Park, then 
finished second in September’s Rachel’s 
Turn Stakes and October’s West Virginia 
Triple Crown Nutrition Breeders Classic at 


Charles Town. Trained by Tim Grams, the 
chesmut has brought owner Ken Furlong 
$52,270 in four starts. 

Jazzed by the sales-market possibilities, 
the Funkhousers this year took their big¬ 
gest plunge yet, $30,000, and sent Juke B to 
Kentucky’s Claiborne Farm for a date with 
2010 champion older male Blame. The 
expected foal would be her third. 

“I think it’s an A nick,” Randy says in 
his roomy office, oil-painted group por¬ 
traits of O’Sullivan’s foundation stallions 
and West Virginia Breeders Classics win¬ 
ners on sea-green walls behind him. “But 
more than that, I hke the way that she 
matched up with him.” 

As an added nudge, he recalls grand¬ 
father RJ.’s and dad Justin’s sturdy ties 
to Claiborne in O’Sullivan’s infancy. The 
Hancocks provided guidance on launch¬ 
ing a horse farm; in time, the Funkhousers 
would send their finest mares to Claiborne 
and land big sums for the resultant year¬ 
lings at Saratoga. 

AH his working life, which began at 13, 
R.J. Funkhouser deemed scrimping a fool’s 
errand. He left school in seventh grade, 
1901, became a train-station agent in

Hagerstown, Md., bought his father’s rail- 
road-supply store in his 20s and soon made 
a fortune selling cross ties; bought mines in 
Blue Ridge Summit, Pa., in his 30s and 
made a bundle gravel-coating asphalt roof¬ 
ing shingles; bought eight more mines in 
his 40s and scored again by engineering a 
faster-drying surface for tennis courts; pat¬ 
ented and marketed the first electric freez¬ 
ers in his 50s and sold Coca-Cola vending 
machines. 

A storefront preacher three times 
divorced, R.J. attended bible school with 
John D. Rockefeller, hobnobbed with con¬ 
temporaries of J.P. Morgan and, by the late 
1920s, became one of the east’s foremost 
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industrialists. His vast holdings yet expand¬ 
ing, he went to John Hopkins for chronic 
abdominal pain and was given six months 
to get his affairs in order. He had stomach 
cancer. 

R.J. sold businesses and liquidated assets 
but banked none of the proceeds: ‘‘He 
would pigeonhole money away,” Randy 
says. When the stock market crashed 
and banks went bust that year, 1929, 
RJ, emerged intact. Better yet, Hopkins 
had gotten it wrong, the stomach pains 
wrought by treatable ulcers. 

“This old farmer gave him what they 
called soda mints,” Randy says. “And I can 
remember as a Httie kid, Fd sit on his lap.

and his tongue would be white after he’d 
eat half a pack or a pack of Rolaids.” 

Health and wealth preserved, R.J. 
resumed shopping with accustomed vigor. 
In 1932, he paid $3 million for the divi¬ 
sion of Victor Products that included the 
O’SuUivan Rubber Co. and the makers of 
Pond’s cold cream and Nestie chocolate. 
He spun off the latter two for $3.5 million, 
netting him O’Sullivan for nil, plus a half¬ 
million dollars’ working capital, 

O’Sullivan’s revenues and profits swell¬ 
ing, R.J. bought the Baltimore Trust prop¬ 
erty, then Baltimore’s tallest building, and 
renamed it the O’Sullivan Building. “We 
sure had some damn good parties up in the 
penthouse,” Justin would teU son Randy. 

Justin, at the time, diversified too. 
Visiting sister Dolores at Stuart Hall 
School in Staunton, Va., he met her room¬ 
mate, Ruth Clarke, daughter of Hawaiian 
banking scion John Clarke, whose holdings 
included 22,000 cattle-raising acres on the 
big island. The trip to Stuart Hall, by sea 
and by land, took two weeks. 

“My mom’s first evening there [at Smart 
Hall],” Randy says, “the headmistress 
introduces him as Mr. Clarke from Hawaii, 
and his daughter Ruth, at the big dining 
haU. And she says, ‘Now, Mr. Clarke, we’d 
like to have you lead us in grace.’ And he 
wasn’t really a disrespectful man, but, quite 
frankly, I don’t think he typically said grace. 
So he kind of looked with a little twinkle in 
his eye at my mom, and he bowed his head, 
and he named off all of the streets that he 
could think of in Hawaii and Honolulu, 


and put an amen at the end. The headmis¬ 
tress put a hand to her heart: ‘My. . . that 
was the most beautiful grace I ever heard.’ ” 

Come 1939, new blessings unfold¬ 
ed: Justin partnered with R.J. to buy a 
rural spread in Charles Town, dubbed 
O’Sullivan Farms for the rubber company, 
and with Ruth in marriage. In the begin¬ 
ning, Randy said, O’Sullivan comprised 
two broodmares, one blind, and a four-stall 
bank barn. 

Justin was the face of O’Sullivan Farms, 
and the president of O’Sullivan Rubber, 
but players knew the true fiber behind each 
enterprise. 

“Dad was a little bit of a Lord Fauntle- 
roy-my grandfather over-spoiled him,” 
Randy says. “And a great storyteller. Some¬ 
where in there was the truth.” 

For R.J., the farm proved one more 
chapter in a meaty biography. An estranged 
Democrat who espoused the “Fair Deal” 
as a rebuke to FDR’s New Deal, R.J. 
bought the Jefferson Republican newspaper, 
then a decided voice of conservatism in 
a moderate state, and wrote a column 
called “R.J. Says.” Bids for a gubernatorial 
and senate seat, one close enough for a 
disputatious recount, fell short. By then, 
he’d become an ardent philanthropist with 
26 businesses, a herd of widely prized 
Here fords and the stature that excited a 
feature profile in The Saturday Evening Post. 

In younger days, R.J. had fancied the 
Charles Town homes built by George 
Washington’s brothers, Charles and Samuel 
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Washington, and great-nephew Bushrod 
Corbin Washington. The homes, once 
improved, would bespeak value and pres¬ 


tige and R.J. FunkhouseBs esteemed social 
status. One by one, he bought and restored 
them: Claymont, where he Hved; Cedar 


Lawn, where Randy spent his childhood; 
Happy Retreat, where James and Dolly 
Madison wed; Blakely and Locust Hill.

bought the track. Gamblers thronged for 
slots in a ghttery casino. Coffers bulged. 
And West Virginia state legislators had 
newfound assets to tap. 

In 2001, they imposed an excess video¬ 
lottery surcharge on revenues above $131 
million. Charles Town featured some 
1,800 machines then; the surcharge held 
as more than 5,000 machines came to 
gross $460 million. The casino now hous¬ 
es less than 2,700 VLTs following the 
table-games incorporation. 

In 2005, the state’s workers’ com¬ 
pensation fund deemed $3 billion defi¬ 
cient, lawmakers diverted a portion of 
the tracks’ slots proceeds until the fund 
regains solvency; it remains $11 million 
light. 

In 2014, the legislamre addressed a 
budget deficit by excising an additional 
10 percent or so from racing’s share of 
the casino take. And so the initial horse- 
related allocations-14 percent to purses 
and 1.5 percent to breeders from slots 
play and, beginning 2010, 2.5 and 2 per¬ 
cent from table games-have essentially 
eroded. 

At its peak in fiscal year 2012, Charles 
Town reali 2 ed $35.4 million for purses 
and nearly $6 million for breeders’ sup¬ 
plements through slots and table games;

in 2014, facing mounting challenges from 
Maryland and other neighboring states, 
$27.1 million and $4.1 million. The over¬ 
all dechne: about $10 million and 25 
percent in two years. 

‘What the legislature giveth,” O’Sul- 
hvan Farms owner Randy Funkhouser 
says prosaically, “the legislature taketh 
away.” 

A longtime official of the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro¬ 
tective Association, Randy has guided 
many a statehouse showdown. 

Son Joe, a lawyer, Charles Town 
HBPA director and legislative haison, 
stands as heir apparent. 

The Funkhousers’ dismay lies in prin¬ 
ciple: Lawmakers shouldn’t burden rac¬ 
ing interests, without which slots and 
table games would not exist. Who cuts 
a lifeline? 

“They’re trying to balance the budget 
on the backs of the horsemen,” Joe says. 
“It’s really disconcerting, and it’s having 
ripple effects throughout the industry, 
where there isn’t the stability and cer¬ 


tainty you need when you’re investing as 
a breeder or an owner.” 

To counter, the HBPA and other 
industry groups commissioned West 
Virginia University business researchers 
to determine racing’s economic value to 
the state. The findings, as calculated for 
2012: a $321 million economic impact; 
7,300 jobs supported; $100 milhon in 
employee compensation; $4.6 million in 
tax revenue. 

Hope flickers that lawmakers glean 
the upshot and respond. Short of that, 
the Funkhousers are pursuing ways to 
cultivate such new revenue sources as 
advance deposit wagering. Instant Racing 
and EquiLottery. 

Instant Racing, also called Historical 
Race Wagering, uses VLTs to accept bet¬ 
ting on previously run races; it’s provided 
meaningful purse and breeding enhance¬ 
ments in Kentucky and two other states. 
EquiLottery would hnk the lottery to 
pari-mutuels in an equal-share coopera¬ 
tive.

“This is the land of the Washingtons 
right here ” Randy says, right arm extend¬ 
ed, “this 12,000 contiguous-acre swath.” 

On a surveying expedition for Lord 
Fairfax in 1748, in a place then called 
Virginia, teenage apprentice George Wash¬ 
ington marked scrolled parchment and 
fumre real-estate plots. Land meant power 
then, and young Washington so favored 
the Hmestone-tich Shenandoah soil that he 
bought 550 acres, then another 1,800, as a 
claim to setding there. 

“Harewood is a little rocky, but ids also 
fuU of limestone, which for racehorses and 
cattle is perfect because it builds dense, 
strong bones,” Randy says of a nearby 
Washington property his granddad didn’t 
buy. “Calcium carbonate.” 

And water. 

^Vou have a fertile river valley,” Joe 
says. “That’s the foundation of civili 2 a- 
tion, Mesopotamia, between the Tigris 
and the Euphrates. Here we’ve got the 
Shenandoah and the Potomac.” 

Randy, perking up, adds this about 
Jefferson County: “It is the number-one 
agriculmral county in aU of West Virginia. 
It is considered by old farmers to be one of 
the three best agricultural counties in the 
region” with Lancaster, Pa., and Clarke, Va. 
“George Washington knew its benefits.” 

But Washington’s Shenandoah plans 
dissolved when Mount Vernon inheritance 
interceded, leaving his brothers and their 
offspring to construct exquisite manses 
and farm the giving earth he so revered 
(his youngest brother planned the city he 
named for himself: Charles Town). 

More than two cenmties later, Randy 
too recahbrated. In the 1970s, he stowed 
his Stanford English and creative-writing 
degree to serve farm and family. Frank 
GaU enduring a long and final illness, 
Ruth needed a knowledgeable, dependable 
replacement for the O’Sullivan farm man¬ 
ager, trainer and adviser. 

She’d received O’Sullivan, with 85 sur¬ 
rounding acres, as part of a 1956 divorce 
settlement from the venmresome Justin, 
whose carefree approach to marriage drew 
hand-written letters from Rita Hayworth, 
Esther Williams and other starlets. As 
Justin left the horse business for Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore, Ruth, a single mother of 
five, went to work—as secretary to Charles 
Town’s mumels manager, as tax preparer 
for H&R Block and as bookkeeper for a 
local business. She helped found the West 
Virginia Breeders Association and the state 
Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

Ruth had gotten Cedar Lawn through 
her father, providing stately continuity for 


her and the children. But the death of 
GaU, a Washington, DC., cop mrned wide¬ 
ly respected horseman and track official, 
birthed a new and stouter chaUenge. 

‘We thought he had severe emphysema; 
it turned out to be lung cancer,” Randy 
says. “He died shortly after that. So then 
I had to make decision: Do I go to law 
school and scrap the farm, or do I come 
back here and try to make it?” 

He considered both, until farm and 
horse-training reahties intervened. “It 
never was that lucrative that I could do it, 
and I didn’t have very good help,” he says. 
“So I made the best of it.” 

Thirty years later, in more fruitful times, 
son John sacrificed a fresh international 
relations degree from Hobart to become 
O’Sullivan’s farm manager and glad pro¬ 
moter. 

“A lot of things kept me here; fam¬ 
ily mostly,” John says. “Having seen what 
[Randy] had tried to do for his entire hfe, 
being a wimess to that, made me look at 
things differently. . . I want to make him 
proud.” 

John Uved at Cedar Lawn with grand¬ 
mother Ruth until her death in 2006. Four 
years hence, Taylor Fithian III, Randy’s 
first cousin, bought Cedar Lawn, and John 
moved into an O’Sullivan tenant house a 
few hasty strides from the foaling barn. 

John also breaks the farm’s yearhngs, 
a self-taught venture that adds expression 
to O’SulUvan’s natural rhythms: breeding 
mares winter into spring; growing hay and 
straw and prepping sales yearhngs summer 
into fall; weaning as the leaves turn and 
flutter; breaking horses autumn into win¬ 


ter. For aU its surety, the cycle renews and 
refreshes with the seasons. 

It so inspired Randy: 

Splendor risesfrom the furrowedfields: 
fragrant black earth enriched with lastjeaPs 
offal, 

pregnant with possibilipi, transforms 
fresh green grass into mothers milk 
nusrsfed by a slimy newborn calf 

Intoxicating aromas of apple blossoms 
and grape hyacinths dilate the nostrils, 
etheri^ie winter memories with perfumed 
breath. 

Snow-white locust blooms dac^e the eyes. 

Bards bellow arias from low-water ponds; 
a throbbing bass of bullfrogs 
chanting prophetic meanings 
as rites of spring, 
heralding the ancient mystery: 
the vernal resurrection of life. 

He says he might try to pubhsh the 
work, “Shenandoah Valley: Rites of 
Spring,” as part of a collection. Beyond 
that, he’d embrace a possible fellowship 
at Stanford, teaching poetry some school 
year. He loves the work of author/poet/ 
activist Wendell Berry, a former Stanford 
fellow who writes of earth and family and 
the good farmer who nurtures both. Randy 
knows the verse, and the story. 

Sure, the centuries-deep Jefferson 
County furrows span yesterday and today, 
but the poet, like the farmer, the breeder, 
the local historian and the legislative point 
man, cultivates tomorrow. ^

Bountiful Bloodlines 

Vermont resident McGlinn forms unique 
partnerships, enjoys strong run in 2014

W hen Dr. James ‘‘Randy’’ McGlinn 
decided to put together a parmer- 
ship group after having been a 
successful owner and breeder on his own, 
he christened it Bloodlines Racing because 
of his affinity for Thoroughbred pedigrees. 
He hoped to race horses that possessed 
the genes of some of the most successful 
horses in the Thoroughbred world. 

While other partnership groups tend 
to sell shares in horses that are acquired 
at auction or privately, McGlinn wanted 
to do it from scratch, beginning with two 
broodmares by top stallions: Very Funny, a 
daughter of Distorted Humor, and Street 
Singer, a daughter of Street Cry (Ire). 


McGhnn then chose two state breeding 
programs that he thought would prove the 
most lucrative for his venture: New York 
and Pennsylvania. He sent Very Funny 
to Sickle Pond Farm in Stillwater, N.Y., 
and Street Singer to Justaplain Farm in 
Cochranville, Pa. 

Both mares have proven to be excellent 
producers, and their progeny have helped 
give the partnership outstanding results in 
less than five years of campaigning home- 
breds. The partnership won 11 races from 
19 starts through mid-October, including a 
stakes victory, and earned $531,964. 

Invading Humor, a 4-year-old New 
York-bred fiUy by Invasor (Arg) out of 


Very Funny, reeled off four consecu¬ 
tive victories this year from July through 
September, including two allowances at 
Saratoga and the $125,000 John Hettinger 
Stakes Sept. 14 at Belmont Park. She’s 
earned $304,272 in her career through 
Oct. 29. 

Distorted Beauty, a 3-year-old fuU-sister 
to Invading Humor, broke her maiden 
in May at Belmont Park, captured three 
allowances and finished second in the 
$200,000 Pebbles Stakes in October at 
Belmont. She’s earned $224,300 through 
Oct. 29. The full-sisters are trained by 
Bruce Levine. 

The latest Bloodhnes Racing runner to 
show she might have a bright future is the 
2-year-old Pennsylvania-bred Awesome 
Singer, who won a $56,560 maiden special 
weight going 6 furlongs in her career debut 
Oct. 13 at Parx Racing. 

Awesome Singer, a daughter of 
Awesome Again out of Street Singer, was 
never far off the pace, shpping through 
along the inside late to catch paceset¬ 
ter Fort Rosahe by a length under Jose 
Delgadillo. She’s trained by Cathal Lynch. 

“This year is really too good to be 
true,” said McGhnn, a chiropractor who 
hves in Windsor, Vt., about two and a half 
hours from Saratoga. “We may never have 
another one hke this, so we’re enjoying it 
while we can.” 

McGhnn made his first trip to a race¬ 
track in 1966, while a junior in high school. 
It was to Monmouth Park, and he said he 
was hooked by the speed, pageantry and 
gambhng. He became a frequent visitor 
to Garden State Park, Dberty BeU and 
Atlantic City Race Course. 

“Thoroughbred horse racing was the 
greatest sport in the world to me,” he said. 
“Ah these years later, I feel the same way I 
did then.” 

McGhnn bought his first broodmare 
in 1991, and within a few years had done 
quite well as a breeder. In 1993, he bred 
Colorful Vices, an Ontario-bred daughter 
of Regal Classic who was honored with the 
Sovereign Award in 1998 as Canada’s cham¬ 
pion grass mare. Also among McGhnn’s 
homebreds is the popular Arrrrr, a New 
York-bred son of Regal Classic and the 
subject of many humorous race caUs by 
the recently retired Tom Durkin. 

Awesome Singer is owned by nine 
shareholders, McGhnn said 

“When she was stiU on the farm, she 
was always the boss in her pasture —the 
alpha female,” he said. “She was very weU-

conformed and there were no real prob¬ 
lems as she got older ” 

The chestnut filly was broken and 
Delaware Certified at Marlyn Meadow 
Farm in Middletown, Del., owned by Lynn 
and Mark Ashby. 

McGlinn acquired Street Singer as a 
3-year-old for $15,000 at the 2008 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December mixed sale. 
Her first foal is Street Invader, by Invasor 
(Arg), who has won three times, includ¬ 
ing Oct. 24 at Penn National, and earned 
$72,387 for Bloodlines Racing Parmerships 
2010. Awesome Singer was foaled in 2012, 
and the mare has a wearding filly by Jump 
Start, and is back in foal to that stallion. 

Very Funny, a $400,000 2-year-old sales 
horse, was purchased by McGlinn as a 
5-year-old at the 2009 Keeneland January 
horses of all ages sale for $16,000. The 
past two years she has produced fillies by 
Freud, and has been bred back to the New 
York stallion. The mare's yearling is cur¬ 
rently being offered in a new parmership 
by Bloodlines Racing. 

■ The $75,000 First Responder Stakes 
was moved from the soggy mrf course to 
the sloppy main track Oct. 11 and Adam 
Staple and Jahn Stable's Page McKen- 
ney, a 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Eavesdropper ridden by Frankie Penning¬ 
ton, registered his second stakes victory of 
the year with a 2!/4-length win. 

Page McKenney had earlier won Penn 
National's RobelHno Stakes for state-breds 
Aug. 23. Trained by Mary Eppler, the 
gelding got his ninth win from 28 starts 
and upped his earnings to $301,078. Bred 
in Pennsylvania by Dr. James Bryant and 
Linda Davis, he is out of the Yarrow Brae 
mare Winning Grace, who died in 2011 
after producing just two foals. 

■ The Oct. 11 card featured two additional 
stakes-the $75,000 Plum Pretty Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred fillies and mares at lVi6 
miles and the $75,000 Cornucopia Stakes, 
an open contest for fillies and mares at 6 
furlongs. 

Barlar LLC's homebred 3-year-old filly 
Bound launched a wide bid to defeat eight 
rivals in the Plum Pretty for trainer Bernie 
Houghton and rider Kendrick Carmouche. 

The Cornucopia went to two veterans — 
7-year-old multiple stakes winner Winning 
Image and her 63-year-old jockey Tony 
Black. The daughter of Southern Image 
won the 2011 Cornucopia and boosted her 
career bankroll to $729,237 with the win. 
Winning Image is trained by Mike Aro for 
owner Martin Scafidi. ^

Making it iook easy 

Pennsylvania-bred Tastefully Simple 
racking up wins for breeder Behney

Tastefully Simple, a 4-year-old daughter of late Pennsylvania stallion Barbican 
owned by PIA Stables, surges to the line to win her sixth race of 2014. 


A fter a quarter-century of breeding 
and racing in Pennsylvania, Galen 
Behney has yet to come up with what 
he calls the ‘‘big horse ” 

While ids true that Behney, who Hves 
near Reinholds, Pa., with his wife Adona, 
hasn’t bred a Grade 1 winner, he did breed 
a runner this year who is making a name 
for herself at Penn National Race Course. 

Tastefully Simple, a 4-year-old filly from 
the first crop of the late Xanthus Farms 
stallion Barbican, has won more money 
and more races at the GrantviUe track this 
year than any horse stabled on the back- 
stretch, bankrolling $105,518 and accru¬ 
ing six victories from 14 starts. Tastefully 
Simple won her sixth race of the year 
in a $34,320 allowance Oct. 2 for owner 
PIA Stables and trainer Steve Mick. She 


followed that with a third in allowance 
company Oct. 24. 

Tastefully Simple has steadily ascended 
the class ladder since her first win of 2014, 
which came Jan. 15 at 6 furlongs for a 
$5,000 claiming tag. 

In her next five victories, which all 
came around two turns, she won a $7,500 
claiming race, two allowance races and two 
starter handicaps. 

Walter Downey of Tea Party Stable 
acquired Tastefully Simple as a 2-year-old 
from Behney, and her first trainer was 
Todd Beattie. The filly was kept sprinting 
and broke her maiden in her second start at 
Penn National a year ago September, and 
then was claimed next time out by Mick. It 
wasn’t until April that he tried her around 
two turns, with excellent results. 


“She was only beaten a nose at the wire 
in her first try at a route, and the rest is his¬ 
tory,” Behney said. 

Tastefully Simple is out of the Dance 
Brightly mare Refined’n’smart, who was 
bred and owned by Behney. Refined’n’smart 
is out of the Puntivo mare Refined Collen, 
who produced five foals for Behney. One 
was stakes winner and $136,529-earner 
Unlawful Spirit, a daughter of the Seeking 
the Gold stallion Attorney who Behney 
once stood in Pennsylvania. 

“Tastefully Simple is the best foal that 
Refined’n’smart produced,” said Behney, 
who also once stood the stallion Fasmess 
(Ire) in Pennsylvania. 

While Behney no longer owns 
Refined’n’smart, he does have the Fastness 
broodmare Alilfaster. She was a multi¬ 
ple allowance winner and has produced 
the allowance winners Fasmfree and 
Newfaster. 

The retired aluminum foundry manager 
got into the business 25 years ago after 
attending the races at Penn National and 
then buying a few horses. He and his wife 
used to own a farm in Pennsylvania, but 
sold it in 1994. 

“It was right after a bad winter with a 
lot of snow, and a lot of fro 2 en ice buck¬ 
ets,” he said. “Come spring, I said, ‘I quit,’ 
and put the farm up for sale.” 

Behney said that there were many years 
he struggled to pay the feed biU, and selling 
the farm also helped him to downsize the 
number of horses he carried, opting for 
quality over quantity. 

Thanks to the exploits of Tastefully 
Simple this year, Behney and his wife have 
racked up more than $35,000 in Penn¬ 
sylvania breeders’ awards. 

“I’ve done pretty well breeding horses, 
but I just haven’t had that big one,” he said. 
“You have to be damn lucky in this game, 
and I’ve come close so many times. The 
best was probably Alilfaster-she had all 
kinds of talent, but her knee went in her 
last start.” 

Alilfaster has a 2-year-old by Student 
Council named Caitlyn’s Wish, ayearkng colt 
by Pure Precision named Fasterthanathan 
and is in foal to Courageous Cat. 

■ If there’s ever a horse that’s lived up to 
her name, it’s Make Money Honey. The 
3-year-old daughter of Pleasant Tap was 
a $2,700 purchase as a yearling by trainer 
Wendy Uhacz, who also owns her under 
her Catch Me If You Can Stables, and 
through Oct. 25 she earned $73,351 in 
2014 and $88,453 in her career.

“They say Pleasant Tap's offspring are 
better 3- and 4-year-olds and late develop¬ 
ers, so I feel we haven’t seen the best of her 
yet,” said Uhac 2 , who was based at Penn 
National earlier this year before heading 
off to Turf Paradise for the winter. 

It took Make Money Honey awhile to 
break her maiden while competing at sev¬ 
eral tracks on dirt and turf, going long and 
short. Once she found the winner’s circle 
for the first time Sept. 3 at Penn National 
in a l-mde maiden special weight on the 
turf, she came right back seven days later 
with a second in a 1 -mile and 70-yard turf 
allowance and then captured a $32,220 
allowance at the same distance Oct. 1. 

“She’s a big, kind filly and is really grow¬ 
ing into herself and filling out,” Uhac 2 
said. “She’s been competitive on the dirt, 
but is much better on the turf. She’s run 
some impressive numbers. Her dam’s pedi¬ 
gree is aU mrf And I’ve been very happy 
with her regular jockey Luis Belmonte, he 
fits her well and is a patient rider, since she 
seems to like to sit off the pace and close.”

Uhac 2 sent Make Money Honey to Ocala 
to be broken by Robbie Vickers. She made 
her debut in May 2013 at Presque Isle 
Downs then raced at Mountaineer, Penn 
National, Elks Park and Delaware Park, 
closing out her 2-year-old campaign with a 
start at the Meadowlands in October. She 
returned in April and has progressed nicely 
for Uhac2, a native of Washington State. 

“She won the open-bred allowance

races,” Uhac 2 said. “She’ll be wintering 
with me in Phoenix until turf racing opens 
back up in the Mid-Adantic region and I 
wiU bring her back. There are also some 
small stakes that I’m aiming her for at Turf 
Paradise.” 

Make Money Honey, bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania by Sienna Farms and Michael 
Chovanes, is out of the Group 1-placed 
Hussonetmare Hipocrite (Chi).

The early October score was the first 
win of 2014 for Peep Eye, bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania by Dr. Stephen Jackson, Debbie 
Jackson and Flint Stites and owned by 
the Jacksons. Trained by Stites, she had 
finished last in her previous start, a similar 
race in late May. 

The five-month rest obviously helped 
her regain a winning form, though Penn 
National bettors felt otherwise.

Around the Ovals Delaware Park 


Rough Season 

Difficulties with testing laboratory, 
horse inventory, handle hamper meet

D elaware Park dropped the curtain on 
its 2014 season with the rain-soaked 
card of Oct. 22, and horsemen and 
management agreed that the meeting was 
one of the most challenging in recent his¬ 
tory. 

Already faced with the taU task of try¬ 
ing to fiU cards while competing for horses 
with several other Mid-Atiantic racetracks, 
the Stanton oval was further crippled by 
slow results from a new testing labora¬ 
tory, LGC Sports Science in Lexington, 
Ky, which had been awarded a four-year 
contract by the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Racing Commission for drug testing. 

LGC Sports Science was chosen for 
Delaware Park after the commission 
agreed that the state would adopt the 
uniform medication policies promoted by 
the Association of Racing Commissioners 
International and the Racing Medication 
and Testing Consortium. In addition to 
Delaware, LGC Science conducted post¬ 
race drug tests for Kentucky and Indiana. 

The backlog of test results, causing 
long delays in the release of purse monies, 
was primarily on confirmation tests for 
samples that came back positive for one or 
more of 26 therapeutic medications that 
ate newly regulated under the stricter rules 
adopted in all three states. 

In most jurisdictions, test results and 
subsequent purse releases take from 
between three to 10 days. 

‘‘The testing situation has been a night¬ 
mare, a huge black eye for us,” said Bessie 
Gruwell, executive director of the Dela¬ 
ware Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation. “It’s one of the worst things that’s 
ever happened to Delaware Park. It’s a 
mess. Everyone wants uniform medication 
policies, but using this lab has backfired 
horribly.” 


Gruwell said that, as of Oct. 20, some 
horsemen were waiting for test results that 
were 120 days old. 

“There have been a few trainers who 
said they weren’t coming back after hav¬ 
ing to wait so long for winning purses,” 
Gruwell said. 

The delay also affected the awarding 
of monies from the Delaware Certified 
program. 

“Unfortunately, LGC was not able to 
perform in accordance with its agreement 
with us,” said John Mooney, Delaware 
Park’s executive director of racing. “It was 
a big headache, and there were a lot of 
dissatisfied people. Trainers and owners 
did not want to run here. The problem wiU 
be resolved for 2015, as the commission is 
going to be putting out bids for a new test¬ 
ing laboratory.” 

John Wayne, the commission’s execu¬ 
tive director, said that LGC was furnished 
written notice that its contract would be 
terminated at the end of the racing season. 
The four-year contract allowed either party 
an out “in the event of substantial failure 
of the other party to fulfill its obligations 
under this agreement through no fault of 
the terminating party.” 

In addition to the problems with the 
testing lab, Delaware Park was forced to 
reduce purses for higher-level overnight 
races and eliminated all overnight stakes 
to enable completion of the scheduled 
80-day meet. 

The purse reduction, which took effect 
in early August, was necessary to offset 
a drop in available purse money from 
Delaware Park’s casino revenues, which 
are under pressure from increased gaming 
competition in the region. 

Delaware Park contributes a state-man¬ 
dated percentage of its casino revenues 
toward the racetrack purses. 


“Our season could have been better,” 
Mooney said. “Unfortunately, we did not 
attract the number of horses as we did in 
the past. We had to cut back on our num¬ 
ber of races per card, which resulted in less 
handle. But our handle per race was very 
good, nearly aligned with that of last year.” 

Total handle for the meet was 
$102,834,201, a decline of 10.7 percent 
from $115,151,678 last year. The average 
handle per race was $156,521 compared to 
$159,490 in 2013, a decline of 1.9 percent. 
The average number of starters per race 
was 7.05 compared to 6.97 in 2013. 

Mooney noted that the weather was 
favorable throughout much of the meet, 
and the turf course held up. 

“AH in aU, our major races went weU 
and we had a very successful Delaware 
Handicap Day,” he said. “HopefuUy the 
problems we experienced this past season 
are behind us.” 

Five-time winner 

One of the stars of the 2014 meet was 
the Rodolfo Romero-owned and trained 
GaHana, who capmred five races from 
seven starts, three of them stakes. 

The 4-year-old New York-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Stonesider kicked off the Delaware 
season with a victory in a starter race June 

5 and then returned seven days later and 
won the $50,000 Dashing Beauty Stakes at 

6 furlongs. A big victory in the $100,000 
Sweet and Sassy Stakes came one month 
later. Gahana won her second consecu¬ 
tive Tax Free Shopping Distaff Stakes 
Sept. 13. She polished off the meet with a 
front-running score in a starter aUowance 
Oct. 18. 

The fiUy’s lifetime record stood at 10 
wins from 17 starts and $358,571 in earn¬ 
ings at the close of the meet. 

News and Notes 

The 2014 training title went to Juan 
Vazquez with 49 wins, despite having a 
troubled season. The Delaware Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Commission voted unan¬ 
imously in early October to uphold the 
90-day suspension given to Vazquez in June 
for a fight with jockey Trevor McCarthy in 
the winner’s circle June 23. Vazquez was 
arrested for assault after the incident, and 
was also fined $2,500 by the commis¬ 
sion. Scott Lake was second with 31 wins, 
whHe Jamie Ness was third with 25. . . 
Alex Cintron was the top jockey for 2014, 
winning 47 Thoroughbred races, two more 
than runner-up Daniel Centeno. Carol 
Cedeno was third with 44 wins. ^

Repeat Performance 

Jump star Demonstrative adds Grade 1 
Grand National to powerhouse season

B rake lights blinked with each car’s 
lurch at each exit in the early evening 
of Oct. 18 at sprawling Moreland 
Farms in the hunt country of northern 
New Jersey Commentator Nigel Casserley 
announced the Far Hills Races, the most 
important steeplechase meet in the coun¬ 
try was over. 


The sun faded behind the changing 
leaves in the distance. Seven races were in 
the books. And Robbie Walsh sat down 
with a plate of food, making up for missed 
calories, in the tent at the top of the hill. 
The Grand National, the sport’s richest 
stakes, began to play on the TV at the end 
of the tent. 


The jockey looked up as announc¬ 
er Tony Bendey’s voice choreographed 
Demonstrative’s third consecutive Grade 
1 stakes win. 

Walsh smiled, bit into a chicken leg and 
began to narrate 2% miles of perfection. 

After the third hurdle: thinking 

happy, he^s thinking, Pow far can I leave at the 
next fenced I nearly fell off early, he launched at 
one of them, it was so long, if he had stumbled at 
the hack of it I was coming over his head. ” 

Darren Nagle folds his wrists and 
perches atop last year’s Grand National 
winner Divine Fortune, as longshot Inti 
(Uru) puUs into second and Walsh and 
Demonstrative sit outside in third. 

Up the hill the first time: ^‘He wants to 
go the same gallop from start to finish, uphill or 
downhill All of a sudden Fm on the bridle up the 
hill He snitches off going down the hills because

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Darren kicks and he stays lobbing along. I was 
getting my breathers at the wrong spots.'' 

Demonstrative nonchalantly stands off 
yet again, Walsh rocks back yet again. Long 
spots will drain the well. 

At the fourth hurdle: thinking, PPe 

got to pop, Fve got to pop. ^ He hasn^t come close to 
popping.” 

Presented with a perfect short distance, 
Demonstrative lifts off at the correct, safe 
distance. Walsh takes his first breath. 

At the fifth hurdle: ^‘Finally. Finally, he 
pops one. ” 

As the field finishes one complete cir¬ 
cuit, Demonstrative ranges up to Divine 
Formne’s quarter, Walsh’s hands rise one, 
two, three inches off the mane. He looks 
like he’s galloping Breeders’ Cup Turf win¬ 
ner Main Sequence at the Fair HiU Training 
Center, hold, hold, hold. 

Around the turn: 'Darren slowed it down 
so much, Tm running off again. He gave him 
an ideal ride, he couldn’t have gone any quicker 
because it would have helped me and any slower 
wouldn’t have helped him. Back, forward, back, 
forward.. .forwarddown the hill, back up the hill.” 

Turning down the backside. Divine 
Fortune opens up 4 lengths on Inti. 
Demonstrative gallops in the clear on the 
outside in third. Dr. Skip tracks from the 
inside. Bluegrass Summer sits in fifth, 
center. Parker’s Project relaxes in sixth. 
Barnstorming watches from the back. 
Demonstrative launches at the sixth hurdle. 

At the sixth hurdle: "Dong. See what I 
mean. Thafs all he wants to do. I’m like, 'Come 
on, take it easy.’ ” 

Demonstrative meets the seventh per¬ 
fectly. 

At the seventh hurdle: "He pops that. 
He can do it, if he wants.” 

The eight comes up just right. 

At the eighth hurdle: "That was nice. 
Now, he’s lobbing away, through the soft ground.” 

After three hurdles on the backstretch, 
two in the homestretch and another three 
on the backstretch, little has changed, as 
the field runs down in the dip at the bot¬ 
tom of the course. Divine Fortune leads. 
Inti refuses to settle for Kiaran Norris, 
Demonstrative remains parked on the out¬ 
side as Paddy Young and Dr. Skip creep 
through on the inside. Kieran Norris and 
Inti are there as well. 

Middle of the turn: “Paddy bounces 
off me and it lights him up a little bit, then 
I’m lying on Kieran. He hghts up. I’m tike 
sorry, I nearly put him through the beacon. 


I was pushing him that direction, I didn’t 
want to give up too much ground but I was 
happy because I just wanted a clean trip. 
Ideally I wanted to be where Kieran was, 
that was the perfect scenario, but I wasn’t.” 

Demonstrative tightens down on the 
bit, his head goes lower, Walsh rocks and 
holds. 

The ninth hurdle: "See, he’s running away 
with me again. He’s a rocket ” 

Demonstrative pulls toward Divine 
Fortune again, Walsh sits tike he’s in church, 
as Demonstrative reaches Divine Formne’s 
jugular. Nagle doesn’t look, he knows. 

At the 10th hurdle: "Darren saw me and 
was like, 'For —’j- sake.’ He didn’t say anything 
until after the race, but I knew what he was think¬ 
ing.” 

Turning down the backside the last 
time, Nagle, like a fisherman, lets out 
his hne and the spool uncoils. Divine 
Formne opens up a length, maybe, that’s it. 
Demonstrative scoffs. 

Approaching the 11th hurdle: got 
him switched off because Darren picked it up, 
down the hill, I was like, 'Grand.’ He timed it 
to perfection.” 

Cat and mouse. This is Hon and mouse. 
Divine Fortune and Demonstrative jump 
the 11th hurdle Hke they’re let out of jail. 
Demonstrative lands with aplomb and 
power, he reaches the lead for the first 
time, a neck in front of his rival. Walsh 
eases back. 

Over the 12th hurdle: "Just wait Just 
wait Just wait as long as you can. ” 

They jump with alacrity. Neither Walsh 
nor Nagle have moved, but only one knows 
he doesn’t have to as Parker’s Project and 
Ross Geraghty swing to the outside. Divine 
Fortune sneaks a length on Demonstrative. 
Bluegrass Summer makes a shocking error. 

Over the 13th hurdle: "We were winging 
here, we were going some gallop, a proper racehorse 
gallop. When Ross got to my boot here, all of a 
sudden . . . Now Tm there too soon but Tm like, 
'Don’t disappoint him.’ I haven’t all day, ifs 
worked all day.” 

Demonstrative asserts as the field leaves 
the cones to the inside, ears back, he dis¬ 
patches Divine Fortune, Parker’s Project 
toils. Dr. Skip can’t quicken. Whips turn. 
Demonstrative gallops on. 

Up the hill toward the last hurdle: "I 
couldn’t wait any longer, Tm going. It’s time to go, I 
didn’t want to disappoint him at this stage. ” 

Demonstrative pricks his ears, straight, 
antennae, as he hones in on the last fence, a

perfect spot. He pops it, Hke he knows the 
money’s in the bank. 

Over the last: "That was a short one. 
Believe it or not ” 

Demonstrative lands fluidly. Walsh 
switches his hold, readjusting the taumess, 
flicks his whip, still down, right handed, 
takes a look right, then left. Divine Fortune 
is spent. Walsh flicks his whip again, still 
down, sneaks another look left, then right. 
Then enjoys it. 

At the wire: "Anybody could have won on 
him. . . if they stayed on him early. He’ll switch 
off now. Before when he lit up, he stayed on it, now 
he switches on-off, on-off. Those kind make it easy. 
He’ll keep an old man riding for a long time. ” 

Walsh is 38, far from old, but a grate¬ 
ful passenger in a performance that was 
as much symphony as it was steeplechase. 

Owned by JacqueHne Ohrstrom and 
trained in Virginia by Richard Valentine, 
Demonstrative secured the Grade 1 Grand 
National by 3y4 lengths over Divine 
Fortune and Parker’s Project. 

The 7-year-old son of Elusive QuaHty 
finished in 5:19 to earn his third consecu¬ 
tive Grade 1 stakes victory and pocket the 
$150,000 share of the $250,000 purse. 

Odds-on to win the EcHpse Award 
as champion steeplechaser. Demonstrative 
pushed his 2014 earnings to $352,500, 
securing the earnings title with only a 
late-November start in the Colonial Cup 
on the agenda. In the process, he also 
pushed his career steeplechase bankroll to 
$809,800—fourth on the aU-time Hst. ■

Novice champion Aii the Way Jose stars 
on undercard of jumping’s biggest day

B eyond the Grand National, it’s 
$250,000 purse and its champion¬ 
ship implications, the Far Hills Races 
annually cover the breadth of American 
steeplechasing with key races, rich purses, 
quality fields, a big crowd and a loyal chari¬ 
ty parmer in the Somerset Medical Center’s 
Steeplechase Cancer Center. 

This 94th running Oct. 18 in Far Hills, 
N.J., was no different with seven races 
worth $580,000 in purses. 

Pennsylvania neighbors Rod Moorhead 
and Jonathan Sheppard hatched a plan to 
buy some broodmares and team up on a 
breeding operation. Then Sheppard did 
the math.

‘‘He has three or four mares and we’re 
building that side of it,” Sheppard said. 
“Then I got to thinking about it, I said, 
‘Rod, it’s going to be four years before 
these foals are ready to run..” 

Sheppard offered Moorhead part of a 
ready-made jumper. Moorhead agreed. A 
year later, they own 2014 novice champion 
AH the Way Jose. 

“Rod went along with it. I’m glad he 
did, because he’s a damn nice horse,” 
Sheppard said, moments after the 4-year- 
old homebred won the $100,000 Foxbrook 
Champion Hurdle, increasing his 2014 
earnings to $149,700 and chnching the 
novice division crown. 

AH the Way Jose secured the title with 
a 3-length win over Syros and Fog Island. 
At the end of the day, he ranked second 
behind Demonstrative on the 2014 earn¬ 
ings fist. 

“Having bred him, it’s fun and it’s 
fun for the Moorheads to get involved,” 
Sheppard said. “He ran a couple of times 
on the flat, he always looked Hke he is, a 
late-developing type, whatever he did on 
the flat, he’d be better going 2 mHes over 
jumps. I told Rod that I thought he was a 
type of horse who would get better as he 
got older, I wasn’t expecting this kind of 
year.” 

Ridden by Willie McCarthy, the Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred son of Senor Swinger posted 
three wins and three seconds from May to 
October. McCarthy picked up the ride at 
Fair HHl and hasn’t let it go. 

“He’s got an abundance of talent and 
he’s not the finished product, I know 
there’s stiH more in the tank,” McCarthy 
said. “For a 4-year-old, he’s had a hard 
campaign, but I didn’t feel that, he jumped 
well, traveled weH, got to the front a Httle 
sooner than I wanted, but he jumped the 
last weH and galloped to the Hne. We have 
not seen the best of him.” 

■ Five horses Hned up for the New Jersey 
Hunt Cup. Five horses dawdled through 
the New Jersey Hunt Cup. Timber stakes 
worth $50,000? It looked more hke a 
hunter pace. It took seven minutes and 
47 seconds to finish the 3% mile race, 28 
seconds slower than in 2013. 

Despite the pace. Hot Ri 2 e and 
McCarthy ralHed from the back to best 
Brother Sy and Straight to It. Trained by 
Russell Haynes for Holston HaH, Hot Rize 
picked up his second stakes of the year 
after taking the Virginia Gold Cup in the 
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Hot Rize soars a timber fence in his New Jersey Hunt Cup win.

spring. The two wins clinched the timber 
championship for the son of Sultry Song. 

Leading jockey McCarthy wasn’t tempt¬ 
ed to audible, even with the tepid pace. 

‘d definitely didn’t want to be up there, 
because he won the Gold Cup from the 
back, different scenario, they went very 
slow, ended up getting into him a little bit 
down the back, just to force the pace along, 
then I took a httle pull and gave him a 
breather, picked up over the second-to-last 
really long, then the other horse was going 
a little bit better but he picked up really 
long at the last, that won him the race. 
Three and a quarter miles is on the short 
side, I know it sounds crazy.” 

McCarthy earned two wins at Far Hills, 
further sohdifying his perch at the top of 
the standings. 

“I’m not backing off, the end of the 
season is Camden. I want to ride more 
winners, you’ve got to keep on kicking. I 
know if I have a quiet day, Paddy [Young] 
and Ross [Geraghty] could ride a triple and 
be right back in the race,” McCarthy said. 
“I’ve stiU got a lot of work to do. I’m not 
trying to think about it, just thinking about 
riding winners. It’s aU a confidence thing. 
I’m riding a better horse, so I’m riding with 
a lot of confidence.” 

■ Kisser N Run galloped up the hill in 
the $75,000 Peapack Stakes poised to add 
another notch to her unbeaten record at 
Far Hills. Then she made her first mistake 
in three starts at Far Plills. Strides before 
the last hurdle, she and Walsh drifted right, 
colliding with Bittersweetheart (GB) and 
Young in midair. Last year’s champion 
mare held off Bittersweetheart, but the 
decision was quickly on hold. Stewards 
intervened and placed Kisser N Run 
behind Bittersweetheart. 

“It’s an awful way to win but my old 
filly was plugging away, she wasn’t flying, 
but any chance she had was taken away,” 
said Young. “I was still confident I could 
pass her up the run in. I didn’t know, but I 
was thinking I could get her. Kisser N Run 
is the benchmark around here. I’ll take it.” 

Owned by Irv Naylor and trained by 
Young’s wife Leshe, the 7-year-old won 
for the second time this season and fifth 
overall. Imported before the Peapack last 
year, Bittersweetheart bled and finished 
eighth. This spring, she won the Henley at 
the Iroquois before finishing third in the 
Jeffords at Saratoga. 


“She’s not much to look at but she’s 
all heart, that’s all you need,” Young said. 
“Saratoga, she had some little problems, 
she missed three weeks of work, there’s no 
other place to run so she had to run there, 
then we could train her to this. She had 
trained well at home.” 

As for his confidence level walking 
up the stairs to the stewards’ stand, well. 
Young wasn’t counting his money. 


“You’re confident but you’re not confi¬ 
dent-confident,” he said. “I asked them if 
they were going to call an inquiry if I didn’t 
claim foul and they said they were thinking 
about it, so that gave me some confidence. 
Happy days.” 

■ Doug Fout scurried to his car moments 
after winning the Gladstone. On the phone 
to his daughter Caroline, Fout had two 
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missions. One, explain that Perfect Union 
had won and the other, to beat the traffic. 

^^Get the hell out of there as soon as 
I could,” Fout said, when asked where he 
was going in such a hurry, ‘d was talking to 
my daughter, she loves that horse, she was 
all excited, she had to play in a field hockey 
game, she had a bunch of friends at the 
races, they were excited.” 

So is Fout. 

Owned by Peggy Steinman and rid¬ 
den by Gerard GaUigan, Perfect Union 
trounced seven rivals in the $25,000 stakes 
for 3-year-old hurdlers. Poppet Pitts’ 
homebred Simply Certain finished second 
in a promising debut while Ride Away, a 
summer purchase out of Graham Motion’s 
flat barn, finished third. 

For horse trainers, there is nothing like 
making a plan, working the plan and then 
the plan actually working. 

^d’ve been setting him up to go [to Far 
Hills] for three months so I would have 
been pretty disappointed if he didn’t run 
well,” Fout said, ‘d ran him over jumps 
at Potomac [point-to-point] in the spring, 
I had never done that with a 3-year-old 
before, you have to keep doing repetitious 
stuff with him, I wouldn’t say he’s the 
smartest dude in the world but he’s got 
some ability.” 

Fout purchased Perfect Union, unraced 
on the flat, from his friend and part-time 
steeplechase trainer Bill Wofford. Jump 
trainers get a lot of calls like this one.

‘d’ve got this big horse who doesn’t show 
much. . .” 

Fout trusted Wofford, especially when 
he told him the prospect was by Purim 
(son of the great steeplechase stalhon 
Dynaformer) but still needed proof. 
Wofford obhged. 

“Bill sent me two videos of him jump¬ 
ing poles, he said he was athletic and he 
liked him. There was something about him 
that I Hked,” Fout said. “He’s a good type, 
I think he’ll go pretty far. He had worked 
five or six times and hadn’t shown any¬ 
thing, just slow and backward, the people 
who owned him said they needed to move 


him. We happened to be in the right place 
at the right time.” 

■ Newcomer Long House Saint (Ire) won 
a $50,000 allowance hurdle for Rosbrian 
Farm, trainer Ricky Hendriks and ama¬ 
teur jockey David Byrne while Clarke 
Ohrstrom’s Umbraggio used an experience 
edge to take a $30,000 maiden hurdle for 
Valentine and Walsh. The 6-year-old home¬ 
bred son of Aldebaran—sire of Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl winner Main Sequence—was 
making his sixth jump start after winning 
four times on the flat for trainers Marty 
Wolfs on and Jane CibelH. ■ 


Nobody does it better 

Veteran hurdler Decoy Daddy collects 
fourth Noel Laing, stays perfect in 2014

T he last jump race over natural brush 
fences in the United States, the Noel 
Laing Stakes counts among its for¬ 
mer winners legends, HaU of Famers and 
champions. 


But when it comes time to look back on 
the history of the race, first run in 1937, 
the big names will be no match for Decoy 
Daddy (Jre). Irv Naylor’s veteran Irish- 
bred made his fifth consecutive start in the 


2 y 2 -mile test and won it for the fourth time. 
Ridden by Carol Ann Sloan for trainer 
Cyril Murphy, the winner allowed Saluda 
Sam to set the early pace, then watched 
Spy in the Sky make a play for the lead 
before rallying in the stretch and charging 
past to win by IV 2 lengths at the Montpelier 
Hunt Races in Orange, Va., Nov. 1. Spy 
in the Sky stayed for second after open¬ 
ing a clear lead, with Fog Island a distant 
third. Decoy Daddy covered the distance 
in 5:10.20 while conceding 14-20 pounds 
under handicap conditions. 

He also improved to 3-for-3 on the 
year and guaranteed himself a 2015 cam¬ 
paign at 13. Decoy Daddy excels over 
the Montpelier course, in part because of 
his jumping, but is pretty good wherever 
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‘‘There was no other race for him for 
the fall except for [the Laing]/’ said the 
trainer. “This is his race.’’ 

Bred in Ireland by Charles Persse, the 
chestnut gelding made his racing debut (as 
a 5-year-old) in 2007 and bounced through 
an Irish career of wins, losses, falls, hur¬ 
dles, chase fences and flat races while with 
top trainer Tony Mullins. Sold to Naylor in 
the fall of 2010, after Irish owner Paddy 
Kehoe tried in vain to find an American 
partner. Decoy Daddy finished seventh in 
that year’s Grade 1 Grand National, but 
won his first Laing in his next start. 

Four years later, the gelding sports 
an American record of 10 wins in 24 
starts and $358,900 earned. He’s proven 
to be pretty tough in specific races, win¬ 
ning the Laing four times, the Gwathmey 
three times and the National Hunt Cup 
twice. The son of Enghsh stallion Lord 
of Appeal win be aimed for a similar cam¬ 
paign next year-now that the National 
Steeplechase amended its age rule to allow 
hurdle starters beyond age 12. 

“You bring a neutral observer out [to 
the farm] and teU them he’s 12 years old, 
they wouldn’t beheve you,” said Murphy. 
“The enthusiasm is there and you really 
think he’s 4 or 5. You really see it when 
somebody comes upsides him. The ears 
are pinned back and anything would be life 
and death to get by him.” 

Delta Park takes his place 

After six wins over timber and trips 
around the My Lady’s Manor and Grand 
National courses. Delta Park deserved a try 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup. So trainer Jack 
Fisher sent the 10-year-old to the country’s 
toughest timber test in April. 

And Delta Park flunked, falling at the 
10th fence and wrecking the rest of his 
spring season. Pegged for an aummn 
return. Delta Park remrned at Shawan 
Downs Sept. 27, and finished last of five 
finishers. Fisher skipped an October start 
at Genesee due to the ground conditions, 
and aimed for the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 

Irish jockey Sean McDermott, who 
arrived the day before the Shawan race, 
went along for the ride-HteraUy. 

“He was the first ride I had and it didn’t 
go so well,” he said. “Everybody told me 
he was a good spin, but that his confidence 
was a bit shattered from a fall he got in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup.”

Murphy sends him these days with spring 
2014 wins in the Temple Gwathmey at 
Middleburg, Va., and National Hunt Cup at 
Radnor, Pa., both Grade 3. Decoy Daddy is 
not a Grade 1 horse, and has proven such, 
but he’s as tough as they come. 

“It will be a highlight of the year for me 
if he could win it, based on what he’s done 


around the course,” Murphy said a few 
days before Montpelier. “His jumping is so 
sUck, he’s constantly getting breathers into 
himself while the others are stiU coming 
down out of the air, so he’s never under 
any duress at any point.” 

Murphy was concerned with the weight 
going in, but trusted his horse.

McDermott and Delta Park put it aU 
back together in Pennsylvania Nov 2, wait¬ 
ing deep in the field of six before challeng¬ 
ing for the lead with between the final two 
fences and surging clear to win by 2 lengths 
over Cornhusker (GB) with Hot Rize third. 
The winner covered 4 miles in 9:20.80 and 
gave McDermott plenty of feel through 
the stretch. 

^^Jack didn’t give me any instructions, 
he just said not to be in front too soon so 
I bided my time until late,” the jockey said. 
“I presume had we been in front before 
that we might have had a different result 
but that’s Delta’s intelligence. He’s a class 
horse. He was like a 2YO at home getting 
ready for this.” 

Delta Park gave Arcadia Stable its fifth 
Hunt Cup win—after Free Throw (1993), 
Buck Jakes (1995 and 1996) and Maipo 
(2000). Those four victories came for train¬ 
er Charlie Fenwick Jr., who scaled back his 
stable in 2001 and recommended Fisher. 
The partnership meant success with such 
standouts as Pinkie Swear, All Together, 
Footiights and Bubble Economy among 
others. Once a partnership with multiple 
members, Arcadia is headed by Andre 


Brewster now. The Marylander is a fixture 
at the races and a key part of the success. 

‘Y^ou know why I still hke doing this?” 
asked Fisher while walking down off the 
hill at the Hunt Cup. ‘Andre. He’s so into 
it. He makes you want to win races for 
him.” 

Brewster fretted about Delta Park early 
in the day, peppering anyone who would 
listen with questions about the competi¬ 
tion, the fences, anything really. He was 
surprised by his horse’s acceleration late. 

“Coming to the last fence I thought he 
was going to be fourth,” Brewster said. 
“I wouldn’t have believed this, I really 
wouldn’t have. He did everything right 
today. I didn’t think Delta could run with 
either of those two horses, Cornhusker 
and Hot Rize, but today he could.” 

Bred in Kentucky, Delta Park raced 
on the flat in the region for Harry and 
Tom Meyerhoff and trainers Bud Delp 
and Mike Trombetta before being sold to 
Fisher as a jump prospect. 

The son of Johannesburg lost all six 
hurdle starts before switching to timber 
in 2009. 


Strike Two 

Top Striker burst into 2014 with a 
stakes win in the Carolina Cup novice 
hurdle stakes, but that was back in March. 
He lost his next five starts —two on the flat 
and three over jumps — then put it all back 
together again, taking the $50,000 AFLAC 
Supreme Stakes for novices at Callaway 
Gardens in Pine Mountain, Ga., Nov. 1. 

He made it look easy, shadowing pace¬ 
setter Syros early and then rolling away 
late to score by 714 lengths. One Giant 
Step finished third in the five-horse field. 
Bernie Dalton rode the winner, and raved 
about the trip. 

“Point and shoot,” he said with a laugh. 
“From the third-last, my lad was always 
going to win. He just traveled from there. 
I schooled him over two hurdles Friday 
morning and I’d seen his back end a couple 
of times this spring so I was familiar with 
him. He’s a classy horse.” 

Bred in Maryland by Sycamore Hall 
Farm, Top Striker raced on the flat for 
his breeder Richard Golden with trainers 
Rodney Jenkins and Michael Matz. The 
son of Van Nistelrooy won three of six 
into January 2013, was sold to Sensor and 
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Kingsley as a hurdle prospect. Now 5, Top 
Striker was pulled up in his hurdle debut at 
Parx in May 2013, but won a maiden hurdle 
late that season and parlayed that into the 
Carohna Cup win. 

Grinding Speed survives 
trouble, wins Gold Cup 

The steeplechase community travels — 
north, south, east, west, wherever the rac¬ 
ing calendar turns. Owners, trainers and 
jockeys often ship together which can 
make the ride home from a faraway meet 
either a joy or a nightmare depending on 
how the racing went. 

When Mark Beecher parted company 
with Grinding Speed at the last fence of 
the Genesee Valley Hunt Cup in upstate 
New York Oct. 11, it was —as Beecher put 
it-‘‘a long way home.” 

Two weeks later at the International 
Gold Cup at Great Meadow in The Plains, 
Va., Beecher's journey was much more 
pleasant as Grinding Speed wore down 
Dakota Slew to win the $60,000 timber 
stakes by three-quarters of a length Oct. 
25. Trained by Alicia Murphy for Michael 
Wharton, the Maryland-bred mrned in 
a polished effort, tracking Schoolhouse 
Woods early in the compact field of four 
and revving into contention in the last 
mhe. Three fences from home, it aU nearly 
came undone as Grinding Speed went 
from pressuring to under pressure—after 
being hampered by Dakota Slew and losing 
all momentum. 

^^1 had given up all hope,” said Murphy 
with a laugh. 

Beecher didn't have that option, and 
helped Grinding Speed re-rally over 
the final two fences and get his second 
International Gold Cup win in three years. 

‘‘1 had to go heU for leather down to the 
last two,” he said. “He had to meet them 
awful good because we couldn't afford 
to lose any momentum. Coming from 
behind, he flew the last and landed and 
stuck his head down like he should and 
was brave. Without a horse with that bit of 
class, 1 wouldn't have been able to do that. 
You can't come back from three fences 
from home and give horses that advantage 
and win.” 

The 8-year-old, bred by Alan, Mark and 
Mitchell KHne, won for the first time since 
May 2013 and signaled his return to form. 
The son of Grindstone and the Cozzene 
mare Cozeha won once in seven flat starts

before being purchased by Murphy as a 
jump prospect. The 2014 win pushed his 
steeplechase bankroll past $170,000. 

Beecher is a huge fan, for obvious rea¬ 
sons, and looks forward to more success. 

“1 still beheve in him,” the jockey said. 
“1 still think he's one of the best timber 
horses I've sat on. He won his International 
Gold Cup as a 6-year-old [in 2012] — you're 
learning your trade fast if you do that. In 
timber, it's tough. You stiU have to come up 
against experienced horses now and again 
and 1 think that's hurt him a little bit.” 

■ The Gold Cup meet also showcased hur¬ 
dle horses as the $50,000 Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial was relocated from Colonial 
Downs. The 2V2-mile stakes drew a field 
of eight, including Grade 1 winner Spy 
in the Sky, spring stakes winner Pleasant 
Woodman and the Grade 1-placed All 
Together. 


The latter was coming off a win at 
Virginia Fall three weeks earlier, but found 
the going tougher this time as Able Deputy 
(GB) ran off to an 11-length win for 
Naylor and Cyhl Murphy. The 7-year-old 
finished seventh in the Virginia Fall race, 
his American debut, but turned everything 
around in the rematch. 

The son of Lomitas (GB) rated in fifth 
early, surged toward the front in the stretch 
and took over at the last fence for jockey 
Ross Geraghty. All Together wound up 
second with Casual Creeper (Ire) third. 

Imported after winning four over jumps 
in England, Able Deputy carried 16 fewer 
pounds in his second American start and 
added Lasix. 

“He did bleed for sure in Middleburg 
and 1 think that had something to do with 
him blowing the turn at the top end of 
the course,” said Murphy. “He went down 
[to Great Meadow] and it was a very, very 
solid effort.” 
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■ The Gold Cup card reached nine- 
including five $25,000 races on the flat 
to help ease the pain of losing Colonial 
Downs racing for the year-and again 
featured full pari-mutuel wagering. Horses 
bred or sired in Virginia were preferred 
in aU races, with the flat races also adding 
preference to Virginia-owned horses. 

The results were big fields and some 
fresh faces on the steeplechase circuit. 

Virginia-bred Pride of the Fleet outran 
Monument Hill and Short Shrift to win a 
7-furlong flat race for Rebecca Shepherd, 
trainer David Bourke and jockey Gerard 
GalHgan. 

Virginia-owned Pennsylvania-bred 
Grand Old Game also won at 7 furlongs 
for Larry Johnson, trainer Gerald Brooks 
and jockey James Slater. The 6-year-old 
got up in the final strides to win by a nose 
over Slews Best Quahty with Orchestra 
Leader third. 

Trillium Stable’s Atherton won going 
1 V 4 mdes on the mrf for trainer Eh 2 abeth 
Voss and jockey Gus Dahl. The 4-year- 
old prevailed by a neck over Aridus with 
Cognashene third. 

Local favorite Coturnix won going 114 
miles for Virginia-based Eva and Speedy 
Smithwick and jockey David Byrne. The 
6-year-old stalked pacesetter Manacor (Ire) 
and won a battle late to score by 314 lengths. 
Daddy’s Kid settled for third. Coturnix won 
his third consecutive start, the wins coming 
at Laurel Park and Kentucky Downs in 
September and then Great Meadow. 

Perfect Peace Racing Stable’s Virginia- 
bred Marq Your Bible upset the finale, the 
Old Dominion Turf Championship for 
Virginia-bred or -sired runners. The 5-year- 
old outran Hard Enough (disquahfied to 
last for cutting a flag) with Gumper third. 
Kiaran Norris rode the winner for trainer 
Lilith Boucher. 

Wagering was popular, but tepid, with 
an uneducated fan base and only on-site 
betting available. Total handle was less than 
$100,000 with anomalies such as a first- 
race trifecta pool of $440. 

Putting it All Together, again 

After nine consecutive losses, six in 
Grade 1 stakes, AU Together needed a 
chance and got it in a rare restricted stakes 
at the Virginia FaU Races at Glenwood 
Park in Middleburg, Va., Oct. 4. The W. 
Gary Baker Memorial, for horses who had 
not won an open stakes, attracted 10 run-

ners. They ranged from recent EngUsh 
import Able Deputy to maiden winner 
Broxbourne and the ‘Us he reaUy eligible 
for this?” AU Together. 

The 9-year-old, making his 33rd start 
over jumps, owned three novice stakes wins 
and had placed in five open stakes —includ¬ 
ing a nose defeat in the 2013 Lonesome 
Glory-Gl for Sheila WUUams and Andre 
Brewster and trainer Jack Fisher. The son 
of Danzig schooled the other nine in 
the Baker, blasting to the front on the 


inside after the last fence and winning by 
7 lengths for jockey Sam Jones. Bob Le 
Beau (Ire) finished second with Manacor 
(Ire) third. 

The victory, and a runner-up finish 
in the Zeke Ferguson two weeks later, 
pushed AU Together’s steeplechase record 
to five wins, 10 seconds and five thirds 
with $360,600 earned in 34 starts. 

■ Also at Virginia FaU, Maggie Bryant’s 
Dakota Slew won for the first time in 
almost two years when he ousted five 
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Winner of the 2014 Imperial Cup and Marcellus Frost Hurdle Stakes

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others in the $35,000 National Sporting 
library and Museum Cup timber stakes. 
Ridden by Darren Nagle for trainer Richard 
Valentine, the 7-year-old took over with 
two fences to go, opened a big lead and 
coasted home by VA lengths over Brother 
Sy with Straight to It third. 

Like All Togethetis win, this one was 
overdue as Dakota Slew looked hke a bud¬ 
ding star when he won his timber debut at 
My Lady's Manor in 2012. He closed that 
season with an allowance win, but strug¬ 
gled in 2013-losing aU five starts. This year 
opened with a pull-up at NashviUe in May, 
but the son of Slew City Slew bounced 
back at Middleburg and followed up with a 
second in the International Gold Cup. 

Through the Wings 

■ Pennsylvania-bred Serene Harbor won 
the $25,000 Genesee VaUey Hunt Cup at 


Geneseo, N.Y., Oct. 11-outlasting three 
others in the 3!/2-mile race. The winner, 
trained by Todd McKenna for Welcome 
Here Farm, set most of the pace and 
wound up with a lopsided advantage when 
Grinding Speed lost Mark Beecher at the 
last fence. Ridden by Annie Yeager, the 
11 -year-old son of Valley Crossing official¬ 
ly won by 38% lengths over the race's only 
other finisher Snow Blizzard (Ire). Serene 
Harbor won the Nepal Stakes at Penn 
National in 2009 for owner/breeder Nina 
Gardner and trainer Lizzie Merryman. The 
bay gelding was seemingly retired while 
unraced for two and a half years. He 
returned as a timber horse in 2012 and 
broke his maiden this spring. 

■ South Carolina meet Aiken shared its 
date with the International Gold Cup and 
felt the pinch with no field larger than six 


on a five-race card. Amy Taylor Rowe's 
Mr.Universo (Brz) won the feamre, a 
$25,000 optional claiming hurdle for train¬ 
er Leslie Young and jockey Paddy Young. 
The winner raced on the flat with trainer 
Ken McPeek, and broke his jump maiden 
last summer at Parx. This year, the 10-year- 
old won a claimer at Shawan Downs in 
September and added the Aiken win. 

H Recent Mid-Atlantic-bred winners 
included East Bound Train (New Jersey) 
in a maiden claimer at Montpeher; Class 
Cherokee (Virginia) in a maiden hurdle at 
Montpelier; Smart Rush (Pennsylvania) in a 
maiden hurdle at Callaway Gardens; Senior 
Senator (Pennsylvania) in a maiden timber 
at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup; Deep Run 
(Maryland) in a maiden hurdle at Aiken; 
Joshua G. (Pennsylvania) in a maiden tim¬ 
ber at Genesee. ■

Veterinary Matters 


Isolation key to control 
of equine herpesvirus 


^ n outbreak of equine herpes myelo- 
encephalitis (EHM), an unusual and 
! potentially hfe threatening form of 
equine herpesvirus (EHV-1), is big news 
for every horse owner, barn manager and 
veterinarian. The virus affects all sectors 
of the horse industry worldwide, impact¬ 
ing horse movement, breeding and com¬ 
petition. Racetracks have been shut down 
by quarantines. 

Dr. Helen Aceto, associate profes¬ 
sor of epidemiology and director of 
biosecurity at Penn Vet’s New Bolton 
Center, gives advice on how to best man¬ 
age an outbreak. 

What is EHV-1? 

It is a common virus. In most cases, 
horses have a mdd respiratory infection or 
even no disease at aU, but in some cases 
it can cause serious disease. This virus- 
like aU herpesviruses - can estabhsh life¬ 
long infections that go into remission, but 
then may reactivate periodically, result¬ 
ing in shedding of the virus in nasal 
secretions. Reactivation has been associ¬ 
ated with situations involving stress on the 
horse, including transportation, change 
of housing or weaning. The virus is easily 
spread by direct horse-to-horse contact; 
contaminated hands, equipment, and tack; 
and through the air from nasal secretions. 


How do you recognize the virus? 

A horse can also be infected and pass 
on the virus to others, but show no clini¬ 
cal signs. Most horses show chnical respi¬ 
ratory signs within four to seven days. 
Neurological signs typically develop eight 
to 12 days after infection. 

Clinical signs may include: 

• Fever 102^ or above. 

• Nasal discharge and cough. 

• Weakness and lack of muscle con¬ 
trol, rear to front. 

• Recumbency, or lying down and 
being unable to rise without assis¬ 
tance. 

• Difficulty urinating and defecat¬ 
ing-dribbling urine is a classic sign 
of EHM. 

• Brain dysfunction and seizures are 
possible, but rare. 

What should you do if infection is sus¬ 
pected? 

Samples must be sent for diagnostic 
tests. The horse must be isolated and the 
area made as biosecure as possible. Do not 
wait for test results. Anything that comes 
in contact with the horse can spread the 
virus, even through the air as far as 25 feet. 

A protocol should be followed: 

Isolate: Move the horse at least 10-12 
feet from other horses. Put a barrier around 
the front of the 
stall. To limit aerosol 
spread, hang a tarpau¬ 
lin or sheet across the 
front of the stall. 

Disinfect: All 

equipment, clothing, 
footwear, feed and 
water buckets should 
be cleaned with a 
detergent and disin¬ 
fected (dilute bleach 
for feed and water 
buckets), then rinsed 
and allowed to dry. 

Wash or sani¬ 
tize (alcohol-based 
hand sanitizer) hands 
between horses. 

Use disposable 
or washable boots.

clothing covers and gloves when dealing 
with infected horses. 

Wash and disinfect all equipment, 
including bits and tack, twitches, rope, hoses 
and anything used on an infected horse. 

Maintain separate tools for infected and 
exposed stalls: separate brooms, shovels, 
pitchforks and wheel barrows. Individual 
feed and water buckets are essential. Do 
not use a hose from one bucket to another. 

Dispose: Use proper protocol to 
dispose of manure and used bedding. 
Composting is an effective method. 

Separate: Keep the horses in the barn 
with the virus separate from other horses 
on the farm, and, if possible, use different 
personnel for each group. 

Feed, clean and otherwise attend to the 
horses in this order: unexposed to exposed 
to infected. If you go back in the order, 
be sure to change clothing and boots and 
completely clean your hands. 

Rectal temperamres can indicate infec¬ 
tion, so take the temperamre of exposed 
horses at least twice a day. If they have an 
early, mild fever—about 101.5®—that indi¬ 
cates possible infection, and those horses 
should be isolated. Within three to five 
days they will start to shed as a higher fever 
develops. 

What is the treatment? 

The first treatment is supportive care, 
making sure horses are comfortable and 
have plenty of food and water. They might 
need bladder care, including a catheter, to 
prevent permanent bladder problems. 

Anti-inflammatory medications might 
help them eat and drink better. Steroids are 
also a possibility, but are usually used only 
in the most severe cases. Anti-viral medica¬ 
tions may also be prescribed. 

The prognosis varies depending on the 
chnical signs. If they are mildly or mod¬ 
erately affected, they have a fair to good 
chance of recovery, but once recumbent, 
the prognosis is poor. Total neurologic 
recovery can take up to a year, and more 
severe cases often do not show complete 
neurologic recovery. Those with milder 
symptoms have a good chance of return¬ 
ing to athletic performance. 

What are the state regulations? 

State-mandated quarantines are used to 
assist in management of affected premises 
and are especially helpful at racetracks or 
training centers. In Pennsylvania, quarantine 
stays in place until there are no new cases 
and no signs of illness for at least 21 days. 
Consult your veterinarian for specifics. ^

Taking Root 

Fair Hill-based trainer Seville putting 
final touches on best season of career 


O utward appearances don’t often tell a 
whole story. Take Niall SaviUe. He’s 
31 years old, married, owns a barn at 
Fair Flill Training Center and trains horses 
for chents that include owners like British 
racing icon Walter Swinburn, for whom 
Saville won the $100,000 Japan Racing 
Association Stakes in September. 

But does Saville come from money? 
No. 

Does he have an ego? Nope. 

Has he had to work for what he’s got¬ 
ten? Yes. 

Does he want more? Absolutely. 


“The first time I turned up to Fair Hill, 
I had nothing,” Saville said. “I had every¬ 
thing 1 owned in a suitcase and maybe 
about $2,000 in cash in my pocket. That 
was it. It is a surprise to me, as much as 
to anybody, that this is how I was going to 
start out training.” 

While his training career may have 
started at Fair Hill, how SaviUe got there 
is a story that spans thousands of miles, 
several twists of fate, long work days and, 
as is often the case in racing, a Uttle bit of 
luck. Through it aU, he speaks with the 
ambitious tone of someone incapable of 


conceiving of the notion, or any remote 
possibility, of failure. 

SaviUe’s racing roots can be traced back 
to the outskirts of Manchester, England. 
It was there that his father bought and 
sold horses, while his mother was a jump 
jockey and trained horses, including a win¬ 
ner at Cheltenham. There’s no better way 
to describe how seriously they took their 
horses and horse racing, other than to 
Usten to SavUle, half-jokingly, recount the 
story of his birth. 

“I was born on the day when [my 
mother] had a runner that she had been 
waiting to run for ages,” SavUle said. “She 
was very annoyed because she had to send 
everyone else off to do it, whUe she had 
me. So, my father got [to the hospital] 
afterwards because he was sent to go 
saddle the horse.” 

Over time, not much would change. 

As SaviUe’s parents continued working 
in the industry, he, along with his brother 
and sister, grew up riding and hunting. 
NiaU, being competitive from the start, got 
more involved in riding and would eventu- 
aUy show horses all over England, Ireland 
and Scotland. Once he turned 18, he offi¬ 
cially launched his career as an amateur 
steeplechase jockey. 

SaviUe’s first big break was getting an 
opportunity to ride for former British 
show jumping champion Harvey Smith 
and his wife Sue, a trainer who in 2013 won 
the most prestigious jump race of aU—the 
Grand National at Aintree. The experience 
was vital to SaviUe, despite that the fast¬ 
growing teen knew he might soon be too 
taU to ride. He needed a contingency plan. 

Fateful Trip 

In 2001, on Sept. 11 of all dates, SavUle 
was on a flight to find out what racing 
was hke in America. His plane would be 
rerouted to Nova Scotia, Canada, which is 
where he spent the next five days before 
finally arriving at the Oxford, Pa., farm of 
Hall of Fame trainer Janet ElUot. 

“I learned a lot,” SavUle said. “She 
showed me the steeplechase side of 
America. I knew from the first month that 
I was out here in 2001 that this is where I 
wanted to come back to.” 

SaviUe did just that and returned in 
2005, after nearly four years of riding 
for the Smiths and spending some time 
in AustraUa. Upon his return to the U.S., 
SaviUe connected with Michael Dickinson. 
The former British steeplechase jockey 
and trainer was a walking blueprint on 
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by Dan Tofdjman 


how to make the transition to an American 
flat trainer. Dickinson hadn't just become 
a capable conditioner; he'd won the 
Breeders' Cup Mile-Gl with Da Hoss in 
1996 and 1998. 

^A.s people know, he's a very interest¬ 
ing guy” SaviUe said. ‘‘He's fanatical about 
what he does and he loves to teach." 

Saville was more than ready to learn 
and recalls Dickinson being extremely 
impressed that he'd worked under Sue 
and Harvey Smith. Dickinson opened up 
to SaviUe. 

“Michael would sit down and teU you 
his whole way of thinking and why he 
did things. He knew I didn't understand 
American racing then and he's the person 
that explained it to me. He told me what 
was different from England, what he'd 
learned over here and why he trains the 
way he does. I was there for a short time 
but I learned a heU of a lot. I wrote a lot 
of notes there and I stUl have the notebook 
now that I stiU go back to sometimes and 
look at." 

The notebook was an idea that Dickin¬ 
son unwittingly passed along. The trainer 
had described a notebook he'd kept dur¬ 
ing a summer he spent with legendary 
European trainer Vincent O'Brien. After 
hearing the story, Saville took notes on 
everything, dating back to the lessons he 
learned from the Smiths. 

When Dickinson's training career 
wound down, SaviUe joined the staff at 
Graham Motion's barn. SaviUe galloped 
horses for Motion and freelanced in the 
morning for other trainers at Delaware 
Park. To make extra money, SaviUe took 
on various jobs, including one that had 
him laying bhck at a construction site 
and another breaking yearhngs at Country 
Roads Farm in Warwick, Md. 

“I didn't have any money when I first 
came here," he said. “I had to work real 
hard, real quick. I had a year Visa and I had 
to raise as much money as I could to pay 
for my new Visa, which was going to be 
quite expensive." 

Welcome Opportunity 

SavUle was able to make ends meet but 
he certainly didn't have enough money to 
pay for a 20-staU barn that unexpectedly 
became avaUable at Fair HiU in 2010. Dr. 
John Fisher, founder of the training cen¬ 
ter, was retiring from training and wanted 
to sell his barn. SavUle, who wasn't reaUy 
in the market, started to contemplate his 
options. 


“Dr. Fisher said if I wanted to train, I 
should think about Fair HiU," SavUle said. 
“So, I spent the whole summer really sit¬ 
ting with a phone to my ear, talking to bank 
managers to come up with the money to 
get the deposit down and I convinced the 
bank to loan us the money." 

Just Uke that, SavUle had become a barn 
owner at Fair HiU and now had the ideal 
space to become a full-time trainer. His 
plan was to rent out the 20 staUs to pay 
his biUs —and his new mortgage—whUe 
building an additional 14 staUs for horses 
he'd train. 

That same year, SavUle won his first race 
as a trainer with a 4-year-old filly named 
Hoofing, whom he bought from Motion. 
Hoofing's rider was Sheldon Russell, 
another old friend of SavUle's from their 
days together at Dickinson's. It was a spe¬ 
cial occasion and officiaUy launched the 
start of SaviUe's career as a trainer. 

“We've managed to just grow every 
year steadily, in quaUty and in numbers," 
SaviUe said. 

As he's grown in age and experience, 
his passion for his work has taken on new 
meaning and excitement. 

“It's sort of Uke a jigsaw pu 22 le," he 
said. “You find the pieces, put the horses 
in the right place and help them be the 
best they can be. So, that's what I reaUy 
enjoy about it. I love figuring them out. 
Finding the key to them and getting them 
to be the best they can be. I love being 
with my horses. I get more enjoyment out 
of seeing them being successful, knowing 
that they can get it done. That's why I do 
it everyday." 

When SaviUe first purchased the barn, 
he had one cUent with three horses. He 
now has 14 horses. LuckUy for him, he 
also has the help of his wife Rosella, who 
used to work her regular 9-to-5 job before 
coming home and assisting with Niall's 
books and the horses. That work has now 
become her fuU-time job. 

“I wouldn't be able to do it without 
her," SaviUe said. 

Hopeful for Growth 

As grateful as SaviUe is for how far 
they've come, he's frank about his desire 
to grow. He feels Uke he's ready and more 
than capable. 

“It hasn't happened quickly at aU," 
SavUle said. “I want to get to that number 
where, financiaUy, it's possible ... to make 
good business but not get too big to where 
I'm less hands-on." 


SaviUe would Uke to have at least twice as 
many horses as he trains and his recent suc¬ 
cess might open some eyes. Legendary 
(GB), a 5-year-old son of Exceed and 
Excel, became SaviUe's first stakes winner 
when he won the Japan Racing Association 
at Laurel Park, with RusseU riding. He came 
through a month later and deUvered SaviUe's 
first graded stakes score in the Grade 3 
Knickerbocker Oct. 11 at Belmont Park. 

After winning just twice from 13 
starts in England, Legendary was sent 
to SaviUe by Walter Swinburn, a former 
British jockey who himself is considered 
legendary, among the ranks of interna¬ 
tional jockeys. He won multiple interna¬ 
tional championship races, including the 
Breeders' Cup Turf-Gl and Prix de I'Arc 
de Tnomphe-Gl. 

Swinburn also trained horses before 
retiring and investing on the ownership 
side. His main business is his famUy breed¬ 
ing operation. Genesis Green Smd, which 
produced Legendary. The decision to ship 
the horse to the U.S. was made after Swin¬ 
burn met SavUle last year on a trip to 
Palm Meadows Training Center in Florida, 
where SaviUe stables some of his horses in 
the winter. 

“I was more than impressed with what I 
was seeing," Swinburn recaUed. “I thought 
what he was doing was great. Very much 
hands-on and I was impressed with it." 

Swinburn got to see his faith in SavUle 
pay off when he made the trip in early 
September to Laurel for Legendary's stakes 
win and again for the Knickerbocker. 

“We never dreamed it would come. I'll 
be very honest with you," Swinburn said. 
“The success speaks for itself [Niall] was 
left to a job and he's done that job." 

SaviUe was simply grateful for the 
opportunity. 

“For me it was absolutely huge," he 
said. “I was just very, very excited to see 
it and just proud of Legendary, just to 
see him do it. .. I am very thankful to Mh. 
Swinburn." 

Getting here might not have been easy 
but it has made for an interesting story. 
As SaviUe begins to enjoy the fruits of 
his labor, you sense that he's hungry for 
something bigger than a few stakes wins. 
And, if you Us ten closely enough, you can 
hear that inherent tone of anticipation in 
SaviUe, which has gotten him to this point. 

“I don't mind hard work at aU," he said. 
“This is how I've been brought up. If you 
want to be in the horse world, you have to 
work hard." ^

Defections change top spots 
in Mid-Atiantic sire rankings 


S tallion rosters are routinely in a state 
of flux in the fall. When staUions 
enter, or leave, the region, the sire 
rankings reflect the changes. 

During the week of Oct. 12, announce¬ 
ments came that three of the Mid- 
Atlantic's top-five sires-Pin Oak Lane 
Farm's Offlee Wild and Any Given 
Saturday and Northview Stallion Station's 
E Dubai—would stand elsewhere in 2015. 

Offlee Wild, the highest ranked stallion 
of 2014 in any state other than Kentucky 
following his son Bayern's score in the 


Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl, has been sold 
to Turkey. Any Given Saturday, leader of 
the Mid-Atlantic stallion ranks for most of 
2014, was purchased by Korean interests. 
E Dubai, sire of a Breeders' Cup Classic 
winner, relocates to Louisiana. 

All three launched their careers in 
Kentucky before moving to the Mid- 
Atlantic. E Dubai was the first to make 
the move, joining the Ghost Ridge Farms 
roster in Pennsylvania in 2011. He shifted 
to Northview PA in Peach Bottom for the 
next two years, and moved to Northview's

The son of Deputy Minister is the 
sire of 33 foals from six crops, with 16 
winners from 26 starters hfetime. 

H Veteran sire Co 2 ar has switched 
farms in Pennsylvania, moving from The 
Tomochak Ranch in Industry to Lilly 
Run Stables in Corry. The 20-year-old 
son of Cozzene, owned by Chris Hughes 
and Glenn Wismer, is the sire of stakes- 
winning $278,213-earner Goldzar and 21 
other winners from 40 foals in 11 crops.

During his four Mid-Atlantic seasons, E 
Dubai covered 198 mares. 

E Dubai's best runner. Fort Lamed, 
made headlines as a multiple Grade 1 
winner, topped by his victory in the 2012 
Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl. 

When Offlee Wild arrived at Dr. Bill 
Solomon's Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom in 2012, his claim to fame was 
2009 champion juvenile filly She Be Wild, 
from his first crop. Now, a product of 
his fifth crop - 3-year-old colt Bayern - 
is Offlee Wild's richest earner, amassing 
$4,389,680 from 10 starts this year. Offlee 
Wild's first Pennsylvania-sired runners 
come to the races in 2015. In three seasons 
in the state, he bred 95 mares. 

Any Given Saturday stood his lone 
Pennsylvania season in 2014. He ranked 
as the region's leading active sire from 
the time he arrived, and continued to sit 
atop the hst throughout 2014. He proved 
extremely popular with breeders and cov¬ 
ered 100 mares, the most of any stalhon in 
the region this past year. 

Through the first week of November, 
Offlee Wild would have ranked first on the 
Mid-Atiantic sires hst. Any Given Samrday 
second, and E Dubai fifth. With their 
defections, the region's top stalhon by 
earnings is Northview PA's Jump Start, the 
sire of the earners of more than $5 mil- 
hon and the regional leader by 2014 stakes 
winners, with nine. Five of his current 
stakes winners are 3-year-olds from his 
first Pennsylvania-sired crop. 

The highest ranked Mid-Atlantic sire 
who has stood his entire career in the 
region is Northview Stalhon Station's Not 
For Love. First in Maryland and fifth in the 
region, he has total progeny earnings this 
year of more than $2.7 milhon, the 14th 
consecutive year his runners have earned 
more than $2 milhon.

J J’s Lucky Train is latest sire 
to join ranks in West Virginia 


G raded stakes winner J J’s Lucky Train, 
a son of Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
winner Silver Train, has been retired 
and will stand his first season at Blue 
Spruce Farm in KearneysviUe, WVa. The 
stud fee for the dark bay 6-year-old owned 
by veterinarian Dr. Anna Simms is $2,000, 
payable when the foal stands and nurses. 

Campaigned over five seasons, J J’s 
Lucky Train won or placed in 16 of 25 
starts and earned $463,340. A winner of 


three of his four starts at 2, he raced exclu¬ 
sively in stakes competition at 3, winning 
twice and placing five times in nine out¬ 
ings. His biggest score came that spring in 
Aqueduct’s 7-furlong Bay Shore Stakes-G3 
when he rallied from off the pace to get up 
in deep stretch and collar Vengeful Wildcat 
at the wire in 1:22.54. 

In his prior start J J’s Lucky Train 
recorded his first stakes win in the 7-fur- 
long Miracle Wood at Laurel Park, out- 


finishing Bandbox. J J’s Lucky Train was 
second in Belmont Park’s Grade 2 Woody 
Stephens, Aqueduct’s Count Fleet and 
Whirlaway and Parx Racing’s Valley Forge. 
He shipped to Churchill Downs and was 
third in the Grade 3 Derby Trial. 

Out of the stakes-winning Thunder 
Gulch mare Delta Sensation, J J’s Lucky 
Train is from the family of graded stakes 
winners Bay to Bay, Mach Ride, Whimsy 
and Bold Summit. Further back can be 
found champion April Run (Jre), classic 
winner Possessive Dancer (GB), million¬ 
aire Honor Glide and additional Grade/ 
Group 1 winners Czaravich, Ball Park and 
Panamint.

Newcomers bolster Virginia’s stallion lineup

S tallion numbers in recent years have 
dropped significantly in Virginia. At 
last count in 2014, The Jockey Club 
listed five stalhons having covered mares 
in the state; 20 years ago there were more 
than 100. But found in Virginia's roll¬ 
ing countryside are gems, including three 
recent arrivals. 

Rebellion (GB) 

Jim and Mary Lea Treptow's graded 
stakes winner Rebellion (GB) has moved 
to the couple's Hickory Tree Farm in 
Middleburg, after standing his first five 
seasons in Canada. The smd fee for the 
11-year-old son of European champion 
sprinter Mozart (Jre) is $3,500, payable 
when the foal stands and nurses, with spe¬ 
cial consideration to approved mares. 

The first major runner for the Treptows, 
Rebellion was purchased as a 3-year-old in 
England in 2006. A winner twice in his 
native country, he took to the turf and syn¬ 
thetic tracks in the U.S., winning his first 
three starts at 4, including Belmont Park's 
Steinlen Stakes at 7 furlongs on the turf. 
Trained by Graham Motion, RebeUion fol¬ 
lowed with a second in Keeneland's Grade 
3 Phoenix Stakes on Poly track. 


RebeUion's most successful season came 
at 5, with victories in Keeneland's Grade 
2 Commonwealth Stakes and Hollywood 
Park's Grade 3 Ack Ack Handicap. In 
the former, he closed to win by a head 
while completing 7 furlongs in 1:21.40, less 
than two-fifths off the track record. After 
breaking slowly in the Ack Ack, RebeUion 
rallied from last to stop the clock in 1:27.68 
for IVi furlongs, less than a second off 
the course mark. He concluded his season 
in California, running second in the Pat 
O'Brien Handicap-G2 at Del Mar and the 
Breeders' Cup Dirt Mile at Santa Anita. 

Twice on the board in graded company 
at 6, he retired with earnings of $816,277 
from 26 starts, and finished in the top three 
17 times. 

Of Rebellion's first crop of 17 foals, 
now 3-year-olds, 14 have started, and 11 
are winners, including 2014 stakes winner 
Bella's Rebel. 

Hickory Tree is expanding its breeding 
program. Cheris Treptow, the Treptows' 
daughter and farm manager, said: ‘Trom 
the start, I wanted to make him our anchor 
stallion in the Hickory Tree Farm breeding 
program, and these [stud record] results 
are a testament to his potential. We look 


forward to breeding more of our own 
mares to him next year as we have had 
great success with the mares we have bred 
to him." 

Rebellion is out of Group 2 winner 
Last Resort, a daughter of Lahib and 
half-sister to group winner Barrow Creek 
and stakes winners Arctic Char (GB) and 
Heard a Whisper as weU as to the dam 
of group winners Trans Island and Welsh 
Diva. The family includes international 
champions King's Chapel, CoUege Chapel 
and Leap for Joy. 

The sirehne of Rebellion has Virginia 
roots. Mozart is a son of Danehill from 
the female line of Glowing Tribute, Paul 
MeUon's 1993 Broodmare of the Year. 
Mozart's Virginia-bred dam, Victoria 
Cross, is a half-sister to seven stakes win¬ 
ners, including Kentucky Derby-Gl win¬ 
ner Sea Hero. 

Friend Or Foe 

Leading New York breeder Chester 
Broman campaigned homebred Friend 
Or Foe for three seasons, saw him win 
three stakes, finish second in another, win 
half his 10 starts, earn $349,134 and take 
home New York-bred honors as champion 
3-year-old male. When the time came to 
retire him, Broman was ready to support 
him. The blaze-faced chesmut stands at 
Smallwood Farm in Crozet. 

Broman purchased three mares specifi- 
caUy for Friend Or Foe, and now has three 
weanlings, aU New York-breds, from his 
stallion's first crop. 

‘‘They'U go to the racetrack," said Phyllis 
Jones, who owns and operates Smallwood. 
But there is more to Friend Or Foe's breed¬ 
ing activity. He also covers warmblood 
mares and is a hunter/jumper sire. 

‘We're also riding him and showing 
him," added Jones. “He does 3 feet, and 
now we've moved him up to 3'6" and The 
Barracks is only 8 miles from my house, so 
we'll show him to let the local people see 
that he has wonderful manners, and is so 
quiet and easy to deal with. 

“You would never know he was a stal- 
Uon. . . I have a five-horse trailer, and I 
can have mares or whatever, they all ride 
together, and he's just fine." 

Friend Or Foe showed spark on the 
racetrack, winning from SVi furlongs to 
IVs miles. His victories included a front-

Derry Meeting product 
Dame Dorothy wins 4th straight 

C elebrity chef Bobby Flay undoubtedly would have preferred 
to watch Dame Dorothy perform the way she did Oct. 26 at 
Belmont a week later at Santa Anita, yet if the Pennsylvania- 
bred filly continues on the path ifs a safe bet shell make next 
year’s Breeders’ Cup. 

Flay, who serves as a Breeders’ Cup Ambassador, was on hand 
to see Dame Dorothy run her record to 4-for-4 in the Grade 3 
Turnback the Alarm Handicap. The daughter of Bernardini won 
by a half-length over fellow 3-year-old Catch My Drift in her first 
start against older fillies and mares. 

James Delahooke purchased Dame Dorothy on behalf of 
Flay for $390,000 during the early hours of the 2012 Keeneland 
September yearling sale. Bred by Bettina Jenney’s Derry Meeting 
Farm, the filly was consigned at Keeneland by Eaton Sales. She 
was one of 30 yearlings by Bernardini that sold at the sale, the 
sixth most expensive and for a hammer price well above the 
Elusive Quahty stallion’s sale average of $250,567. 

Dame Dorothy’s pedigree represents Derry Meeting’s breeding 
program through and through and she’s the latest graded or group 
stakes winner from the now shuttered operation that was based 
on Cochranville, Pa., for decades. Dame Dorothy is a half-sister 
to French Group 1 winner Mrs. Lindsay, also the winner of the 
Grade 1 E. P. Taylor at Woodbine. Her third dam is Mrs. Jenney, 
the dam of Grade 1 winner Unaccounted For, and her fourth 
dam is two-time English champion and Derry Meeting foundation 
mare Mrs. Penny. 

Dame Dorothy showed signs early that she’d be of similar 
class to her family members with a maiden win going 7 furlongs 
at Aqueduct late in her 2-year-old season and an overwhelming 
12-length victory over highly regarded Bird Maker in a F/i6-mile 


allowance race at Gulfstream Park in late January. That win got 
some buzz going for Dame Dorothy as a possible Kentucky Oaks 
contender, but it was short lived as she came out of the race “with 
a minor ankle issue,” trainer Todd Pletcher said. 

Pletcher and Flay gave Dame Dorothy some time, brought 
her back in the spring at Saratoga and she won her return in 
the $75,000 Malvern Rose Stakes in early August at Presque Isle 
Downs. She won the Turnback the Alarm a little more than two 
months later. 

‘We’ve always held her in high regard and we’re glad to see her 
beginning to meet her potential,” Pletcher said in early November.

Virginia-bred Long On Value 
shines in Grade 2 Twilight Derby 


A dam Wachtel was looking to buy a precocious sprinter when 
he printed out speed figures for every 2-year-old that met 
a certain criteria back in the summer of 2013. Little did he 
know at the time that his purchase of the Virginia-bred colt Long 
On Value would one day produce a promising turf star for him 
and parmer George Kerr. 

Long On Value, who won the Grade 2 Twihght Derby during 
the Breeders’ Cup Friday undercard Oct. 31 at Santa Anita for 
Wachtel and Kerr, started his career as a useful sprinter in the 
Mid-Atlantic for other connections. Bloodstock agent Patrick 
Morrell purchased Long On Value for $3,000 on behalf of 
Richard Hessee in the early moments of the 2012 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearhng sale in Timonium. Harry Landry consigned 
the colt on behalf of his breeder. Bob Powell’s Snow Lantern 
Thoroughbreds. Powell passed away nearly a year ago, but his 
horse is still going strong. 

The bay son of the Unbridled’s Song stallion Value Plus paid 
quick dividends for Hessee, winning his first three starts and rack- 
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Stakes winners 


ing up $81,600 in earnings. The second victory hinted at what was 
to come for Long On Value as he handily won the 572-furlong 
Jamestown Stakes for Virginia-breds on the grass at Colonial 
Downs. 

Long On Value went back to the dirt after that win and won 
the $50,000 Strike Your Colors Stakes at Delaware Park before 
Wachtel Stable and Kerr purchased him privately. The bay colt 
competed in the Grade 1 Hopeful and Champagne that fall, then 
raced primarily in sprint stakes through late winter of his 3-year- 
old season with limited success —finishing on the board just once 
in four starts for his new owners and trainer Bill Mott—before 
moving back to the grass. 

Mott conceded after Long On Value’s come-from-behind neck 
win over Sawyer’s Hill and Divine Oath in the $200,000 Twilight 
Derby that the 3-year-old’s races on the dirt were tempting, ‘‘so 
you waste a few races sometimes. Fortunately, he’s been able to 
recover from it.” 

Long On Value came into the IVs-mile Twihght Derby with 
a victory in the $200,000 Mystic Lake Derby going a mile at 
Canterbury Park after four straight strong efforts in stakes com¬ 
pany, three graded, in Kentucky, Illinois and New York. 

Long On Value is out of the unraced New York-bred Orientate 
mare Long Message, a half-sister to multiple stakes winner Long 
Distance and stakes-placed Love On Hold. The family also 
includes French stakes winner Pontresina, Long On Value’s third 
dam, who produced multiple stakes winner and $250,163-earner 
CaUiope’s Spirit.

Owner/breeder Harrison relishes success 
of Maryland Million winner Talk Show Man

cing's never failing, 
unpredictable and ever-so- 
timely way of dishing out re¬ 
wards to those who deserve it, 
but might not even know it, 
played out once again at the 
2014 Maryland Million in 
mid-October at Laurel Park. 

The moment came when 
Talk Show Man scored a mild 
upset over eight opponents in 
the $125,000 Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Turf. The victory alone 
was significant enough be¬ 
cause it came at the expense 
of Mid-Atlantic legend Ben's 
Cat and two-time Turf win¬ 
ner Roadhog. Throw in that 
Talk Show Man is a product 
of longtime Maryland veter¬ 
inarian and Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association director 
Dr. Mike Harrison's and his 
family's small breeding oper¬ 
ation at Willow dale Farm and 
the Great Notion gelding's 
half-length tally was especial¬ 
ly sweet. 

However, the speciakiess 
of the win wasn't accentuat¬ 
ed by the $68,750 payday, the 
validation of a hugely suc¬ 
cessful mating between Great 
Notion and a Haymaker mare 
Harrison got as "payment" for 
a vet bill, a deft training job 
by Hamilton Smith and well- 
timed ride by Xavier Perez.

Those parts played a role, but 
the real lift came after the race 
when Harrison and a huge 
crowd that included his wife, 
Beth, gathered to celebrate. 

"It's been a tough year for 
us as a family," Harrison said 
a few weeks after the Mary¬ 
land Million. "My wife has a 
type of blood cancer and she 
had a bone marrow transplant 
back on May 9, so Maryland 
Million was, time wise, one of 
the first chances for her to get 
out in the public and all. The 
doctors wanted her to lay low. 



"And it turned out to be a 
storybook day. It was absolute¬ 
ly beautiful and we had about 
25 people who were there. 
Family, friends, people who 
helped out to get through all 
that with my wife, of course 
not expecting but hoping 
something would happen. 
Then when it did it was very 
special. Everybody had a blast. 
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WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

D r. Michael Harrison spends so much time on the road 
with his veterinary practice that he's been a longtime fan of 
talk radio. He named Talk Show Man, a son of Great Notion 
who won the Maryland Million Turf, after the late Ron 
Smith. A longtime conservative talk show host at WBAL in 
Baltimore, Smith died at age 70 in 2011 from pancreatic can¬ 
cer. 

"When you're on the road a long time you listen to the 
radio," Harrison said. "Talk radio is something I tune into a 
lot. He was always, for me, somebody that made a lot of 
sense. He was very entertaining and very informative. 

"When he passed we were looking for names, this is a 
Great Notion sired horse out of mare named Mark Me Spe¬ 
cial and it kind of for me clicked very well with his nick¬ 
name. .. Talk Show Man." 

Harrison said he hopes to establish a relationship with 
Smith's widow to donate a portion of Talk Show Man's fu¬ 
ture earnings to charity, possibly one related to pancreatic 
cancer research.

It makes you kind of wonder. 
That there is somebody up 
there looking down at you and 
for you, you know?" 

Talk Show Man always 
seemed like the type of horse 
to deliver in a big moment. His 
connections thought enough 
of him as a 3-year-old to run 
him in the Maryland Million 
Classic in just his fourth ca¬ 
reer start and after one vic¬ 
tory-that coming in a 1-mile 
maiden special at Timonium. 
He eventually found a home 
on the grass-although he's 
still more than useful on the 
dirt-and came into the Mil¬ 
lion with four in-the-money 
finishes on the turf from six 
starts, including a runner-up 
finish to eventual Arlington 
Million-Gl winner Hardest 
Core in the Cape Henlopen at 
Delaware Park. 

Talk Show Man is the sec¬ 
ond foal out of the Haymaker 
mare Mark Me Special, a mare 
Harrison added to his small 
broodmare band when car¬ 
rying her first foal, by Rock 
Slide. She produced a filly in 
2008 eventually named Spe¬ 
cial Salute. 

"She didn't do very well 
herself," Harrison said of Spe¬ 
cial Salute, a one-time winner 
in eight starts. "She broke her 
maiden, but wasn't anything 
special." 


Harrison settled on Great 
Notion when selecting a stal¬ 
lion to breed Mark Me Special 
to in 2009. He remembered 
being impressed with a foal 
produced by a client's mare at 
Willowdale and liked the nick, 
so Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion's son of Elusive Quality 
got the call. 

Talk Show Man was born 
in 2010 and is the first of three 
foals by Great Notion pro¬ 
duced by Mark Me Special, 
along with the unraced 2-year- 
old gelding Slick William and 
a yearling colt named Just 
Jack. 

"We were real impressed 
with the foal," Harrison said, 
speaking of the since-gelded 
Talk Show Man as a young 
colt. "So we sent the mare back 
the two following years. Now 
we have three colts that are 
all full-brothers. Slick William 
is with Hamilton Smith and 
should race in the next cou¬ 
ple weeks and the third was 
actually the reserve champion 
at the (80th annual Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association) 
yearling show this past June, 
so I guess other people see 
some good qualities there be¬ 
sides me, which is nice." 

Talk Show Man was im¬ 
pressive winning the 1-mile 
Maryland Million Turf, over¬ 
coming a bump and wide 


trip. He rated to the outside of 
Capital Fellow, Ben's Cat and 
Roadhog through the open¬ 
ing half-mile and launched 
a three-wide bid around the 
far turn. Ben's Cat put away 
a stubborn Roadhog in deep 
stretch but could not hold off 
Talk Show Man inside the fi¬ 
nal sixteenth. Talk Show Man 
won for the fourth time in 16 
career starts. 

"Talk Show Man is a nice 
horse, a good moving horse,"

numbers rise in Maryiand 




IVeport of Mares Bred statistics for the 
2014 breeding season released by The Jockey 
Club in mid-October reveal that the number 
of mares bred by Maryland stallions rose for 
the third consecutive year. 

Based on documents received through Oct. 
13, The Jockey Club reports that 33 Maryland 
stallions had forms submitted, and those stal¬ 
lions covered 751 mares, compared to 30 stal¬ 
lions bred to 642 mares in 2013. The average 
book for a Maryland stallion in 2014 was 22.8, 
fourth in the nation behind Kentucky (72.2), 
New York (31.7) and Florida (23.9). 

Maryland ranked ninth in the nation by 
total number of mares bred, the first top-10 
ranking since 2008. 

In North America, 1,547 stallions covered 
34,540 mares this past breeding season. The 


number of stallions declined 8.9 percent from 
the 1,698 reported at this time in 2013, and the 
number of mares bred increased 1.1 percent 
from the 34,174 reported at this time last year.

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Monmouth Park continues upward 
momentum with across the board gains 


O ff the heels of across-the-board gains in 
2013, Monmouth Park has done it again, 
sporting increases in live and simulcast 
handle as well as attendance for the 57-day racing 
season which concluded Sept. 28. 

"I am especially grateful for the support of 
our horsemen and the dedication of the staff and 
management of Monmouth Park,” said Dennis 
Drazin, advisor to the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association and Darby Development 
LLC, operators of the racetrack. "Last year we 
thought we had turned the corner and this year’s 
successes have put us on firmer ground as we 
continue to build a better racing program and 
entertainment destination that is second to none.” 

Average attendance in 2014 was 9,296, a 3.4% 
increase over last year, when the track ran 61 live 
cards. Average on-track handle showed a jump of 
5.6% to $538,540, compared with $510,106, the 
average in 2013. Total simulcast handle came in at 
an average of $4,060,081, a 3.3% improve over last 
year’s $3,930,540 average. 

"With the strong possibility of sports betting 
on the near horizon, and the likelihood of casino 
expansion outside of Atlantic City, the future for 
the gaming industry and horse racing in New Jersey 
looks brighter than it has in quite some time,” 
Drazin said. "In addition to our hopes of adding 
these new revenue streams, we are on the verge of 


opening a new OTB in Hillsborough, have begun 
building a new restaurant near Bluegrass Mini Golf 
and next year will complete construction of a 7,500- 
seat amphitheater.” 

The meet was once again highlighted by the 
$1 million William Hill Haskell Invitational-Gl, 
which saw Bayern cruise to an impressive IVa 
length victory in the Shore’s signature race. Other 
highlights included Main Sequence’s impressive 
performance in the United Nations Stakes-G1 
and the return to the races for classic-placed 
Itsmyluckyday, winner of Monmouth’s Salvator 
Mile-G3. Bayern and Main Sequence are leading 
contenders for Horse of the Year honors following 
their Breeders’ Cup wins in the Classic and Turf, 
respectively. 

Paco Lopez won an impressive 120 races, 
providing the 28-year-old journeyman with his third 
Monmouth riding title. Lopez broke a 53-year-old 
record when on May 17 he rode seven winners on a 
single card. He equaled that record just three weeks 
later on June 6. Among his 13 Monmouth stakes 
victories this year were three graded events: Salvator 
Mile (Itsmyluckyday), Oceanport (Guys Reward) and 
Jersey Shore (Prudhoe Bay). 

Top trainer was a repeat of 2013 with Jorge 
Navarro collecting the trophy for leading conditioner 
with 43 wins. White Wabbit Wacing LLC enjoyed 
their first owner’s title, winning 24 races at the meet.

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Princess of Sylmar sells for 
$3.1 million at Fasig-Tipton

Breeder Ed Stance and his partners in King of Prussia Stables witnessed their 4-year-oid 
Princess of Sylmar top Fasig-Tipton Kentucky's The November Sale when she sold for $3.1 mil¬ 
lion to Shadai Farm in November, Shadai Farm and Stallion Station is owned by Teruya Yoshido, 
and is the leading breeder in Japan, 

In a catalogue full of graded stakes-winning racemares and stakes producers, Princess, as 
she was known by her owner and fans, was consigned by Taylor Made Farm as a broodmare 
prospect after retiring from racing in September. She was the only mare whose opening bid 
was $1 million, but was one of 23, including her dam Storm Dixie, whose price reached seven 
figures in the marquee sale. 

Consigned by Brookdale Sales, the 10-year-old Storm Dixie, by Catienus, was sold in foal to 
leading sire Tapit and was purchased by Olin Gentry as agent for $1.9 million. 

“It was an emotional day for us when we decided to retire Princess,” said Ed Stance. “We 
are so attached to her, but she belongs in the next phase of her life right now. There is so much 
at risk when they are this valuable, and both she and Storm Dixie belong at an operation used 
to such a large portfolio.” 

King of Prussia Stable is a small partnership of seven owners which was formed in 2006, 
with Stance the managing partner. Storm Dixie was purchased at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May Two-Year-Olds in Training sale that year, and was stakes-placed before being bred to first- 
year stallion Majestic Warrior upon her retirement in 2009. 

The following year, Stance visited Princess of Sylmar shortly after she was foaled at Ron 
and Betsy Houghton’s Sylmar Farm in Christiana. Living in nearby Malvern, he was a regular 
visitor watching the chestnut filly grow, and eventually be broke to saddle. 

“The plan was for us to remain small, just race one or two horses at a time,” said Stance. 
“We are just a couple of prudent guys who wanted to work within a manageable budget,” 

“We wanted to breed PA-breds, and send them to Todd Pletcher if they were good, and just 
see what would happen.” 

What happened was Princess of Sylmar reeled off consecutive Grade 1 wins in the Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks, Coaching Club American Oaks, Alabama Stakes and Beldame Stakes. 

Although her disappointing finish in the Breeders' Cup Distaff-GI at Santa Anita took her 
out of the running for Eclipse honors, Stanco had no regrets about the trip across country, and 
gave her well deserved time off at WinStar Farm for a few months before returning her for her 
4-year-old campaign. 

“Running her was the right thing to do,” he said. “If people are in the business of horse¬ 
racing for only the “highs” of the sport, then they need to rethink horse ownership. You have to 
have passion for the animal, or you should not be in it.” 



Princess of Sylmar continued 


With 2014 goals of the Personal 
Ensign Stakes and Delaware Handicap, 
Pletcher first saddled Princess to win the 
Cat Cay Stakes in April at Aqueduct. She 
finished second in both the Grade 1 Ogden 
Phipps Stakes at Belmont, missing by a 
head, followed by the Delaware Handicap. 

“We saw that she had the opportunity 
to win the Delaware Handicap, but she 
just didn’t go for it,” said Stanco. “We tried 
her once more in the Personal Ensign in 
August, but she just wasn’t moving forward, 
like her heart was no longer In It.” 

“It really wasn’t so bad when we made 
the decision to retire her,” said Stanco. “If 
we gave her more time off, we would have 
had to wait until her 5-year-old season to 
run again. This filly was so brilliant-it was 
time to let her move on to something else.” 

The Princess retired with $2,017,220 
in earnings and nine wins from 15 starts. 

Shipped to Taylor Made Farm in Sep¬ 
tember, Princess of Sylmar Immediately im¬ 
pressed Hunter Houlihan, account manager 
and a bloodstock agent for the famed sales 
agency. Accustomed to consigning many of 
the nation’s finest Thoroughbreds, includ¬ 
ing Havre de Grace and Ashado, Houlihan 
ranked Princess among the best. 

“I’ve not been around a classier 
animal,” said Houlihan. “Obviously, we are 
a bit biased, but we see horses coming 
straight off the track to the farm for sales 
prep being a bit tough to handle, very 
high strung, and unaccustomed to this 
environment. At the sales, it is stressful for 


any of them to be pulled out of their stalls 
so frequently and shown to prospective 
buyers, but she has been perfect, just pure 
class-so composed, so comfortable and 
calm. She was just excellent to be around. 
We had a lot of people who fell In love with 
her immediately.” 

The morning after the sale, Houlihan 
said Taylor Made was very excited when 
the opening bid for Princess of Sylmar was 
$1 million. “There was so much depth and 
quality in the sale, and so many good buy¬ 
ers. The $3.1 million feels like $10 million 
to me right now, as she was among stakes 
mares that were in foal to Tapit, and she 
still brought the highest price.” 

After a period of quarantine in Ken¬ 
tucky, Princess of Sylmar, along with other 
bloodstock purchased by Shadai, will fly to 
the island of Hokkaido where the farm is 
located. 

Stanco was quick to compliment both 
Taylor Made Sales and Houlihan on their 
work with his filly, and Brookdale and Joe 
Seitz with managing the sale of Storm Dixie 

“Both outfits were first class,” he said. 
“They did a great job with their market¬ 
ing strategies, and Taylor Made has seen 
Princess off into a world where she now 
belongs.” 

While Japan’s leading breeder Shadai 
Farm signed the ticket worth millions, it’s 
impossible to place a dollar figure on what 
the classy chestnut filly and her breeder 
and owners have done for the sport of 


racing and for other worthwhile causes, like 
childhood disease. 

From her Facebook page, to her 
support of childhood cancer fundraising 
and fulfilling the dreams of racing fans of 
all ages. Princess has been available to the 
public like few other horses of her worth 
and caliber. 

St. Baldrick’s Foundation funds chil¬ 
dren’s cancer research, and was benefi¬ 
ciary of an autograph-signing session in 
August at Saratoga. Princess of Sylmar 
tee-shirts, posters and hats were auto¬ 
graphed by Todd Pletcher and Princess’ 
regular rider, Javier Castellano. 

“I have always thought Princess of 
Sylmar is a blessing and gift to be shared,” 
said Ed Stanco. “St. Baldrick’s Foundation 
is a true miracle and I am appreciative that 
the Princess is able to contribute to the 
race for a cure for childhood cancer.” 

King of Prussia Stables intends to do¬ 
nate a percentage of Princess of Sy I mar's 
sale price to the Foundation. 

Stanco, who is CEO of the New 
Jersey-based reinsurance company Toa Re 
America, was happy with her purchase by 
Shadai, since his company is a subsidiary 
of Japan’s Toa Tokyo. 

“My business takes me to Japan twice 
a year,” he said. “I said before the sale that 
I’d bring her carrots wherever she goes, 
and I know that if she is out in a paddock, 
she’ll still run to me and stick her nose in 
my pocket.”

The Alliance 
includes all Virginia horsemen and its goal is to grow Virginia’s racing industry by creating a 
program that will benefit Virginia horsemen and the Commonwealth of Virginia. 


The Alliance has a new vision 
for racing in the Commonweaith 
whereby racing is run by a non¬ 
profit business organization 
and associated charities are 
able to raise funds through their 
participation on race days and 
profits are directed back into the 
industry. Its focus in the near future 
will be on the following areas: 

► Legislative Action: The VEA 
will work with the Racing 
Commission, Virginia Generai 
Assembly and the Governor’s 
office to update the racing 
statute to create more racing 
opportunities and to estabiish a 
development fund to grow our 
sport. 

► 2015 Racing: The VEA will seek 
to hold a limited racing scheduie 
next year and wiii expiore the 
feasibility of new venues for fiat 
races and harness races. The 
VEA plans to publish a iimited 
schedule in early 2015. 

► Regional Meetings: The VEA 
will host a number of regional 
meetings with horsemen to 
update you on our plans and 
most importantly, to garner your 
questions and feedback. 

► Communications: The VEA 

will keep Virginia’s horsemen 
informed about these important 
changes. We ask aii horsemen to 
help spread the word.

IN VIRGINIA 

Although Colonial Downs is 
closed, money is still flowing to 
the Virginia Breeders Fund by way 
of our advanced deposit wagering 
system, which is alive and kicking.

encourage Thoroughbred breeding 
in the Commonwealth, funded by 
a 1 percent take-out of all live and 
simulcast pari-mutuel wagering 
conducted in the state. It runs year- 
round and rewards the breeder 
of any Virginia-bred that wins 
anywhere in the United States— 
including National Steeplechase 
Association sanctioned jump 
meets. 

In 2014, the Fund continued to 
award 100% owners bonuses to aii 
Virginia-breds that placed in open 
company at pari-mutuel meets held 
in Virginia. The Maryland Racing 
Association also kindly hosted a 
huge Virginia-bred stakes day at 
Laurel Park in 2014, which inciuded 
the five Virginia-bred stakes races 
typically held at Colonial Downs. 
There is the possibility of two 
similar big days of racing that wiii 
heavily reward Virginia-breds in 
2015.

The deadline to register your 
Virginia-bred foal or yearling is 
December 31. The fee for a foal is 
$25 for VTA members and $125 for 
non-members; the fee for a yeariing 
is $50 for VTA members and $150 
for non-members.

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West Virginia Breeders 
Ciassics XXViil

S aturday night Oct. 18, another 
chapter was stylishly inscribed 
in the ongoing saga of West 
Virginia Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding. 

The Hollywood Casino at Charles 
Town Races was host to the 28th 
edition of Sam Huff and Carol 
Holden's tribute to the equine in 
Sam's beloved home state. 

Since their modest inception in 
1987, the Classics have unrelentingly 
rejuvenated themselves via purse 
increases, celebrity appearances, 
testimonials to the Mountaineer 
State and superior grade 
Thoroughbreds. 

Nine races over a track labeled 
fast, that stubbornly withstood a 
torrential rainstorm on Wednesday 
(entry day), causing still a suggestion 
of moisture in its surface by post time. 
Conditions were blustery and cool, 
tolerable for two-legged and four¬ 
legged creatures this time of year. 


Cld friends made the trek over 
"country roads" to attend Thursday 
night's gala dinner dance at the 
Clarion Hotel in Shepherdstown, 
while Saturday morning played host 
to the always popular "Breakfast of 
Champions" featuring NFL legends 
alongside special guest, three¬ 
time Eclipse Award-winning jockey 
Ramon Dominguez. 

The West Virginia Breeders Classic 
races have distributed $25 million in 
purse money to predominantly local 
owners, trainers and breeders since 
its origin and continues to claim 
the richest state-bred race in the 
country. 

Field size is limited to 10, with 
priority going to those horses with 
the highest earnings over the past 
two years. 

There are always riveting 
occurrences behind every edition of 
the Breeders Classics; the following is 
a message I relished this year. 


Russell Road, a heavyweight 
on the West Virginia racing scene, 
appeared to have lost a step, 
legitimized by just one trip to the 
winner's circle over the span of 
the last year. The 8-year-old by 
Wheaton out of Roberta Grump, 
by Verification, had faced his most 
worthy opponent, Lucy's Bob Boy, 
and been soundly defeated by that 
rival in his last three starts. However, 
the ultra-consistent chestnut gelding 
owned by Mark Russell and trained 
by James W. Casey found the 
courage that endears him to area 
fans and earned a narrow decision 
in a bitterly fought stretch duel. 

The win under Jose Montano 
allowed Russell Road to record 
his third success in the profitable 
October Classic. At the barn, the 
pampered behemoth is cared 
for by groom Daisy Tobin. His daily 
companion to the track is exercise 
rider Jamie Johnson. The revered 
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phenomenon was bred by Robert 
Lloyd. 

Conspicuous by his absence was 
legendary trainer James Casey. The 
84-year-oid has battled significant 
health Issues and though obstinate 
about not missing his favorite day of 
the year, he was a late withdrawal. 
Family and friends couldn't recall 
If this was the first time the veteran 
conditioner ever failed to attend. 

The win by Russell Road placed 
him In rarefied air as he closes in on 
$2 million in earnings. 

If there were a ballot for the 
founding fathers of West Virginia 
racing/breeding, this gentleman 
gets my vote. John D. McKee may 
have limped into the infield winner's 
enclosure on Saturday night (due 
to recent hip surgery) or then again 
it might have been the treasure 
trove weighing down the 74-year- 
old after winning two of the nine 
races. McKee has won more than 
1.000 races, most at Charles Town. 
Politically he has been a fixture in 
the halls of Charleston fighting to 
preserve racing in Jefferson County 
and instrumental In the formation 
of the West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund. With his lifelong 
companion. Cynthia O'Bannon.at 
his side, the duo own and operate 
Beau Ridge Farm where they stand 
the highly popular son of Unbridled's 
Song. Fiber Sonde. 

Back-to-back wins by daughters 
of Fiber Sonde in the Distaff (Flirting 
Song) and West Virginia Division of 
Tourism (Cat Thats Grey) allowed 
McKee to celebrate In style with 
victorious jockey Christian HIraldo. 

When you train a string of eight 
to 10 horses, generally one would 
not expect lady luck to favor your 


chances for significant prosperity. 
Nevertheless John Casey and 
partner Kristy Petty strode to the 
plate with confidence and nearly hit 
it out of the park in WVBC XXVIII. 

In the second race, the West 
Virginia Lottery, the suitably named 
Comeonletsplay opened a sizable 
margin In early stretch before being 
nailed at the wire to miss by a neck. 
The 3-year-old by Luftikus Is owned/ 
trained/bred by John Casey. 

The following race, the Vincent 
Moscarelll Memorial, was for 2-year- 
olds and Team Casey/Petty had 
three of the nine runners. That In Itself 
is an extraordinary accomplishment, 
but when you factor in first, second 
and fourth-place finishes those 
odds suddenly become almost 
astronomical. 

Hear the Chatter, a muscular 
son of Mass Media out of Stefani's 
Surprise, by Stephen Got Even, wired 
the field under Gerald Almodovar for 
owner/breeder Petty. 

Last year the queen of West 
Virginia racing. Down Town Allen, 
faced a minor foot problem that 
forced her to bow out only minutes 
prior to the $200,000 Cavada.Thls 
year the daughter of Windsor Castle 
out of Like Down Town, by Roy. made 
amends and triumphantly took 
the walk straight into the Charles 
Town Hall of Fame.The John Casey 
homebred remained undefeated 
for the year and the win brought 
her just shy of $1 miiiion in lifetime 
earnings. 

A week later at the bequest 
of their 5-year-old son. Allen. 

Down Town Allen competed at 
the Jefferson County Fairgrounds 
(lead-llne class) with the youngster 
aboard. Nice pony! 


Kudos go out to trainer Ollle 
Figgins III for having 11 combatants 
braced for action on West Virginia's 
premier night of racing. His wife 
Carisa's Prince of Windsor kept the 
money close to home, as the son of 
Windsor Castle sprouted wings late 
in the West Virginia Lottery to prevail 
under Travis Dunkelberger.The dark 
bay/brown gelding was bred by 
Carisa and Ollle. 

It had been a rough year for 
sprinter Perfect Cross. He had 
been blanked In the win column 
but somehow found the desire for 
redemption in the WVTBA Onion 
Juice for owner/trainer Carlyne 
Tapscott.The 4-year-oid son of 
Medford out of Helen's Bid. by 
Loustrous Bid. was bred by Sherwood 
Bryant and lit up the toteboard to 
the tune of $81.40 for a $2 ticket. 

Tayior Mountain stallion Windsor 
Castie had three winners on the 
night, including the exacta in 
the Dash for Cash with Marsha 
Laurendine's Halter Off outfinishing 
favorite Greenway Court. 

And James Miller's homebred 
2-year-old filly Harlan's Destiny got 
her second stakes win in a row by 
taking the Triple Crown Nutrition. 

If there was a theme that 
prevailed throughout the night, 
it was one of family. The West 
Virginia Breeders Classics are about 
hard-working, dedicated owners, 
trainers and to the highest degree 
breeders that sacrifice much for the 
betterment of the sport, it is a kinship 
for the Thoroughbred handed down 
from generation to generation. The 
iine of ancestry hopefuiiy will remain 
steadfast as policy makers force us 
to tread lightly Into the unknown 
future.

Grand National (Gr. 1) at the Far Hills Races 
on Oct. 18, Jacqueline Ohrstrom’s Demonstra¬ 
tive locked up the Lonesome Glory Cham¬ 
pions Award as the National Steeplechase 
Association’s leading earner in 2014. 

The Elusive Quality gelding’s 3 3/4-length 
score in the Grand National was his third 
Grade 1 win in a row, following his second 
victory in the $150,000 New York Turf Writers 
Cup (Gr. 1) at Saratoga Race Course in August 
and the $150,000 Lonesome Glory Handicap 
at Belmont Park in September. 

Now a heavy favorite for an Eclipse Award, 
he competed in all of the year’s Grade 1 races 
through the Grand National and also had a 
sixth in the $150,000 Calvin Houghland Iro¬ 
quois (Gr. 1) in May and a close second in the 
A. P. Smithwick Memorial (Gr. 1) at Saratoga. 

In all, his 2014 earnings through the Grand 
National totaled $352,000, with his closest 
competitor recording less than half of that 
amount. 

Trained by Richard Valentine and ridden 
by Robbie Walsh, Demonstrative met his 
main rival. Bill Pape’s Divine Fortune, in the 
Grand National. 

Winner of last year’s Grand National and 
the reigning Eclipse champion. Divine Fortune 
had won this year’s Calvin Houghland Iro¬ 
quois and set out to attack the 2 5/8-mile Grand 
National as he had in 2013, on the front end. 

Walsh positioned Demonstrative in a stalk¬ 
ing position behind Divine Fortune and jockey 
Darren Nagle before beginning his attack on 
the final circuit of the New Jersey course. 
Demontrative eased to the lead three fences 
from home, jumped the last with a 1 1/2-length 
advantage over Divine Fortune, and steadily 
increased his winning margin to the finish line. 

Divine Fortune continued on gamely to take 
second money. Trained by Jonathan Sheppard, 
Divine Fortune was followed under the finish 
line by Parker’s Project and Barnstorming, 
also trained by the Racing Hall of Fame 
member. 

The $150,000 first-place money from the 
Grand National moved Demonstrative into 
rarified company. Through the Grand National, 


his career earnings total $779,800, placing him 
fourth on the all-time earnings list. Ahead of 
him by National Steeplechase Association 
earnings are McDynamo ($1,310,104), Good 
Night Shirt ($1,006,493), and Lonesome Glory 
($965,809). 


Divine Fortune also moved up the all-time 
list to sixth position with $741,390. Ahead of 
him on the list is Victorian Hill, who had career 
earnings of $748,370. 

The Far Hills meet ranked as the year’s 
richest with $580,00 in purses. 
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A National Fence at the Springdale Course in Camden, S.C., has been fitted with a knee line, located immediately below the plastic brush. The 
fence also has a ground line at the bottom of the knee roil. 


Safety Task Force examines knee lines 


In its continuing efforts to enhance the 
safety of its fences, the National Steeplechase 
Association’s Steeplechase Safety Taskforce 
has begun an evaluation of whether to recom¬ 
mend adding knee lines to National Fences. 

A knee line is a light-colored strip atop the 
knee roll that is intended to improve a horse’s 
view of the fence. 

The extensive evaluation, including an 
examination of knee lines in use overseas, 
will continue through the current season and 
beyond if necessary. ‘The Task Force is fol¬ 
lowing a deliberate process and bringing in 
outside expertise from many sources,” said 
Reynolds Cowles, D.V.M., the Task Force’s 
chairman and a member of the NSA’s Board 
of Directors. “We need to have a consensus 
before we are ready to make recommendations 
for the knee line.” 


Members of the Task Force have observed 
a knee line in use for schooling over fences at 
Richard Valentine’s farm in Virginia and at the 
Springdale Course in Camden, S.C. 

Further observations will be made in 
schooling sessions at the Camden course in 
November. The Task Force also will examine 
video images of horses jumping fences with 
and without knee lines. 

The Task Force has benefited from the 
experiences of its members and the insights 
of member Nathaniel White, D.VM, profes¬ 
sor emeritus of equine surgery at the Marion 
duPont Scott Equine Medical Center in Lees¬ 
burg, Va. 

In addition to his research into steeplechase 
safety. Dr. White provided graphic illustration 
of what the equine eye is able to observe. 
Because of the equine eye’s limited color 
spectrum, a light-colored strip atop the knee 


roll theoretically raises the horse’s eyes toward 
the top of the fence and provides a target for 
safe jumping. 

Among the outside experts advising the 
Steeplechase Safety Task Force are James 
Wofford, a three-time Olympics three-day 
eventer, and course designer Derek di Grazia. 

Both are keen students of fence construc¬ 
tion and how horses meet those obstacles in 
eventing and other horse sports. Wofford is a 
sought-after teacher of three-day horses and 
riders, while di Grazia is an FEI international- 
level course designer responsible for the cross¬ 
country courses at the Rolex Three-Day Event 
in Lexington, Ky., and the Fair Hill Three-Day 
Event in Maryland. 

The Task Force intends to provide further 
reports to the NSA Board of Directors and 
industry stakeholders as its evaluation of the 
knee line continues.

B The enigmatic 8-year-old 
A Hue VO— making just his 
second start of the year, and 
ninth of his career-domi¬ 
nated the $300,000 West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classic, winning 
by 19^4 lengths under Ramon 
Domingue 2 . 

Owned by Mark Hopkins 
and trained by Michael 
Dickinson, the West Virginia- 
bred, Maryland-based gelding 
had finished first in the same 
race five years earlier, setting 
a track record for \ V% mdes, 
but was disqualified for a clen- 
buterol positive. Exiting that 
race with a suspensory injury, 
he was sidelined for nearly 
four years. Upon his remrn in 
2003, A Huevo won two of 
his three starts, including the 
6-furlong Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash-Gl in 1:08.90.

B Laurefs International Turf 
Festival became the richest two 
days of racing ever staged in 
Maryland, with five feature 
events offering $1.9 million in 
purses. 

The $750,000 Budweiser 
International attracted the least 
international field in the race’s 
38-year history, with only one 
foreign-based horse among 
the 11 starters. The winner 
was 3-year-old Florida-based 
Caltech, whose 26-year-old 
trainer Eduardo A 2 purua Jr. 
became the youngest trainer 
to saddle an International 
winner. Caltech dashed the 
hopes of an Echpse Award 
for Pennsylvania-bred Yankee 
Affair, who was seeking his 
third consecutive Grade 1 vic¬ 
tory, but wound up second in 
race.

The Maryland 
stallion had two winners on 
Maryland Million Day-Presi¬ 
dentialaffair in the Classic and 
My Poker Player in the Sprint. 
And he was the sire of four 
of the top 10 prices at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale, including 
a $210,000 colt, the second- 
highest price of the sale, as 
well as the most expensive filly. 

The Eastern Fall Yearhng 
sale set records with the most 
expensive horse ever sold at 
public auction in Maryland, a 
$500,000 Maryland-bred Silver 
Deputy colt, and an average

The Festival marked the 
first year of the downgrade of 
the Laurel Futurity and Selima 
to Grade 2, a dechne attributed 
to being moved to the grass in 
1987. Ironically, the races were 
transferred to the main track 
due to a soggy turf course, 
which didn’t stop European 
runner Go and Go (Ire) from 
taking the Futurity, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bert Firestone’s Virginia- 
bred filly Sweet Roberta cap¬ 
tured the Selima. Her dam was 
a half-sister to 1980 Laurel 


of $21,889. The gross (nearly 
$10.8 million) was the second 
highest in history, and median 
($12,000) was 26.3 percent 
higher then the previous year. 

B McDynamo, Eclipse Award 
winner of 2003, remrned for 
his first race after an 11 -month 
layoff following surgery to 
repair a fracmre near his hock. 
Facing six Grade 1 winners in 
the lucrative Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase-Gl at Far Hills, 
N.J., the 7-year-old son of 
Dynaformer proved up to the 
challenge, scoring by IV 2 
lengths over Hirapour (Ire) and 

Futurity-Gl winner Cure the 
Blues. 

B Matchmaker debuted a 
select horses in training sale in 
the Laurel paddock on the 
morning of Budweiser 
International day. It was a 
novel idea, but drew lukewarm 
response. Half of the 16 
horses offered were not sold, 
the biggest RNA being 3-year- 
old fiUy Safely Kept, owned (in 
parmership) by Matchmaker 
executive Barry Weisbord, with 
a $1.2 million reserve. Just two 
weeks earher the star fiUy 
captured her eighth stakes of 
the year and was in Florida 
preparing for the Breeders’ 

Cup Sprint-Gl, a race she 
would lose in the final strides, 
finishing second by a neck to 
Dancing Spree. 

Four horses sold for six 
figures, with the top price 
of $395,000 for Go Milord, 


joining Highland Bud and 
Morley Street as the only two- 
time winners of the race. 

B Pin Oak Lane Farm in 
Pennsylvania added to its 
roster Wheaton, Storm Cat’s 
half-brother by Alydar. The 
14-year-old staUion arrived in 
the region as the nation’s lead¬ 
ing sire by number of 2-year- 
old winners in 2004. 

Wheaton stood two seasons in 
Pennsylvania before a stall accident 
claimed his life in November 2006. 
His richest runner, millionaire 
Russell Road, was conceived that 
first Pennsylvania season. 

a 3-year-old group winner 
from France who had been 
entered in the International. 

He was scratched from the 
race by trainer D. Wayne Lukas 
on behalf of new owner 
Wildenstein Stable. 

B William Rickman, chairman 
of Delaware Park, 
consolidated his Thorough¬ 
bred interests on a 275-acre 
parcel of the former 
Windfields Farm property near 
Chesapeake City, Md., he 
recently purchased. He 
reported he already had 70 
horses in his new barns. 

B Pennsylvania’s top sire 
Northern Fhng, who stood at 
William Pape’s My Way Farm 
in Unionville, was humanely 
destroyed at age 19. The 
syndicated stallion was the sire 
of 14 stakes winners, including 
Yankee Affair, the all-time 
leading state-bred earner. 
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50years ago 

B On an excursion to 
Chesapeake City, Md., 

Maryland Horse editor Snowden 
Carter reported on the 
progress of numerous farms 
springing up. Among those 
he visited was E.P. Taylor’s, 
directly across the road from 
Allaire duPont’s Woodstock 
Farm. Wrote Carter: “This is 
going to be the place, make no 
mistake about that. 

“Already installed are a 
5-furlong training track and a 
7-furlong turf course. Virtually 
completed is a 26-stall barn 
and indoor track. . 

It was noted that Taylor 
had “no present plans to breed 
in Maryland. His farm is being 
built as a training center. But, 
when one considers the scope 
of his building program, it 
seems hard to believe that 


75years ago 

B Maryland Jockey Club 
president Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
succeeded Joseph E. Widener 
as president of Belmont Park. 
“The position is another step 
in the rapid rise of Alfred 
Vanderbilt to a position as 
a Turf leader in the U.S.,” 
the magazine observed. In 
the seven years since he 
became involved with racing, 
the 27-year-old was made 
a member of the board of 
directors of MJC in 1936 (and 
named president shortly after), 
and was the youngest member 
ever elected to membership 
of The Jockey Club (in 1937).

B Carter’s visit found 
Allaire duPont “out riding” 
at Woodstock, hacking in 
the woods alongside her 
famed five-time Horse of 
the Year Kelso, the world’s 
greatest money winner who 
just a few weeks earher 
won the Washington, D.C., 
International Stakes. 

With exercise rider Dick 
Jenkins in the saddle, Kelso 
was enjoying time off at the 
farm, but duPont noted that 
there was no decision to retire 
him. “It’s just that he’s here, 
and I like to go riding with 
him. I’m having the time of 
my life. . . And Kelso’s enjoy¬ 
ing it, too. He loves it. He 
crosses the streams like he’s 
been doing it all his hfe. And 
he looks around at just every¬ 
thing.”

Kelso did return to the races 
in the summer of 1965 at age 8, 
made six starts and won three, 
including the Whitney in Saratoga.

B Maryland harness track 
Laurel Raceway was the 
first track to install the new 
Tartan surface. “President 
Dick Hutchison has rebuilt 
the entire strip. . . after the 
grading was completed, a 
road-Hke surface was laid. 


Then came the Tartan,” 
which was spread on top, it 
was reported. “Horses will be 
able to race over the Tartan 
surface in all kinds of weather. 
Manufactured by the 3-M 
Company, it is advertised as 
being a resilient, rugged, non- 
sHp surface which has excellent 
traction.” 

A few Thoroughbred trial races 
were conducted, but the surface 
received negative feedback, especially 
from riders. For harness racing, 
it remained in place at Laurel 
Raceway until 1976.

I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 81 Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through 
Oct. 24, 2014. Statistics, as furnished by 
Bloodstock Research Inc., Equibase, Daily 
Racing Form and/or The Jockey Club, in¬ 
clude results from North America, England, 
Ireland, France, Italy and Japan. Foreign 
statistics for countries other than England, 
Ireland, France, Italy and Japan are included 
when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 
adopted the following criteria for black-type 
qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by Inter¬ 
national Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr—new track record, 
ncr—new course record, nAr—new Ameri¬ 
can record, nCr—new Canadian record, 
nwr—new world record. An ""e’’ substituted 
for ""A’ means “equals.’’ 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following the 
name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions. Grade 1 
winners then stakes winners by earnings.

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed 
or stamina based on the chefs-de-race, or in¬ 
fluential sires, in his pedigree. 

“ 'Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five 
aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Intermediate, 
Classic, Solid and Professional) covering the 
spectrum (from left to right) of speed to en¬ 
durance. We assign a total potential value of 
16 points to each generation. Since there are, 
progressively, one, two, four and eight sires 
in the first four generations, 'chefs’ which 
appear among these sires will conttribute 16, 
8, 4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all 'chefs’ present are then tallied 
in the appropriate aptitude columns. 'Chefs’ 
which confer two aptitudinal characteristics 


have their points split between the two apti¬ 
tudes. In the end, the total points in each col¬ 
umn produce the Dosage Profile, a series of 
five numbers which reflect the relative pro¬ 
portions of each of the five aptitudes in this 
order: Brilliant-Intermediate-Classic-Solid- 
Professional. 

''The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + Vi 
the Classic points) to points in the stamina 
wing (Va the Classic points + Solid points + 
Professional points) is the Dosage Index. 
(Dividing the stamina points into the speed 
points.) This number is directly proportional 
to the speed in a pedigree and inversely pro¬ 
portional to the stamina. A DI of 1.00 indi¬ 
cates a perfect balance of the two. 

''Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid 
is -1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DP 
allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale cor¬ 
responding to the total combined influence 
of all 'chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation of 
the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice 
the Brilliant points) + (Intermediate points) 
- (Solid points) - (twice the Professional 
points) and dividing that number by the total 
points in the DP. An exact balance of speed 
and stamina yields a CD of 0.00.”

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PEDIGREE CROSS INDEX 


This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the names of sires and dams 
included within the first three generations of all the stallions in the 2015 Stallion Directory. 

Example: BOLD RULER - During, Louis Quatorze, Partner’s Hero, Taste of Paradise. 

In the above example. Bold Ruler appears in one of the first three generations of all the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Mr. Prospector or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may want to breed her to a 
stallion with Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of the Northern Dancer—Mr. Prospector nick. By looking up “Northern Dancer’’ in this index, he can quickly 
see all the stallions in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of Seattle Slew, he may wish to inbreed to that stallion and thereby get more of Seattle Slew’s makeup in the foal. 

By checking “Seattle Slew’’ in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that have Seattle Slew in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder’s mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of Deputy Minister in her first four generations for example. The 
breeder may want to make sure the stallion he chooses for his mare has no Deputy Minister or no Deputy Minister up close in his pedigree. By looking up “Deputy 
Minister” in the index, he can readily see the stallions in this Stallion Register he should avoid for his mare.
